States: irpm a Soviet Bloc: country .by the mails or (by mfcans other 
than the, mails .unsolicited :and intended fpj disgejniiiation in the, 
United States, may be a violation-of the foreign Agents .Registration 
Act. The. Department of Justice lias expressed the>opinipn that simi- 
lar materials' arriving iri, the United States from abroad by means 
other than the^ mails may be seized as- an importation contrary to law 
under Section 545 of Title 18 of the United,States Code, . . . 

It is important to :note that the. Justice' [Department has-held-that

Agents Registration Act? . 

Mr. Fish m; an. So far as the project, we are afoout to- discuss* this 
morning is concerned, the principal, provisions deal with the neces- 
sity for properly identify ingor labeling this materM y and the* exemp- 
tion from -the requirements of the labeling provisions of the. Act*, 
which apply to several categories of individuals and firms within the 
United States,- such as registered agents or-embassy .and consulate

Is it true.that under the Foreign Agents Registration Act there isno 
numerical limitation pn the quantity,, the' amount of political propa- 
ganda /that may »be imported mto the United Statest? 

Mr. Fishma^. By these exemptions ?■ 

Mr.AuBNS. Yes.

Mr. Auens. ThereisnoquantitativeJimitationt? 

Mr: FisnaiAN.; There is iio quantitativelimitation. ^ 

Mr: Arens. Is.it true that any pf the propaganda imported into the- 
UnitecL States destined to a registered agent is absolutely free'to-passl 

Mr. FishmaNi It is absolutely free -to pass. *Of course, :the agents, 
since they are registered with the Department of Justice, are required 
to comply with certain sections of the Foreign Agents Registration 
Act. . 

Mr. Arens. Now, under the Foreign Agents Registration Act, one 
who imports political' propaganda is obliged to- do- two things: 

One ; register with the^Bepartment of Justices an.agent of ,a>f oreign 
priiicipaLand, two, to l&bel -the propaganda which 'he imports with a 
stamp which indicates that it is political propaganda^ Is that correct.? 

Mr. 3?ishrtA'N., That is correct. ■ 

Mr. Arens. How long have you been in the Customs .Service ? 
Mr. FrsnkAN. 'Some thirty years. 

Mr; Arens, Mr. Fishman* is there^any control exercised : to- any de- 
gree over political propaganda which comes dn^first-cUss mail ?. 

,Mr. Fishman.. Hone: First-class mail is exempt from^examination 
and we respect the privacy of the ; seal; 

Mr. Arens. Is>there ,any control whatsoever jexercised oyer^pplitifcal 
propaganda imported destined tp people.ra diplomatic status* 
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Mr.FisHMAN. No, no control. " 

Mr, Akbns. Give us, if you please, ths principal control points of 
the Customs Service in -the United -States where political propaganda 
arriving- in the United Statesis^processed ? ■ - 

Mr. Fishma^ Thfcre are sbme forty-five points of entry into the 
United States, but because of budgetary limitations/we find it neces^ 
sary to limit the number of control units established around the 
country. m 

We currently have- directed all mail from Soviet Bloc countries, in- 
cluding, Ohmsij to^ three control points: 

One in San Francisco, one in Chicago, and one in Few Yorfc 

Mr. Ajrens, So that the record may ;be clear, may we confine our 
observations and comments fronrhfere on, unless otherwise specifically 
indicated, to Communist propaganda, coming from IRed Bloc coun- 
tries to these three control points, 

Mr. 'Fishihan* All right, sir. 

Mr. Ajiens. Please give us an indication of the volume of Gomf 
mumst political propaganda- whfth is arriving in the United' States 
and which comes within the purview of the control processes- 'of =the< 
Customs Service. 

Miss Suske. I can supply .the committee with -that information; 

'On a countrywide basis and covering -the three control units, for 
the year of 1957, approximately- four and a half million packages 
were: received from the Soviet JBloc Countries., „ ' ' 

Mr. Arens. How *nany individual publications would be in each 
package, on the average? ' , 

Miss Stjske, On ^average f rom f our piecesin each package, 

Mr. Akbns; That would mean about seventeen million individual 
magazines or individual publications, such as we see displayed here 
on this table per year, is that correct? 

Miss Stjske. Yes, that is correct. . * 

Mr. Ahens. Please,, tell the committee is this importation of Cbm^ 
mumst propaganda increasing or Tdecreasing ? 

Miss StrSKE. It is definitely increasing. I also' brought along 1 statis- 
tics from the year 1956 which shows a definite increase- 'of approxi- 
mately 30 percent in the last year. 1 

Mr. Aiusns. And was there a -comparable increase last year over 
the preceding year ? 

Miss SiJSKE, Yes, exactly. 

Mr. Areks. I should like to ask you, in the course of your ex-, 
perience in the Customs- Service, have you ever seen one single piece 
of Communist propaganda of these millions of piecfes whicli , arrive 
every year, seventeen million in the last figure, that was labeled 'or 
stamped, Communist political propaganda as required by the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act ? 

Mr. Fishmai*. At the time of importations have yet to<seera piece 
properly labeled^ • ■ • 

We have observed in the Library of Congress, for example, and 
the law contemplates that the registered agents file with '-the Jjibrary 
of Congress: a copy of every publication of this type which, is im- 
ported into the. United States^I have seen the type>of labeling- -re- 
quired by law and it reads as follows-, ' 

A copy of this material lias been filed wi& -the Foreign. Agents Regis fra&on 
Section, Department of Justice, Washington, D. Ci, where- tne ^registration statet 
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ment/of Imported .Publications, and. Products,. 4 West 16th. Street, New York 11, 
Ne\y- £ork, as ait a^e'nt of the fpfeign publisher or distributor of <this publication 
is available for inspection. The fact, of registration does not indicate approval or 
disapproval' of this' material by -the^Gbyernihent of the United States of America. 

' !l Wo^Qcf lite to add just one observation here, Mr. Arens, aiid that 
is that'the Treasury Peparhnent considers the Foreign Agents Regis- 
tration Act as a disclosure type statute. I would like, to make it clear 
that.it is not our policy,. neither do we mtehd; td withhold this^type of 
material from' the American .public. We feel 1 , however, that it is a 
requirement pf law that the American publicin reading -this 'material 
have ah opportunity to evaluate its^purce. • , 
- Mr. Asens. In other wpsds, you .have the same theory undergirding 
the Fpreign Agents Kegistration that -undergirds the Food and Drug

Mr. Fishman. That is correct. I have yet to see o£e.

Mr. Fishmait. Yes, it is, 

Mr. ARENS, And you.knov?, pf course, that the United States mails 
are not self-sustaining, 

Mx. Fishman. That is correct. # - 

- Mi:. Akbns. In other words, Mr., Fishman, is it true that this flood 
of Communist, propaganda which is being disseminated oyer the 
United 'States without proper labeling is being transported* in P*>*» 
at least, at the .expense of the United States taxpayer?^ 

Mr.. FisH&rAtf. As it would apply to. any other mail that is being 
distributed or delivered in- the United States, mails, . 

Mr. Moulder. That is, any other second- or third-class mail? 

Mr.. Fishm AN; I didrftget the question. % 

Mir.. Moulder. Firstrclass^mail^ pf course, pays, its own way. 

Mr. BisHarAw. 'That is right. Most of this class pf matter or 95 
percent of it comes in< the parcel post or ordinary mail, fourth class, 
third class. 

Mr. Moulder. Thir&or fourth class. . ^ 1# 
Mr. Doyle. That means seventeen million pieces distributed t^) the 
American people gratis or subsidized by the, American taxpayers? 
Mr. Fis.hman. To^spnie degree that is true. 
Mr. DoYii. To what degree? 
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Mc. Fjshman. I ,ami nbt an expert on post-office matters, but I 
would Assume that, if the postal ser vice. loses money on delivery of 
any other type- of third- .and fourth-class mail, it would lose- an equal 
ampim|oh the delivery of this, type of third- and fourth-class mail- 
Mr. DpYi/Gv That is, it wqjild lose, a percentage on seventeen million 
pieces,.

Itfc Akbns. Mr:; Eishn^an, you took a trip at the behest of this com- 
mittee, as a special consultant to this committee, to Europe, some 
several months ago, to check on certain items of information respect- 
ing Coramumst propaganda that is being pumped into the United 
btates from non-Comrhruiist countries, -did you not 

Sir. l^sHarAisT;. I did. 

Mr. Akens. Would jycniLgive us.. 6n this record a word summary, a 
picture summary, of the overall findings which you made oh that 
trip t 

Mr. Bushman. Confining it to France, for example, we found that 
m Paris, ^nypn^ could buy any quantity of this material and' send it 
into the United States without any control at 'all. The bookshops 
r n n * y i^ Soviet Government in Paris had complete collections of 
ail of this material and to som& extent eveii a finer-selection than was 
available through the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Akens. Mi\ Kishman, let lis get on the next subject; namely, 
the amount of this Communist propaganda, processed by customs, 
which is, and has been destined to the greater Boston area ? 

Mr. I&shsian. As I have previously stated; we do hot have a special 
unit assigned to the Port of Boston. Instead, most of the mail destined 
for the New England area is intercepted in New York; At the re- 
quest of the committee, however, we did make a check and determined 
actually the volume of this material which was sent into this area, 
including the last two months. I think Miss Suske has that informa- 
tion. 

Mr, Arens. Give us the information, Miss 1 Suske, if you please. 

Miss Suske. There was an estimate of approximately 20,000- back- 
ages destined to the New England-area. 

Mr. AiiBNS. Let me be sure I understand that and the record re- 
flects accurately. 

These 20,000 packages of Commuhi'st propaganda were in the course 
Of the lasttwomonths^^- > 
Miss Stjskje. That is right 

Mr. Areks- Which were processed, to- your certain knowledge 

into the Boston area? 
Miss Suske. Yes.

Miss Suske. Yes, sir.

Miss 3-qske, No.. 

Mr. Aeens.. Not maiLcoming from^ommunist sourcesvin npnTCqm- 
munist cpuntr:es,is that-correct % 
Miss SuSKB; That is exactly correct^ sir. 

Mr. Kearney. Do you know to whom these packages are addressed^ 
individuals or book stores ? 

Miss Stoke/ Yes. For .the most part, Congressman,, they #re ad-, 
dressed to individuals. 

Mr,, Kearney., Mostly addressed to individuals? - 

Miss Susma. Yes; 

Mr. Kearney. Have any of these individuals who .received these 
packages ever complained to, the Customs people or the' £ost Office 
people,, tp your knowledge? • 

Miss Suske. Yes, they do, on occasion. I believe Mr. Fishman 
has, a few of those, letters with him. 

Sir. Fishman. We hear through the individual directly or through 
the Post Office Department and very frequently frqxn the Representa- 
tive in Congress of the district about the shipment of this material. 
In many cases, .-the" addressee, pleads with the Post Office department 
not to deliver the mail. Where we have- such a specific request we 
will intercept it. But for the mpst part we have hp cpntrol and must 
deliver. But -there are many people who- want no part of ihis type 
of propaganda. 

Mr. Ajrens. Are they addressed mostly to s foreign-bprn? 

Mr, I^§HM;AN..That'is correct The procedure and the practice is 
apparently for the propaganda machine in. the Soviet TTnipn to. ob- 
tain either telephone directories or directories of prganizations cpm,- 
posed of people of foreign extraction. The Polish American Con- 
gress has some 250,000 members and 6btainirig the roster of the mem- 
bership of that organization will .provide a propaganda outfit with 
quite a batch of addresses to seiidmaterial to. 

, Mr, Arens. What percentage of this .material is in foreign- 
language? 

Mr. Fishman. About 60 percent of it. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Fishman,. kindly tell us^spmething of the content 
of the individual documents; " In other words, what I qm drivjng at 
now^dqes the document in, every instance by its content clearly 
reveal that it is Communist,, .or is it more insidious, nrore sug- 
gestive^ — --r , 

Mr. Fishman. It has becomfe much more insidious. 

Mr. Arens. Is it more subtle,? 

Mr. Fishman. Much more subtle in the past few years. It used' to 
be pretty flagrant at one time. But apparently,, feeling, that it was 
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much wiser 1 to- sweeten up the type-of -propaganda th^t ds;b'eing,^sed 5 
the current material very cautiously approaches problems and isitua^- 
tionsJbkfore the American, public and treats ^them from^Communist 
viewpoint. , 

Mr; Arens. Gould you* give us a word,.Mh*Mshmali, by alluding to 
each of several typical examples .-Which' tE see you have on* the table I 
I seeonewhich apparently is m'.ezeQhoslovakiaii. ■ . 

Mr. Bushman. I have some examples- here that we extracted^ from 
the mails. 

Mr. Arens; i&ive us a brief reference to severaTof them v pleases 
Mr. Fishmak.

.people t?ack ,to the country of their origin.. I suspect for one thing 
it provides the Communist machine with, a means of distribution of 
their material .here in the "United States. It pan keep; the people^con- 
tinupusly posted on what is supposed to be going on in the fbreign 
country .and also what is supposed to be going on in the United States. 
Many of the recipients of this material do nqt read English language 
newspapers.; They have to- depend* for the most part, on what they 
pan obtain or glean from a foreign language newspaper, and receivr 
ing something .of -this type, and reading some of the articles, whether 
they are true or not; many oi the people, who receive them may be- 
lieve them, since we of the United States have no .opportunity to reach 
them by our own newspapers and say whether this is>or is notso. 
National issues are* taken up in many of these publications. 
Mr; Arens. Is it a propaganda device of the conspiracy f 
M.v. Fishkan. We think so, definitely. We do not consider that 
ihis will convince many people that they should rush right back tp 
the Soviet Union. 

Mr; D0YXJ5. Mr. Chairman, may I observe this: It is not only 
propaganda, it. is part of the cold war; the malicious attack against 
^our system-of Government and the customs of the people, in the United 
States. It is part of the cold war. That is what it is. It is more 
than propaganda. 
Mri Moulders The Chair recogjiizGs Mr. Kearney; 
Mr; Kearney. Mr, Fishman, isn?t it true that a great portion of 
these propaganda magazines come from Mexico City into 'the United 



Mr. Fishman. It isa; means of getting this material into- the United 
States. The fact that we have;these control units is' very well known. 
And there is a continuous effort to by^pass our control, by using 
friendly countries who are -completely unaware of this fact that tfheir 
mails are being used to ship this material into the* United States.

niunist propaganda which is sent t6 the United 'States in transit ?' . 

Mr. Ftshman. The volume of intransit mail has never decreased, 
to my knowledge. As. the Hxmse Un-American Activities Committee 
knows from the testimony which was- given to it in New Orleans; we 
foutid that some thousands of sacks of mailicbntaining poli£ical.pr6pa- 
ganda-, Communist propaganda, daily moves through the Port qi New 
Orleans on its way from South America into other South American; 
countries and into the United States. 

Mr. Atcefs. Mr. Fishmalv arc you acquainted with the provisions 
of li; R 99§7, which was introduced by the' chairman of this com- 
mittee in -the Congress some several months ago ? 

Mr. Fisiiman. lam. 

Mr; Ai^E^Si And those provisions pertaining to amendments' to the 
Foreign Agents Registration Act which undertake- to deal with- cer- 
tain phases of the.prdblems you have been discussing ? 

Mr.FiSHMAN. lam. 

Mr. Arbks- We would appreciate your observations and comments 
publicly on those provisions of the Act. 

Mr. Fishimaw. We are particularly concerned or interested in cer- 
tain amendments to the Foreign Agents Eegistratiori Act and we ^eel 
that these amendments will, to a great extent, alleviate this situation^ 
The most important or significant .amendment to the law which con- 
cerns, us is' the requirement that this labeling be attached to the 
publication, at the 'time of importation. Such a retirement to me 
is not a very unusual one, since, as you yourself pointed out some 
time ago, the .requirement that food and drug products Be properly 
identified or foreign products be' identified with their -origin is one. 
that attaches at the time of importation. It would seem only fair that 
this same- requirement attach here at the time of 'importation rather 
thctn.tp' permit the registered agent ;at some* time subsequent -to receiv- 
ing this article ttf- decide- for himself whether it, is propaganda or 
whether he shall label it, % - 

Mr. Akbns. Just in passing, may I sa^, do you have any informa- 
tion reflecting hpw .easy 'or soft the, Soviets are on any .propaganda 
that we undertake to get into their country ? 

Mr. FxsHMA^r. We heard Congressman Boyle speak about this ex- 
change of publications, the publication "America" which we send over 
in exchange for the publication "U. §. S. B* M which- comes here. This 
American publication is continuously returned to- us as nonsalable. 
In. Other words, the Soviets claim no -one wanjts to buy the publication 
over in the Soviet Union. Actually, we have heard they just do. not 
put it on sale and that those they do put ,on sale are snatched up 
immediately. * 

Mr. Aitcns. In other words, we have a little exchange agreement 
that we let one magazine in officially and they are supposed to let 
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piie <of ^oiirs in officially, but don>t„ and then send this flood in every 
month?, Is that correct? 4 
Mr, ^ishmait.. That isvcorrect.

Mr. MotrLDES; Mr; Doyle,, do you have any questions .to ask of the

Mv* Doyle. Mr. Fishmam you gave to. me during the few minutes of 
intermission, two copies of this Moscow News. I see one dated Feb^ 
ruai-y 12, 1958, and the other is.February 5, 1958. How did you come 
by these? 

Mr; Fishman. This is a daily publication printed an the English 
language m the Soviet Union which arrives, in the United States for 
distribution here: It is curious, but -at the time, that first .came out 
the story was that this would be a publication devoted to factual in- 
tormation concerning the Soviet Union but it very rapidly became 
another one pf the propaganda publications. 

I was looking at the issue of it, dated February 1, I didn't read 
too tar but m the editorial there is this statement: 

United States Secretary of State, J. IV Dulles, who: attended -this session-, 
which is referring to a meeting Pn the consolidation of countries-^ 
disregarding the national interests of eastern countries who are members of this

.^5* ^morer.than. four years ^since the armistice agreement put an end to the 
three-year war imposed on the Korean .people by the United, States rulers.

Mt. Mshman, In some instances, mit it 3S obscured arid difficult to 
identify the particular country. 

Mr. I )oym Isn't it carried on the fly leaf , where- such information 
is usually carried? , - 

Mr; Fishma:n\ A publication ; of this type, Sdviet Union, which is\a 
very well recognized Soviet publication, will haye it very clearly 
stated. Maybe I better take that back* I thought it was right on the 
■fly 'leaf j tut itis not. 

"Mr. Dotijs. Now^ you referred to that as- comparable to the Ameri- 
can magazine,, life, ' Is this 1 magazine that yoii have iii colbr? It is' 
extensively illustrated, Isee, as yoii turn the pag^s. 

Mi\ Fishman* There are colored -photographs right here, ih the 
center page. 

Mr.-DoYi^. What does that sell for in this country if it is for sale? 

Mr. Fishman, I don't know, It sells for six shillings in England, 
arid" this being- printed in the English 'language, it is marked for sale 
in England. This does have here on the last page , Editorial Offices and 
Printed ,by the Pravda Printing Plant in Moscow, in ver£ sm^lL type 
way at the bottom of the last page. 

Mr. Doyle. Did I understand your associate to. say that the per- 
centage of increase for' the years 1956kL957, of this type of c61d war 
propaganda that you have exhibited here has been approximately 30 
percent? 

JMX\ Fishman*. That is right. Each year,, each of those several 
years. It has gone«up almost 30 percent. 

Mr. Doyle. Is all of this Soviet cold war propaganda that comes 
to any of the ports, of entry in the United States, sent to .the three 
control units, New York, Chicago and'San FranciscdY 

Mr. Flsh&ian. We attempt to get it all sent to the three control 
units. The Post Office Department makes an effort to get all of this 
material addressed to the States east of the Mississippi to the New 
York area, to the, States ^est of the Mississippi to the Bail Francisco 
area, and td the States of Illinois and Wisconsin to th6*Chicago pott 

Of course, it is almost impossible-to control it all^ and some of it 
does get by* 

Mh\ Doyle. As to the cold war propaganda >vhich you 'exhibited 
here, did you state that never to your knowledge has that .type -of 
propaganda complied with the Foreign Agents, Registration Act of 
the United States. Well, isn't that an act' supposedly agreed to, by 
Soviet Russia, too ? 
Mr. Fishman. Oh, no. 



Mr. FiSHarASF. The Foreign Agents Registration Act applies to all 
foreign cbuntriies including those in the Soviet Bloc, iuriohg other 
things it requires that agents of foreign governments -keep the United 
'States Government posted as to their activities here^ letting* the De>- 
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; .Mr, Dpyi^ Is that being,, complied with to youivknowledge? 

Mr. FishmAn. It may be in regard to how much or what volume 
of business they have done. But unfortunately until the House I7n-. 
American Activities, Committee took up this, issue,, the requirement 
for labeling, was not clearly defined, that is to say,- as to when such 
compliance was required, Currently, it is up. to the registered agent 
to decide which of the material he distributes is political .propaganda 
and at that point he labels it. v 

There is another confusion and that is whether at the time of dis^ 
tribution he intends it to be disseminated among two or more per- 
sons,. So there are several Outs,, and for that reason .a good deal of 
this is never labeled. 

Mr. Doyle. May I inquire this: It is not clear .tame what your 
testimony, was or reference was as to the amount of this cold war 
propaganda coming into the United States, percentagewise/or quan- 
tity wise, from satellite, countries or Coramunist-controiled countries 
other than the Soviet Union. Does any of" it come, from thos6 
countries? 

Mr. FrsHar a:nv Oh, sure. . ■ 

H.r. Doyle. What percentage, of it, if you can make^an estimate ? 

Mr,. FismfAN. The volume ebbs and flows, depending on domestic 
,and foreign issues. As these countries are annexed their publications 
increase. For example, all of the Hungarian niagazines^and news- 
papers were cut off completely immediately after tlie- trouble there. 
Now, of course,; they resume publication, hut on a propaganda level 
I would estimate that on an overall basis about S5 percent of all this 
material comes directly from the Soviet Union, the rest of it is sup- 
posedly from the satellite countries. 

However, from the format of the material,, the way it is printed, 
etc., we have an idea a lot of it is printed in the Soviet Union in the 
language of the country it is supposed to come from. We have sepa- 
rated here on . the table this material .according to. language. Some 
of it is from Germany, some from Czechoslovakia, some from Yugo- 
slavia. There is Chinese. There, is some from Hungary, Bulgaria, 
and, of course, there is a gopd deal .of World Youth material. 

Mr. Doyijs. In .answer to a question from our staff director, one 
of you estimated that there were approximately 10,000 pieces- a. month 
for the two months that vou checked; coming into the Boston, area. 

Mr. £^SHMAN r We included in that the New England area actually. 

Mr. DoyIiE. The New England area. Do I understand, therefore, 
that is an average number of pieces ? That wouldmeans 120,000 pieces 
a .year*; 

Mr. Fishmak. That is correct. 

Mr.,I)oYi,-E. Into the. New England area. 

Mr. ]?iSHMAar . That is right. 

Mr. DoyiiE. Of this sort of junk, cold war material. 

.Mr. Fishman. That is right 

Mr. Doyle. I think,. Mr. Chairman, that I want,- and I am sure 
the committee wants to join me in complimenting the foreign 
language. press>on the efforts they made and the .enlightenment which 
they gave -to the foreign born people, as related by Mr, irishman 
about the. propaganda program.. They were very helpful in giving 
the foreign born .people that information. 

I spoke with you before the committee met this morning about this 
exchange of "America" for the Soviet magazine. You said that much 
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of it is being returned from the Soviet Union, as nonsalable; Then 
I think I heard you say that "that which is placed oh sale, is .picked 
up immediately." Have you any way of telling: what percentage of 
Our booklets going over there from month to month by agreement, 
with- Russia, in return for Russia's magazine coming to this country, 
is returned as nonsalable? 

Mr. Fish-man. That information, I am almost sure, could be made 
available -to the committee by the "GTSIA. The story as- we get it 
though, is that very little of it is- actually placed on the newsstands 
in the Soviet Union, ibut that which is placed on sale is snapped -up; 
almost the day it is put on sale. Yet .at the same time we hear <that 
a £ood deal of it does come back here as nonsalable. 

Mxi Doybe. State, if you know what the fact is,< whether <or not in 
our country we. are refusing to .allow 'the Soviet boqk to- go oh sale,, 
which we- agreed would be off ered. for sale here imexchange for their 
allowing' -bur book : to: be sold in Russia,. Av$ we -mistreating- it that 
way*? v ... 

Mi:- Fishman. I doubt that because I have seen it around ihej 
country on newsstands. 

Mr.DoxLE. So have I. 

Mr.' Fish^ak. In small, cities and "towns,. land most of the' States 
it is placed oil sale. 
Mi\ Doras. That is all, Mr. Chairman; 
Mr. Moulder. Mr. Kearney?

The word ^Christ- 
mas" is practically outlawed, and the- Holy Night before Christmas 
is unheard of but picking up y for instance, this publication from 
East Germany, there is no hesitancy at all in speaking of December 
Mth asJ-Ioly Night and also-going on to mention subjects of the scenes 
that come from the Bibles You never see anything in the Soviet 
magazines with reference to- the Bible, I am quite sure; 

Mr. Fishman-. No, 

Mr; T&MtXBY.. So in other words propaganda fits. in-the particular 
area that these magazines come from. ; 
Mr. Motji,i>er. Mr. Mcintosh.? 

Mr.JMclNTOSH. I have.ndqu£stions. ; .* 

Mr. Moulder, I join with my colleague, Mr. Doyle, with respect to 
his commendation -of the foreign language* newspapers; 

I would! recall, Mti Areiis, there are a- largje number of foreign 
language newspapers in our country, especially in the New. York area, 
that are busily disseminating Communist propaganda; As I recall 
the evidence was presented before .this committee and the record so 
shows* 

Mr. Ahens. Yes. I am sure the chairman will know that the an- 
nual report of this committee makes reference to a number of foreign 
language publications in the- United States, £he editors^ .publishers, 
and writers of which have been identified by subpenaed'-live- witnesses 
under oath as! members'of the: Communist conspiracy. 
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Mr. Dotle; Let us make it clear; Mr: Chairman, you and I do hot 
commend them. 

Mr. Moulder. There asi ^a distinction :and we distinguish between 
thetwo. 

Mr; Doyle. I certainly didaiot intend* to. 
Mr. Moulder. We certainly do not. 

I wish, to call attention; to provisions of the bill which- you referred 
to in* your' testimony, H. E. 993f . One of the provisions provides 
for' the establishment in the Bureau* of ^ Customs ,of sin ^office of 
a 'controller of foreign propaganda and fkesrresponsibility for the 
control of this foreign political propaganda. Does that meet with, 
your approval? 

Mr. Fishman. We have not prepared ia response* to the general 
provisions- of the bill. Until the Treasury does prepare it I would 
just as soon withhold m^ comments. Of course^, it will be- an ideal 
thing :to have someone right in Washington to be available to the 
committees of Congress and the Senate in connection with this entire 
program;

Mr; W*KAEV Well j. in the first place^ I do not have the bill before 
me. But I am f aaliliar, in general, with its provisions. 

The Mll^q£fc*unt? in omnibus form a great many suggestions for 
improving, the internal security -of the country both with respect to. 
pdssppris, immigration, and other matters with which I have not. been 
immediately concerned; . 

However,, it- does deal "with several of the- decisions, of the United 
States Supreme Court in recent months^ which have caused ►so. much 
unnecessary confusion in the field . of internal security, .and I perhaps 
might be able to make some contribution to thccomihittee in that 
regard. • 

I would- like tq say,.firsfc, that the; National Association of .Attorneys 
Gcetferal has. endorsed by resolution, supported by more than three- 
quarters>of its^membershipj the bill which is presently pending in the 
Senate numbered -S. 654, which is incorporated, impart, in this mea- 
sure/ by Congressman Walter, seeking to undo the Steve Nelson de- 
cision. . _. 

In that regard, I also -call the committee's attention to the fact that 
the American Ear Association's, Special Committee has also endorsed 
this measure. 

Mr. Ajrbns. General, may I interrupt you to ask you, if you would, 
forth* purpose of this record and" for the enlightenment of those> who 
may not be familiar with the Nelson case, to give on this record the 
esseiice-of the Nelson case and theassues presented there. 

' Mr. Wxman. Yes,, sir; In the case .of Pennsylvania v. Steve N elson, 
it was held that Congress; impliedly intended to supersede, all state 
anti-sedition laws- when it enacted the Smith Act in 1940, I don t 
believe' that the record supports any such conclusion. Yet at this 
point perhaps it is better for me to make it very clear that nothing I 
say here should be construed as being disrespectful of the institution 
of the United States.Supreme Court, nor critical of aJiy of the indi- 
vidual justices, nor of their integrity or -sincerity. I think it is^a 
lawyer's duty to speak out against decisions of any court which he 
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'tiling are contrary "to the. best interests of the coiintry, &d& I am 
cpMced that ihis decision is: in derogation fcc stateferdghts and has 
wifeoutdoubt placed' the states ^atfee; greatest disadvantage' -uiider' the 
tenth amendment that it is almost conceivable to find in. -this time,

The Coi^muriists- laiow, and when I say Communists, of course all 
of this legislation is directed towards subversion, and it may . or -may 
not be just -Communists; there might be Fascists around, there -might 
be the essence of the start of the same sort of thing in Ajnerica that we 
found in history recorded in Germany . You -can't tell. "Wherever 
there is subversion I think that cooperation between the- -Federal Gov- 
ernment and state authorities is 'indispensable. Nothing is better 
known to the subversives than that a program of effective cooperation 
between state investigating agencies and the Federal agencies, will 
result in a full ^disclosure of subversive activities. That is -because, in 
part, the* state investigative agencies, as well as your committee, have 
the subpena power, The FBI does not have the subpena power. The 
state' agencies majp or -may^ htft operate under a state immunity -act 
Since the "Dllmanh case it is possible now to- grant Federal immunity 
which is complete, both as regards state prosecution and prosecution 
by thai Federal Government. 

I, therefore, think that the partnership between the states and the 
Federal committees, all woi%ing in liaison together and in cooperation 
with the FBIj is- a very important thing and should be- preserved' and 
not. struck down; 

Mr. Kearipit; General, would you yield at that point? 

Mi\Wymak. Yes, sir. 

SEjv !Kbarni3y. If I am correct in this expression, ori the- part of 
fche Supreme- Court >of the United States,, ancf I along with you' do- not 
wish, to speak in any way derogatory towards the court, but we still 
have our opinions. If their decision stands, dn other words, in orcler 
to perfect a crime in violation of the Smith Act it would have to be 
brought about, we will say, for instance^ in areas like the District of 
<3olumbia^whicb is not a state. In other words*, it couldri't fee 
brought about in any state of the union, 

Mr. WxmAn, No, sir. That isn't, I don't believe, so. And I would 
like to say why. 

Mr. Kearney. "Well, straighten me but on that. 

Mr. W^iAivr. It is the Federal prosecution. It is up to the Federal 1 
authorities to move and prosecute wherever the violation of Federal 
Taw takes^place. One of tlie things I believe the states object to is that 
suppose the Federals;do- not see fit to prosecute, suppose they dbn't see 
fit to investigate. -Should -the state necessarily t>e helpless in that 
situation? 

It doesn't have to be just in the District of Columbia. The sub- 
version can take 1 place anywhere s and the Federal authorities can 
prosecute. 

Mr: Ejbaknbt; In other words, then, the Attorneys general, of the 
several. states -could step in in case of the Federal — i- 

Mr. WiMA'N. >Jo v siri riotas the -law'standsnow^ 

Sir; Kearney. No, not as it stands -now but as it should stand now, 
let's.put it .that way. 

Mr. W^ian; That is rights 

Mr; Kearney; In otlier> wcfrds^ either;the Federal District Attorney 
or the state's District Attorney should have the right to prosecute 
under the Smith Act. 
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Mr. Wy&ian. I think, Mr ; Kearney, that is right, except,! think it 
has been made quite a fetisli that there is going fe6be a race to the 
courthouse- door to see who could .prosecute quicker and get all the 
headlines. I <don't think that is so.. I don't think any enlightened 
Federal or state officials are going, to run to the courthouse door an 
order totoke a stand for the sake of publicity. 

Mr. Kearney. Thank you. 

Mr, Aiustfs. General, so that the record will be clear on -this* the 
Smith Act of 1940, does it presume in and of itself to empower the 
state to prosecute for sedition?. 

Mr. Wymak. I believe it did in its original provisions. 

Mr. Arbns. Does it as it is presently written? 

Mr. Wyman. No. It has been, construed not to so empower the 
states.. 

Mr. Arens. One provision of 03. R. 9937^ in-effect* permits enforce- 
ment in a state court of a state. statute with regard to subversion. 

Mr. Wyman. Yes, to prosecute for a violation. of their pwh statutes* 
Mr. Arens, not for violation of the Smith Act, That is .exclusively 
Federal. . 

Some states, I might point out, do not have any anti-sedition state 
laws. But I believe 42 out of 48 have them in one form or .another. 

Mr. Arens. On the basis of your background and experience, in 
your judgment, would it be a salutary provision if they all were so 
amended, pursuant to the provision of H. R. 9937 on this issue? 

Mr. Wyka*t, It would be very salutary, and at this point I think 
that it should be said and recognized that this committee is certainly 
due a great deal of credit for having worked in this direction repeat- 
edly f pr quite some period of time: 

I think that 'S. 654, being one separate measure, should be treated 
individually and not in an. omnibus bill. I think this for the reasoh 
that you find Varying elements. of opposition when you get varying 
subj ects included in an omnibus bill. 

Mr. Arens. General, may we invite your attention to another area 
in winch we have solicited your studied judgment, namely, the bill 
and other legislation pending in the House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities which undertakes jtp cope with the problem of Com- 
munist lawyers, namely, those who are in the Communist conspiracy, 
part and parcel of an organization or conspiracy, designed to over t 
throw the Government of the United States by force and violence 
and to destroy the Constitution, who themselves are the beneficiaries 
■of a license which they procured after having taken an oath to* defend 
the Constitution^ 

Do you care .to comment ujxm that issue and; to make suggestions 
to the committee on this public record with reference to that issue? 

Mr. Wy*fA3N\ Yes. Of course, it is important. I think, to distin- 
guish something immediately in response to such a question, which 
is' that lawyers always are under the duty v and the Bar itself has>the 
obligation, to represent and defend all persons charged with crime 
or other difficulties in this country,, whether they are Communists or 
affiliated with any other kind of "ism." But the lawyer himself who 
refuses, to tell his Bar Association or his Supreme Court whether he 
is or ever was ajnember of the Communist Party, in my opinion^ stands 
iorf eit of his fiduciary obligation to his court. 
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We are officer of the court; and if a lawyer can be of good moral 
.character and still be a Communis^ I might 'just as well take my >hat- 
and g 0 home because that is contrary- to -all my learning about com- 
munism and membership in the' Bar >and support of the American 
Constitution which is the duty and oath of every lawyer. 

Mr, Abeks. Can you N telL this committee in a word just what the 
American Bar Association committee has done to undertake to cope 
with this-problem— the committee,of which you are a member ? 

Mr. Wxar ak. The committee Whad understudy for some period of 
time- the> Sheiiier case in Flbrida, with which I am sure you^ Mr. 
Chairman,, and all of the members of this committee are quite fa- 
miliar. We- have had a number of cases involving similar activities- 
of various Bar Associations and have repeatedly reported to the House 
of Delegates of the American Bar Association the recommendation 
of the committee that-State Bar Associations take steps to suspend or 
disbar attorneys who are members of the .Communist Party or who 
take, and plead their privilege against self-incrimination in an inquiry 
in respect of that -membership. The reason for that is almost self- 
explanatory. 

We had a case in New Hampshire of one Abraham WeTanko, who 
was served with; a subpena-to come in and- testify concerning whether 
he was atthetime of fes application and acceptance in the New Hamp- 
shire Bar a member of the Communist Party. He did not even come 
in and answer the subpena, and he was suspended indefinitely *by ,the 
high court there. 

I think that the duty of every citizen,, almost without regard to 
whether they are a- lawyer or not, is that his life must be an open book 
in matters of loyalty and security, subject always to his right *o< take 
the £f th amendment, but not the first amendment, if it is a pertinent,- 
courteously asked question. But when you .get onto lawyers^ then 
there is a duty. that. goes quite -a bit beyond that, because lawyers are 
trained and sworn specifically not only to support the Constitution 
but to be representatives of the judicial system which the Communists 
certainly are-out to destroy. 

Mr. Dotle; Do I understand, then, that you pJace* the duty of the 
member of the Bar as an officer of the court higher thai* his duty 
as an American citizen if he were not a lawyer ? 

Mr. Wyman; I do. He holds a license from that court to -go out 
and make money 'by representing people before courts. He certainly 
has a -higher duty, certainly, 

Mr* Doyle. I think the' distinguished Attorney General surely 
knows that every member of this committee sitting here today* is a 
member of ithe' Bar in their respective states. 

Mr. Wyman. Yes, sir: 

Sir; Doylb., And I think' the Bar of the Supreme Court of the 
Uiiite&States,:too. 

But the Communist Party is not an outlawed group or entity in the 
United States of Americans it ? 

Mr. W-x^tan.. Unfortunately the United States Supreme Court sent 
the Subversive Activities Control Board hearing back to the Sub- 
versive Activities Control Board without ruling on the constitution- 
ality of the Internal Security Act; yes, sir. 

Mr; Doyle; Yes: We are familiar with that. If it isn't outlawed 
yet-^and I ask the question in this form to get your helpful answer, 
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yojir opinion' on the record — if it is not an- outlawed entity yefv why is 
it the duty of a member oi the Barto divulge^ the facts that you. relate 
to the court? 

Mr. Wyman* Because whether or not it has been outlawed in the 
sehs^ of being required to register as the agent of an enemy power, 
-which is the contemplation of the order of the Subversive Activities 
Control Board and the provisions of the Internal Security Act, one 
cannot -read .'the record, Mr. Doyle, of the public activities ox the 
Communist Party in the world in relation to the United States of 
America over the last 12 years without kno wing that it is the= mortal 
ertemy of the United States; and any attorney who takes thevfifth 
amendment, if he takes it in truth and doesn't commit per jury at the 
tims, 43 by that answer stating that there is,, if lie ,answers; truths 
fully^ the possibility of a link which might lead to his prosecution 
for violation of the security laws of the country. In my opinion, 
sflch conduct is incompatible with the duties- of attorneys, both -tb 
their court and to the public, antf incompatible with *he public re- 
spect for the office of a lawyer which is indispensable if we are to.'still 
consider that lawyers are of some use. 

Mr. Doylid. May I inquire >a 'bit further, then;? I know you are 
familiar- with our Public Law 601 under ^which this committee func- 
tions: Part of the assignment by the United States House of Repre- 
sentatives to this committee is to go. into questions of legislation-, 
remedial,, new, or otherwise. I observed your differentiation between 
jurisdiction of states and the Federal Government in the field. What 
is your -opinion as to whether or not the Communist Party should be 
dutiawed by an act of Congress asan illegaL group ? 

Mr. WYMAK. I don't think, sir, that it is constitutional 

Mr> Boyle; Would it be constitutional for the states .to do it? 

Mr. WraiAK. I don't think so. without notice and hearing and with- 
out an opportunity to. the : party to be heard, which I understand has 
already taken place before the Subversive Activities -Control Board; 

Mr. Doras; Then is it your opinion that the hearings that have 
been already held before the Subversive Activities Control Board 
are necessarily preliminary to a finding by the Supreme Court, that 
it is outlawed? 

Mr. Wyman. Oh,, absolutely ^sir. Otherwise you have a bill of 
attainder which is prohibited by the Constitution/ 
. Mr:, Arens. The Internal Security Act of 1950 itself r General and 
Mr. Doyle, provides, does it not, that the Subversive Activities Con- 
trol Board shall receive the evidence from the Attorney General of 
the United States as to^ whether or not the Communist Party is a 
Communist action organization within the purview of that Act and 
that there then shall be judicial review of that finding. 

Mr. W-rarAisr. I understand that<that has happened for some period 
of years. The chairman of our Ajnerican Bar Association Special 
Committee^ in this field is Peter Campbell Brown- of New York, and 
he was the chairman of the Subversive Activities-Control Board for 
the first two years of hearings on this question, which were, originally, 
as you. know, sent back because of the so-called tainted testimony.. 

Mr. Doyle. I was going to ask if you haven't, Mr; Arens, or if you 
are not going to do it, I am going; to ask this distinguished lawyer if 
he has -any specific recommendations in the field of legislation which 
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hays not been discussed -to- recommend to this committee in accord- 
ance with our objective^under Public Law 601. 

Mr.AniSNS. He may have,, Mr. Doyle. Our -proposed procedure was 
to interrogate Mm length on each of four different items within 
the Omni&us Bill, because in each of the. areas covered by one of 
these, items -he has, had a peculiar background ajid. extensive ^experi- 
§nce, both^as Attorney General and as ;a member of the Bar Assor 
ciation committee which has been mandated to cope with certain 
problems. 

M^ Doxm. Then I will hold my question in abeyance until you 
have finished yours. 

Mr. WmAN;. I would like ..to- say, sir, if I may, that when my time 
-is. expired toward, the end of my testimony, I have a statement, a 
very brief one, that I wduld like to make which concludes with three 
specific, recommendations, 

Mr.'©QYLE. Very good, 

Mr.. Ajkens. General, on the basis of your background arid experi- 
ence, iii charge, of work of investigating subversion in the State of 
New Hampshire, may I solicit from you your appraisaLand observa^ 
tions respecting the legislative proposal pending before the Commit- 
tee to make it a misdemeanor for a person to misbehave before a 
ppngrfessional committee in the r same manner that it is a misdemeanor 
for a person.tO' misbehave before a court? 

Mr; Wyma-k. Well, I would assume, had I not had occasion to 
study i% that that was .already the law or should be the law.. 

Mr. Arens.. May I advise yoUj if you are not conversant with, the 
law, that a congressional committee, notwithstanding the Communist 
propaga^a "that is disseminated against it, particularly this com- 
mittee,, has ino. contempt power whatsoever; that about a year ago I 
sat within? three feet of a i witness, a Communist I was mterrogating, 
who in; response to every question I asked him villified me, I just 
sat there; completely humiliated: He wanted me to break a chair 
over Ms head and make a martyr out of him. He* knew we did not 
have contempt power. The only power- this committee, or any con- 
gressional committee^ has is to recommend prosecution for perjury 
by -the proper United States Attorney* or in case the witness refuses 
to; answer a question which* und^r the law^ he is obliged to answer, to 
recommend td-the proper House of Coii^rfess that he be prosecuted 
under the contempt statute for such- refusal.. That is the law, sir. 

I should like io solicit from you, if you please, your observations 
and appraisals respecting a provision which would make it a misde- 
meanor^ subject to' a jury trial, for a person to misbehave before a 
congressional committee within the meaning or context of that, term 
as uged'iri? the Courts. * 

Mr: #yma*t. I assume when you say misdemeanor you do not con- 
template the necessities of -the grand jury indictment. It could be 
brought. oii the complaint of the United States District Attorney. 

Mr; AkenS; Yes j sir. 

Mr WymA In New Hampshire we have a statute which may or 
may hot be of use to the Federal scene, wherein if a witness is con- 
temptuous or refuses to answer, the proceeding is by law required to 
be transferred to the Superior Court aiid there continued m the 
presence of the.

We have met this problem in New Hampshire through our proce- 
dure for reference to the court of the questioning itself so that in our 
totate when a witness refuses to answer and is found in contempt, it 
is.contempt of ?ourt with resulting confinement until he answers. 
I he practical effect of this is neither an unusual nor cruel- punish- 
ment nor an unreasonable compulsion, but on the contrary an assur- 
ance that a witness unlawfully refusing to answer, once the long 
judicial path of appeal has been completed, will eventually have to 
answer the .question. To -this extent firmness in this field seems to me 
to be.sorely needed. 

That is something that perhaps you might consider in respect to 
thelegislatiqn. - 
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:Mr; AbenI Ware very happy to have yourxomments and recomr 
mendations on that, General. m . 

May I invite your attention to an6ther area in which I . am certain 
you wrlihave comments that will behelpf uly to-the. committee anyway* 
namely, the If ates casej the, effect of which it has been undertaken, to 
overcome in certain of the legislation pending before the^committee, 
namely, a redefinition or reconstruction of what is meant, within the 
meaning->of the£mith Act of the term or word "organize."

Mr. Wiman. As you know? the Yates decision involving the Com- 
munists; in California has resulted in the rejection of -a great number 
of -convictioiis.and in= thckdismissal of ^a great number of prosecutions^ 
on the theory that ^organize" as* it appeared in the Smith. Act meant 
create the party in- the- first instancy and not go out and work for it on 
the district level or seek to help in the w.oik of a party already or- 
ganized ,and in existence if you wish, since 1917-1918. 

They did not. need^ in my opinion,, again, to go that far m nrterr 
preting the meaning of the Smith- Act Nevertheless,, they have, and 
it is 'the law of the: land. Therefore, until Congress says, otherwise^ 
and this is another one of those situations where Congress can sot 
otherwise/if it wants to— it can define the term: "organize?' to. include 
activity for the party at any stage or any level, broadening of the 
party's base-, recruitment, or expansion of existing subdivisions of 
thfe party, and if that is done 1 think that will obviate that par- 
ticular objection., - m . 

But worse, much wove<v uud o:¥ much more consequence m the Yates 
decision, is ' the interpretation by the high court that the provisions 
of the Smith Act whi$h: in, plain language proscribes advocating, 
teaching, aiding or rfietfeiiig the overthrow of the Government of any 
state- or of the United States by force and violence or other unlawful 
means, shall only extend to such advocacy as incites 1 presently to the 
commission of an overt act, or calls, for present action, so that the 
jaw as it now stands under the Smith Act, which I assumed .always 
was pretty clearly written, permits a teacher to go upon an educa- 
tional campus in this country and say it is a -wonderful things some 
day come the, revolution, it is a better system, and it may have to be 
accomplished by force and violence, don't do anything about it now, 
jystwait. 

And I think seeds-like that planted in the minds of youngsters who 
have a -tendency to be radical in the first instance— it is a very natural 
attribute of adolescence— can become .grapes of wrath and can become 
a. very difficult situation later ony when they toy to make ^transition 
back to preserving and protecting the system, which we. have found, 
after all, that it is pretty nearly the best system that man has- devised 
to< live under. None of this is an invasion of academic freedom hor 
compulsive process which destroys original creative thought, nor Which 
discouragesthe basic right to dissent. The investigative process itself 
! to determine whether there has been mere. dissent or actual sub- 



version. Such investigation in some situations is complicated in the 
extreme and requires careful, searching,- cross-examination. Nothing 
in the mere asking of questions under compulsory process, courteously 
framed and relevant to a constitutional concern of state or Nation, 
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Sought outof him ° r wImt not t0 say or scares flight of original 
Mr. Ajiens General, on the basis of your experience, would: you 
express yourself on this record as to why some of the witnesses we had 
here in this hearing, as well as others', we had in other parts of the 
country identified as Communists come before us and in righteous 
indignation protest that they are not, a member of an organization 
dedicated to the .overthrow of the Government of the United States 
by force and violence, and when we ask them if they area member' of 
the , Communist Party they invoke the constitutional privileges?

They didn't lose their' jobs, I havtf learned since, 
because they ^er^subpenaed. Titat isn't the case at all I have been 
advised iby appropriate authorities that the action taken^ followed 
aii extensive' interrogation in which one of the witnesses just flatly 
refused to say anything fiirther and the' ;other , took the fifth .ameildr 
ment. ; Of course that is ah entirely different position arid picture 
than has been presented, andT am. glad ^at least I was able to learn that 

It seerris;to me that one of the most di&cult tlrings,to keep, in mind in 
all" of this wbrk is. the Objective .of security investigations generally. 
M I see it, there are two objectives. One is to find out whether there 
are subversives around an'd to keep abreast of it in this country so that 
things that happen in other countries won't happen here or cant.

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And secondly v to keep>the-Congress and Legislatures and the American 
people informed of what is going on in thi& field; 

Ti}e reaction to public identification of present or prior records of 
membership. |n the Communist Party in this country continues to 
• remain sharply divided. That raises the question ^of whether or not 
there should be- a due regard for the- position of a witness -as willing or 
not willing ,to testify and disclose all the facts, and. whether or not 
there is any difference in function or method between what the Fed- 
eral committees do and what the State committees do. 

In our investigation in Hew Hampshire^ I have published -Only the 
names -of witnesses* whose refusals- to answer necessitated court prose- 
cutions and a few others whose affinity for Communism or Communist 
front organizations was nationally notorious. The names of a. great 
majority of the witnesses. summoned and questioned in our statellave 
never been made public, not even in the committee^ report to "the 
General Court , 

In,addition r we have operated there under rules of procedure: which 
contemplate proceeding in executive session, unless the witnesses 
themselves ask for a .public hearing. And in this, regard, on the fifth 
amendment even the Supreme Court has held there is no right to take 
the fifth amendment inpxivate. . 

How much such procedures may be of application or use to a Fed- 
eral committee operating on the national level, such as this one, is hard 
to say. To those who believe that all these hearings should^be held 
m private, you have only to. observe that if you hold them ^executive 
session how are people to see the sordid spectacle of Americans in-this 
time taking the fifth amendment in a security investigation, when the 
enmity of all real Communists for the United States is proven on- the 
public^ record beyond a reasonable doubt.. When you hoM it in/private 
and then- print a later report of what happened months .afterwards, 
the material not only .encourages an already disturbing apathy on the 
part of .the American public in the regards of the important work of 
tins committee and other committees m the same field, but it encour- 
ages an .attitude of wishful thinking on the part of a lot of people, 
which you see more every day, where too many bury themselves in the 
dream of the T£topiax>f the possibilities of peaceful coexistence. 

Mr, A^BNSv General, you would;be interested to know we use both 
tactics. We have both the executive session and the public session, 
and we are criticized for both. We are criticized if we have an 
executive session because they say it is a star chamber proceeding. 
We rare criticized af we have .a public session, because they .say we are 
seeing headlines .and seeking to expose people for the sake of exposure:

We 'try to proceed in justice 
and,the American tradition. We know we are going to be criticized

Mr. WyjvrAN. I wish the public could know more about how hard 
the committee tries, Sir. Arens, not only this one but all of them 
They are not going to unless within- reasonable limits tfie: hearings 
are held m the -dpfen and the procedures fair and above board for 
everyone to see. 

There is no doubt but what the security investigations in America 
must continue. They have to for the security and safety of all of us. 
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Not that the world is going to fall tomorrow if they are discontinued, 
but the process in that event would be accelerated^ and I know how 
well you: know it. It seems; to *ne> that it should be remembered,, too, 
that even the institutions of higher, learning- that so- often permit 
their adolescent student body to he encouraged to. consider such in- 
vestigations -as witch -hunting trespasses on the domain of academic 
f reeck>ms> ought to remember and forever teach these students tha;t 
there Were no witches, but -there are subversives and that, the work 
is important and must continue. 

The decisions of the Supreme Court, -which have confused the 
situation, have made your work and the work of the States more 
difficult, infinitely more difficult. In my opinion, it is. impossible 
to read those decisions without concluding that they are so written 
that those who prepared them must have known the\effect of the 
decisions once promulgated. That means that all our committees, 
and I am one in .my small State, face a common problem on the need 
for public confidence- in what we do. 

It seems: to-me that it is- of the utmost -importance and that we have 
to face it and recognize it, that national security finds the Supreme 
Court in its subsequent decisions, the ones that are going *to. come 
along, return closer on* its own motion to. a reasonable* balance be- 
tween, private rights and national security . 

The Court, it seems to^-me, further, is never .going to do this until 
it is satisfied that the investigating agencies,, bothv state and Federal j 
neither overstep >their charters nor overreach .the private rights which 
have made America famous. 

. /Therefore* all too few people realize the importance of the work you 
are doing here;- all too few recognize-, as you saidy Mr. Aretas, that 'this 
committee operates under careful rules of procedure and in the most 
circumspect manner. All too few know- what the members of thiscOm- 
mittee have had to face in executive session, about -which you just 
referred, and all too many have read the calumny and epithet of the 
Un-American Activities Committee and certain .other state commit^ 
tees, which has been very cleverly presented on theeditqrial^pages>of 
the left wing press. 

In -this situation I have, finally* just three specific things that 
I would like to recommend. I say these things very respectfully. 

First: That this committer recommend and press for aiid not -go to 
sleep on the enactment- of S. "654. 

Mt.Arens. That is the rTelson case^^- 

WCr: WrafAN. That is the -Nelson case legislation, which will give 
back to the states their rights to have- their sedition laws in their .own: 
self defense. The court by judicial review can always cure abuses in 
method or abuses of private rights under those laws. But we are en- 
titled to have those laws, and l think if it depends on- the intention 
of Congress, the Congress should say we are entitled to have them: 
They did not intend to takers out of that field: The Department 'of 
Justice favors this. 9 

Secondly, this committee and: the Internal Security -Subcommittee or 
the Senate sponsor byairiendment to your resolution, your charter j Tan- 
<mage which will meet the>test of Wai/cins v; The United States in the 
charter itself hy setting; forth in considerable detail the committee's, 
function, its duties, Und- its objectives, and take out -and away from the 
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court the possibility of judicial review sayi-ng : that un-American 
activities is vulnerable as. too nebulous. 

I know Mr;. Arens has-been reciting, to witnesses the- need and pei-ti- 
nency rof the .question as- a -matter of Administrative .procedure: Still 
there is all that language in the Watkins opinion- about .unrAmericah 
activities and how this committee conceives of its. function, in >the 
grand view of its name,- an- unnecessary and uncalled-for remarkj.and 
it certainly is something which can be cleared .up if you rewrite the 
resolution, directing that you are inquiring, amongst other things: 
into all present and previous Communist Party membership, and affili- 
ation or association or activity^ and so forth. I think if- .that, is 
done, that is a step toward meeting the obligation: whichtthe Supreme 
Court itself has imposedupon the committee: 

Mr; Arens. General, are<y.ou:f amiliar with, the Barenblatt case* 

Mr. W-EMAsr. I am, sir. 

Mr. Arens,. Don'tyou think thatlielpsus* . ' 

Mr. Wyman. Very much, except it is now coming back t6.the : Su- 
preme Court. After the Sweezy decision and the Watkins decision, 
several of the- cases in the state and circuit courts of appeal were 
sent back-on the ground: that the judgment was vacated, : and they were 
supposed -to reconsider them in the light of Sweezy and Watkins:. and- 
I am happy to say so far as I am concerned in Ohio and in the Ninth 
oircuit -and £tew Hampshire,, all these courts have reconsidered them 
and reamrmed.-their former holdings. 

Finally, Mr. Doyle^ just-one- morathing. I believe this is-important, 
too, that m all matters of policy and method,, as far as possible, -if a 
hearing is to take- .place it be with- -reasonable restraints- which pro, 
duce the facts with theleastrpossible eosts.to. private: lives; 

I would certainly respectfully recommend that the names of wit- 
nesses subpenaed hot -be given out in advance of the time -that .the 
hearing takes place unless-the witnesses themselves give- them out. I 
don't know what the practice on that is. . 

Mr. Arens. You will be interested to- know, General— and I think 
it might be^appropriate to make an observation with reference to this 
particular hearing— our committee's policy is to give out no name 
oi anyw-itness- who is tp<appear who- might -in any sense be controver- 
sial. 1-he only, exception we have, made as a committee is with refer- 
ence to yourself . ; Someone asked- if the Attorney GenerM of New 
Hampshire was to testify with regard to legislation^ and we, said yes 
We had a yery unfortunate situation develop in which a man's life 
was, or at least, was almost, in jeopardy in this area .because of an 
w ate Iea \ w J»ch occurred with, reference to a witness- 
Mr WTSTAj. I am glad to hear ; thati sir. I assumed that was the- 
case but I didn't know. We tried' to- do that in New Hampshire. .

It is frequently commented in some of the press , and some other 
sources .that :this Committee .should be abolished because tliere is no 
need of it,, that the* FBI ■ does, the worfc As a 'matter of fact, the 
Emergency Civil Liberties Committee which we believe *is a Com- 
munist front,, is in the process of -a campaign for that purpose now. 
• tHiat is your ? opinion - on that* Mr. Attorney Qeneral? Have yo/u 
sroen it -any thought:? Is there any .difference in, the work that this 
committee do'es and the work the FBI does? Why should not this 
committee' be rabolished, the Internal Security Subcommittee oi the 
Senate be ^abolished, <arid let 'the FBI do the work % 

Mr, Wyman. There is all the difference m the. world, Mr. Doyle; 
In the: first place*, .the FBI has all too few agents -.to cover robbery, 
rape. and. all the- interstate ^crimes r as well as subversion and security. 
They don't have the subp'ena power, they are not a law enforcing 
agency but rather >are thei investigative arm of the Department _of 
Justice, and their xeports-cannot be -made public. They operate under 
the strictest security precautions. " . 

One of the things the Nation faces, constantly in this field is. apathy 
and indifference, or the notion, that it is. all a tempest in a teapot and 
it Ts not necessary -and it is a rehash -of £he,same old sti|ff: \ 

- It is'the function of this .committee 'and the Internal Security bubr 
committee and a Very important function tp show the American public 
how important and how! vital is the security program because .there 
are some subversives still around. It doesn't seem possible in. Amer> 
ica but there, are some people Ground who would like to destroy this 
country. I cail ? t understand why, but if there are, then it is the- duty 
of this committee to tell the American people and to report to Con- 
gress so that' Congressman legislate and legislate iritelligentiy. , 

Mr. Doti^e. Then I take it that you- feel that part of the function- 
ing of this committee is educational in its procedure? . 

Mr. Wtman. It is vitally educational. This committee's, reports, 
if they have been read by anyone, can't help but contribute a* great 
deal to ,the understanding of the nature, meaning, and scope of the 
Communist apparatus. / # 

Mr I>oyi^. Over and above the three recommendations that you 
made, Points 1, 2, and '3, just a mimite, ago, have you any recommenda- 
tion to make to this committee on procedures? You made the one 
basic one, I think, and I take itin connection with our charter, m view 
of the decision in the Watkins case by the United States Supreme 
Court. I recognize that was a: specific recommendation, tout you have 
seen us at 'work herein the last day or two. Have you any suggestion 
to make"? I have not discussed this with you, I kno^y. But I- .an} 
taking the chance on whatever your answer might be. But we want 
your answer—I do, whatever it may be. 
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Mr. Wyman. Welt. as. I say, in a small state with * small in vestiga^ 
tion we have operated under rules;o£procedure that contemplate.execu- 
tive session. I at first have wondered,, and have wondered for quite 
some period of time* why this committee couldn't operate ih that 
manner, recognizing that a great deal: of glamour and.so forth may 
be washed oft *f yoniproceed m executive:session, and recognizing that 
there are people who are so opposed that they will cry "star chamber" 
any time you meet in .private; but then I decided that you shouldn't 
proceed alwaysan executive session because, of ithe necessity and need 
±or peeping the American public advised of the fact that there are 
people around of the type', not characterizing any individual per- 
son, but o± the type that spits -in your eye, if ybu want to put it' that 
way, onthe subversive -question or oh the- question of subversive asso- 
ciations. * 

As far as the rest of it is concerned, -all I can say is that J think the 
methods and the procedures certainly should try in those cases where 
a person has once been even a member of the Communist Party manv 
years ago and has since World War- II, for example, had no affiliation 
or .connection at all, has tried to reform, has tried to get away from 
it, I think that sometimes it is better to let sleeping- dogs lie and not 
to publicize his name. 

TOether-or not that is the procedure of the committee now, I do 
not know. If Congress directs you to report the names, of course, 
you have no choice; ' ? 

Mr. Dotle. For the^gentlernanfe information I will say that I hold, 
m my hand a printed booklet of our rules:Consisting of eight and a half 
pages thathave been in effect for several years* and-on the question of 
,executive hearing let me read'the brief paragraph : 

Me IV, Subdivision* A. If a majority of the Committee or Subcommittee, duly

And in addition to that I say frequently we hold executive sessions 
and discuss this very question. 
Now in view of your observation about us amending our charter, 
wls f t0 s ^y; *° the gentleman that has been .a matter of deep con- 
cern to me since the Watkms decision. I don't disagree with the 
bupreme Court decision on that term "un-American," as one member 
of the committee, and* the committee" well knows it. I think we ouffht 
to meet that decision of the Supreme Court and correct our charter 
on that one point. It is a matter of record in Congress that I have 
said,so. 

But that doesn't mean our whole charter is ambiguous. It 'isn't 
by a long shot I tlijnk there is that one term there that needs 
Strengthening and clarification. 
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I notice you frequently use the term here "subversive." You re- 
peatedly use rthe> term- "subversive." "Wihat do you have m mmd by 
the term "subversive"? 

Mr. Wyman. Our New Hampshire law is patterned on the' Ober Act 
of Maryland'. It was practically copied from the original Ober Aot 
which is a very comprehensive -act known as the Subversive Activities. 
Act of 1951. In that act there are defined the terms "subversive per- 
soft" and "subversive organization" with considerable care arid con- 
siderable clarity so that we have .used the word- "'subversive" thus 
separating from any question of identifying it either with the 'Com- 
munist Party or any Fascist .organization orotherwise: 

Mr. Doyus. May I ask you this practical question. J havetf-t 
discussed ^this; with ydii. 'But in view of tire fact that we are. search- 
ing for your suggestions and advice in the field- of legislation, both 
on the bills that have been mentioned or any other legislation, would 
you suggest that we use the term "subversive" in our charter?- 

Mr. WyarAtf. I would certainly suggest that you should use in your 
charter such language as makes it clear beyond a- reasonable doubt 
that your directive from Congress is to find out who is or ever was 
or has been associated with or has sympathized with or been ei member 
of an organization infiltrated by Communists; and so forth* or any 
person who is a member of a subversive organization,, and define the

If you eliminate the member of the Bar who has 
been identified as a Communist from- representing a client before this 
committee or any other congressional committee, are you not depriv- 
ing some member of the American public from having a lawyer of 

his own choice? \ ._ . _ _ ' . . 

Mr. Wtman, I have -never, heard anything about depriving any 
person, from counsel before this committee. Is it suggested that be- 
, cause ;a man is or was a Communist and happens to be a lawyer that 
he himself , in so many' words, isiobeiprohibited from practicing before 
the Un-American Activities Committee or from representation before 
this committee? , , . 

Mr. Doylb. Oh, yes; that has been -frequently raised as a question. 
That is why I am raising, it with you, not oiily before this- committee 
but any congressional committee, 

Mr. Wxman. I would say that, probably until and unless the bub- 
versive Activities registration provisions have heen upheld, that would 
be struck down by the , high court as a violation of equal protection of 
laws, and also possibly of - the due process-clause. I thinlrthat the .jxLace 
to reach your attorney who is,a Communist is hot through committee 
restrictions but through the State Bar Associations or the Federal 
Bar. Yon don't reach- them by providing collateral- restrictions on 
their activities. You. try to encourage the Bar in their own interests

ferent ways, and, secondly, I think that it actually invcdves an attenipt 
by legislation to. meet a series of decisions that for today and for the 
time maiiy people sharply disagree with-, wnidH might at another day 
and another time find in the public power question, or some similar 
thing, a similar group trying, to take away from, the judiciary the 
right of exercise of 'appellate jurisdiction r to determine those questions. 
So I think the answer has to be, and I tried to say it here today, in 
persuading Mr. Justice Warren and the other Justices .of the high 
court in their decisions to recognize. the freed fbr arid to affirm: reason- 
able, restrained, careful, fair procedures in* security, matters and tHe 
private rights, which. I am sure are tie policy of this committee and 
we. try to make it policy in our state committee. 

Mr. McIntosh, Thank you,

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Mr. Arbn-s. Now. sir, in response to your interrogation or -question, 
which you pose, Public Law 601 of the 79.th Congress- 

Mr. Fein, Just a minute, please. 

Arens. - — —establishes the-Gommittee- on Un-American Actit- 
Ities and ite 3 urisdiction. Among other provisions of Public Law 601 
the Committee on Un-American Actiyities is to exercise a continuous 
watchfulness over the execution by the administrative agencies con- 
cerned of any laws the subject matter of which is within the jurisdic- 
tion of this committee. 

Within the jurisdiction of this committee is the Internal Security 
Act of 195.0, which has numerous provisions relating to Communists, 
Communist activities, and Communist propaganda. 
. Another law which is within the jurisdiction of this committee is 
the Communist Control Act of 1954 which has numerous provisions 
relating to the operation and control oi the Communist Party. 

Still another act is the Foreign Agents Registration Act. 

Still other acts are numerous criminal statutes:

For the purpose of enabling this Committee on Un-American Activ- 
ities to better exercise judgment upon the admhiistratiph of the pres- 
ent laws, tp determine whether or riot the present lawaneed amending, 
strengthening, or changing,, .to determine whether or not ne^w legisla- 
tion or remedial legislation is -needed, the Committee on Un-American- 
Activities is holding public hearings. 

It is our understanding that you, sir, do have some information 
which might be helpful to this committee-in the general fund of inf oiv 
mation it is accumulating for the purpose I have just stated. Kindly 
tell this .committee where and when, you were born. 

Mr. Fein*. Just oiie moment, sir. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Fein. Well, there are two questions, further, that I would like 
to ask, which you have not at all answered or given to me.

And what course, of study are you pursuing, andwheye, 
sir? 

Mr. Fein. At.B. U., Boston University. 

Mr. Arens. And what course are you pursuing there? 

Mr. Fein*. Physics. I am trying to obtain a doctorate in Physics. 

Mr. Arens; Kindly tell us, if you will be good enough to do so, the 
principal employmeiitsvyou have had since adulthood. I don't mean , 
part-tiriie incidental employment, just the principal employments. 

Mr. Fein. I have been teaching for the past five years, all told, a,nd 
prior to that I have been in the optical field as an optometrist, which 
is about the major part of my life, 

Mr. Arens. Then,, if you plea.se, sir, let's start with the optometry 
field. Where were* you engaged in the optometry field? 
- Mr. Fjein. In New York City.* 

Mr.. Arens. And for a private business firm,? 

Mr. Fein. I was engaged, yes, partly that and partly my own. 

Mr. Arens. Over what period of time ^ 

Mr. Fein. That is going back some* time. 

Mr. Arens. Youroest recollection. We will not hold you to the 
dates, too closely. 
Mr. Fein. You mean this, period? 

Mr. Arens. Your best recollection as to the approximate time in- 
^yhich you were engaged in the optometry field. 

Mr. Fein. About fifteen, years, I guess. Maybe take out>-^apr 
proximately fifteen years, say.

Mr. Arens. No. 

Mr. Fein; I know that. 

Mr. Ajrens. Kindly respond to the question sir. Where did you 
live in New York City when you were, engaged in optometry ? 

Mr. Fein. I am going to answer that question* in this, particular 
•way. I am going to say now that for the past 5 : years I have be^eh 
living in New Hampshire, that I am prepared now to discuss my life 
in New England' for and during these\past '5 ,years, and I think an- 
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swering questions beyond, that period is not relevant to this particular 
investigation. 

Mr. Ajrens; Would you like to liave me explain the relevancy-: — 
Mr. Fein. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. And the pertinency? 
Mr. Fein. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. We have information, sir, which I think I can best 
portray to you by exhibiting this document, indicating that you,' while 
living at 1306 Chisholm Street in the Bronx, signed a Communist 
Party nominating petition. Do you have a recollection of that? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.). 

Mr. Fein. I am not going into that period. 

Mr. Arens. I should, if you please, sir, like to display to you a 
photostatic copy of a nominating petition — Independent Nominating 
Petition — Communist Party, .to which the signature of one David 
Fein, 1306 Chisholm Street, Borough of Bronx,. New York, is affixed, 
for the purpose of nominating Isidore Begun on the Communist Party 
ticket for Representative in Congress from the Twenty-Third Con^- 
gressional District of New York State. 

Kindly look at this document andpleasej sir,* tell us whether or not 
you can verify the authenticity of the signature there, David Fein-^- 
the fourth, line down, 

(Document handed to the< witness.) 

(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Fein; I might point out that the date on this document is Sep- 
tember 1940 and I said I will not go back any further than five years. 

Mr. Arens ; Kindly lo6k at something else in the document. Kindly 
point to the fourth line where the name* David Fein appears and ;tell 
us whether or not that is your signature. 

(The witness conferred with his^counsel.) 

Mr. Fein. I am not going into it 3 ~sir. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I .'respectfully suggest the witness either 
answer the question or be obliged to invoke those provisions of the 
fifth amendment which endow him with the privilege of not giving 
testimony which could be used against him in a criminal proceeding. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is ordered and directed to answer the 
question as to whether or .not the photostatic copy of the signature 
appearing upon the document is a true and correct copy of your 
signature. . 

(The witness, conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Fein. I shall invoke the fifth. I shall invoke the 1 fifth amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Arens.^ You invoke those parts of the fifth amendment which 
endow you with the privilege of not incriminating yourself ?

Mr: Fein. Again 1 might point out .that the .date here is 1910. It 
is beyond the time during which I wish to talk about anything about, 
myself.

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that each of the 
last two documents be appropriately marked and incorporated by 
reference in this record. 

Mr. MoiJiiDER. The documents referred to by counsel will be so 
marked. 

(Documents marked "Fein Exhibits Nos. 1 and 2," -respectively, /and 
retained in committee files. ) 

Mr. Asens. Did you in 1940 live at 1306 Chisholm Street ? 

Mr. Fein. This- is not pertinent to iflie investigation, and I don't 
see why I need to answer thai. 

M*. Arens. Is that the only reason you are giving in response to 
my question^? 

(The-witness conferred witliliis-couiisel.) 

Mr-. F^ein. I decline-on the same grounds as previously. 

Mr. Arens. Now, I should like to display to you, if you please, sir, 
a third document,, a photostatic copy of a Communist Party nominat- 
ing-petition some two years later, 1942, in which the signature of David 
Fein appears, nominating,, among others, ElizabetlrGurley Flynn for 
Congress, .Israel Amter for Governor, Benjamin J, Davis, Jr., f or At- 
torney General, etc. The .address of David Fein at this time is given 
as 593 Amsterdam Avenue^ManhaJtan, New York.

Mr. Arens., Wereyou a member of the Communist Party atthe:time 
you signed these documents ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Fein. I decline on the same grounds- 
Mr. Arens. Are you now or have you ever been a member of the 
Communist Party ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Fein. Break up that question into two parts. 

Mr. Arens. Very glad tq do so. 

Mr. Fein. Yes. 

Mr. A^RENS- Are you now a member of the Cbmmunist Party ? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) * t 

Mr. Fein. The answer is no. 

Mr; Arens. Have you ever been a memberof the^Communist Party? 
' Mr. Fein. The answer is I decline. . 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist Party five years 
ago?-' 
Mr. Fein. No. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member -of the Communist Party six years- 
ago? 
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Mr. Fein. I decline to answer. 

Mr. Arens. Were you .a member of the* Communist Party five and a 
half years ago ? 
Mr. Feist. I decline to answer that question. 

Mr. Arens. "Were you a member of the Communist Party January 
of 1953? J 
(The witness conferred- with his counsel.) 
Mr. Fein. I decline. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist- Party February 
1953? * J 

Mr. Fein. I decline,, 

Mr. Arens. After which date can you assert, while you- are under 
oath, that you were not a member of th&Communist Party ? 
(The witness conferred with counsel.) 
Mr. Fein. I decline to answer that question. 
Mr. Arens. Then we will do it the hard \yay. 
Were you a member of the Communist Party in March 1953,? 
(The witness conferred with his .counsel.) 

Mr. Fein. I have been living in New Hampshire since about approxi- 
mately September of 19.53, and I am prepared to talk about myself 
since that time but not prior to that time. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist Party in August 
1953? " 

Mr. Fein. I decline. ' . 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever resigned, from the Communist Party? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
Mr. Fein. I decline to' answer. 

Mr. Arens. Have you at any time since August 1953 been under 
Communist Party discipline though not a technical member of the 
apparatus? 
' (The witness conferred with his counsel;) 

Mr; Fein. No, sir. 

Mr. Arens, Have you ever been expelled from the -Communist 
Party? " ' 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
Mr. Fein. I decline. 

Mr. Arens. Have you contributed any money to the Communist 
Party since August 1953 ? 
Mr. Fein., No, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Are you now against the Communist Party ? 
Mr. Fein. That is an opinion that I do hot wish to discuss. - 
Mr.' Arens. Have you taken any steps, -affirmative steps,, in under- 
taking to combat the Communist Party since 1953 ? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Fein; That is a matter of private business into which-^- 

Mr. Arens. I will rephrase* the- question so that there will be no 
question about it. 

Have you taken any overt acts against the Communist Party since 
August of 1953? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Fein. This is still part of my private affair and still not within 
the scope of this hearing today. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest now the witness 
be ordered and directed to. answer that question. The.record is abun- 
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dantly clear-; I have not been asking for* any exercise of .opinion,, 
appraisal, or judgment ; I have asked him only with respect to overt 
acts since August of 1953. 

Mr. Moulder. The committee orders and directs the witness )to 
answer *the question. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.)- 

Mr; JFein. I don't recollect ^whether I have ot iibt. 

Mr. Kearney. What was^thafranswer? 

Mr. Arens. He doesn't recollect. 

Were you a member of the Communist Party at any .time during 
your undergraduate work? 

( The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
Mr. Fein. I, decline. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever served in .the Armed Forces 1 of the 
United States? 
Mr:. Fein. Yes j. sir. 

Mr. Arens. Over what period of time ? 
Mr. FsiNi Approximately 2 years. 
Mr. Arens.. When ? 

Mr. Fein. January 19M to December 1945. 

Mr. Arens. During the period of time-that you werean .the Armed 
Forces of the United States, were you u member of the Communist 
Party? 

(The witness conferred with his' counsel.) 
Mr. Fein. I decline. 
Mr. Arens, Why?, 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Fein. On the grounds of the fifth amendment, 

Mr. Arens. Do you- presently, sir, have information respecting 
persons who in the course of the last 5 or 6 years, to your -certain* 
knowledge, have been members of the Communist Party in the New 
England.area?. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.). 

Mr. Fein. I decline. 

Mr. Kearney. Mr. Chairman, may I ask a question here? 
Mr. MouiiDER; Mr. Kearney is recognized. 

Mr. Kearney. After your service in the Armed Forces ;of the 
United States,, did you go to school under the GrI Bill of Rights? 

Mi. Fein. Yes, sir. # 

Mr. Kearney. The reason I askyou that question is because of your 
declination to answer as to whether or not you were >a member of the 
Communist Party while you were in the Armed Forces. I offered 
several amendments to prevent.membersof the Communist Party from 
obtaining an education under that bill, and I will say that I. am proud 
to have been one of the authors of it. If I had my way no members of 
the Communist Party would have- been educated under that bill. ^ 

"Mr. Doyle., I think it is fair to let the witness know that the gentle- 
man who just asked you that question is the Past National Commander 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars of the United States, of America, 
Mr. Kearney. 

Mr. Arens: Will you now furnish in public testimony before the 
Committee on Un-American Activities so that this committee may 
recommend legislation to protect this country, -under whose flag you 
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have protection, sucbinformation as you may possess respecting/Com- 
munists, Communist Party activities, to your certain knowledge in 
the course of the last five or six years?, 
(The witness conferred with his^counsel.) 

Mr. Fein. I know nothing about Communist activities within the 
last fiveyears, and prior to that I have declined to, answer/

Mr. Aeens. "Where did you teach ?

Mr. Arens. And when did. you teach there,? 

Mr. Fein. From about 1953 to 1956, thereabouts, sir; 

Mr ; Arens. Have you taught at any other college ? 

Mr. Fein. No, sir. 

Mr. Arens. What courses did you teach? Could you please tell 
us that, sir? * y 

Mr. Fein. Physics, mathematics, -a course in. electrical engineering. 
' Mr - Arens. Have you ever been a member .of the International 
Workers Order? 

Mr; Fein.. I decline on-the grounds of the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know whether the international Workers Order 
is still functioning ? 

(The witness conferred with his cpunsel.) 

Mr. Fein. I don't know whether it is still functioning or not. 

Mr. Arens. Did you ever have any information regarding-the lead- 
ership of the International Workers- Order ? 

Mr. Fein. I do .not. 

Mr.- Arens. Were you at any time a member of the International 
Workers Order? 
Mr. FkN. No.. 

t Mr. Aeens. If the Committee on Un-American Activities should: 
initiate proceedings whereby you would be granted immunity from

Mr. Fein. No, sir.

Mr. Moulder. . General Kearney, have you any questions ?

Mr. Doyug. I am not insinuating or inferring that you did or 
anyone did in your presence. I do recognize that for a term^of years 
you have been m possibly a very sensitive- vocation. You are getting 
more into a sensitive area, I take it. 

I am on the Armed Services Committee so I know a little bit about 
that subject. 

But I am aware as man to man that there was .a period prior to 
August 1953 in which you had some contacts with some people about 
wl\om you don't want to speak and give any information to your own 
Congress. I assume for the purposes of this question that I am not 
entirely; in error from what record we have, about you that it was in 
connection with some pebble you knew about as Communists. 

Now,what did they ,do in their activity prior to August 1953 ? I 
am not insinuating that you were try ing ; to bring on a forceful revolu- 
tion, nor am I assuming that those* that you knew in the Communist 
Party were also trying to bring on a forceful revolution.

Mi?. Moulder. Mr. Doyle? 

Mr. Doyle. Witness, were you a member of the sanie union, labor 
local, of which Mr.. Perry, *who married your counsin,. was organizer ? 

Mr. Cordeiro. Wellj we were in the process of attempting to or- 
ganize, and we had no local. You understand that. We wouldn't 
have* the local unless the motion was carried. 

Mr. Doyle. But you went with him frequently, did 'you not, to 
different meetings, UE .meetings, and he married your cousin. Yon 
went in the automobile. 

Mr. Cordeiro. I was active in the organizing or the attempting "to 
organize long before Mr.. Perry became a member of my family. 

Mr! Doyle. Oh, I see. 

Mr. Penha yesterday testified that Mr. Douglas Perry was taking 
the automobile and going to Communist Party meetings in different 
parts of the area, and then he would chargerthe gas and oil expense to 
go to Communist Party meetings against UE treasury.

Mr. Arens. What did you procure from this person whose name

ported, to Poland? What .have you procured from her in Poland? 

Miss Garczy^ski. Nothing. 
. What did he say? 

Mr. Shtjbow. I think the word "procure" means did you receive 
anything personally from lier. Did you get any mail back? 

Miss Garczynski. Did I get any mail back ? 

Mi\ Arens. Yes, ma'am. 

Mr. Shubow; Did you xeceive any literature back? 

MissGARCZYNSia. Yes.

Mr. Ajjbns.. Mr. Penha yesterday testified under oath, laid his lib- 
erty on the line, because if he lied to this committee, he. will be prose- 
cuted along with anyone else— he<said>that he was an undercover agent 
for the Federal Bureau of Investigation. This man has told us in 
session after session about your activities in the Communist conspira- 
torial underground apparatus. 

I, should like to ask you now : Are you now, or have you been in the 
*course of the recent past, an instrumentality -of the underground appa- 
ratus in this vicinity of the Communist conspiracy ? 

(The witness conferred, with his counsel.). 

Mr. Lewengrtjb. Sir ; I don't loiow what you mean by underground 
apparatus. 

Mr. Arens. Let us probe that a little and see. Maybe we. can help 
your recollection. It is the information of- this committee, which has 
been amply, abundantly verified, by perhaps thousands and tens of 
thousands of words during the course of the last several months^ that 
there has been an underground apparatus of the Communist Party 
here in the New England area. One Mike Russo was at one time 
one of the leaders of it. Sidney Lipshires was one time one-of the lead- 
er^ of it. It was part of the Communist Party that was not on the 
surface. At the present time about 90 percent below the ground, 
withdrawn, secreted. It is the information of this committee that you 
were part of that apparatus. Kindly deny it while you.are under oath 
if you care to do so. 

Mr. Lewengrub; Sir, I wish to avail myself of the- fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Do, you have, a better explanation now or understanding 
of 'what we mean,by the term^underground" ? 

Mr. Lewengrtjb. Well, I believe so. 

Mr. Arests. You have had that understanding right along; have- 
younot?' 

Mr. Lewengrub. It is a question of- opinion. * 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that will conclude 
the staff interrogation of this witness.

Yes, sir* I have -been a member of the armed services, 
a volunteer member of th& armed services*, the United States Navy 
in the First World War. I was- honorably discharged, as a firs^class

Mr. Arens. During any of that period of time were you a member 
of the 'Communist Party ? " , 

Mr. Bex. At that time there- was, no Communist Party in the United 
States that I ever heard of. . . 

Mr. Arens. Is that the only military service which you have had? 

Mr. Bex. That is thfc only military service that I have, ever had. 

Mr. Aijens. Do yqu know a man by the name of Armando Periha ? 

Mr. Rex. Do you m;eaii the man that was castigated here as the 
man who was two-timing his wife feom this chair 'here a few minutes 
ago ? Is that the man you are ref erririg to ? . 

Mr. Arens. Kindly answer the-questipn, sir. .Do youkiiow a man 
by the name of . Armando Penha? . 

Mr. Bjsix. Which Penha are you referring to? Which address? # 
Where does halive ?' 'Where doe^'M'live ?- 

jiir/AsisNSi Go right ahead andtalk. 

Mr. Bex. I am not talking at all. I am asking you where does lie 
live. 

Mr. Arens. Mr; Chairman, I respectfully suggest the witness be 
ordered and directed to answer the question- whether -or not he knows 
a person by the name of Armando Penha. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is ordered and directed to answer the 
question. Do you know anyone by that name regardless of where 
Ke lived'? 

Mr.. Bex. I. would like to know where- he lived.. Tiers might. ,be 
several Armando Penhas. 

Mr. Aretsts. Do yoti kaow of any ? * 

Mr. Bex. I refuse to answer the question oxi, the grounds qf the fifth, 
amendment. . 

Mr. Arens. Armando Penha testified he knew you as, a Communist. 
Was he telling the truth or was he in error in that testimony ? 

Mr. Bex. It is my opinion that a.xnan ; that twp-times.his wife, would 
be distrustful on anything. 

Mr. A*ens. Then would you kindly stand up like a red-blooded 
American and deny the .identification of yourseff as a member of the 
Communist conspiracy while you are under oath ? 

Mr. Bex. I wiUnotdo.thak 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that that con- 
cludes the staff interrogation of this wij&ness. 
Mr. Bex. Thank you, sir. 
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Mr. Chairman, in the blue hook here it say a, something about re- 
muneration for expenses for coming up-here. How do I take care of 
that? 

Mr. Mottlder.. You sign a voucher and you will receive a witness 
tee by signing the voucher. 

Who are the other witnesses to appear this .evening ? 

Mr. ARENS. Just two others; Daniel Boone Schirmer; if you>please,

Mr. SctapR.. My name is Daniel B. Schirmer. I live at 35 Fav- 
st< ^ street, Koxbury, and my occupation is salesman. 

Mr. Ajrens; For what organizations, please, sir ? 

Mr. Schirmer. I am self-employed. 

Mr. Arb^s. In what type of work? 

Mi* Schirmer. .Sales. 

Mr. Arens., What do you sell ? 

Mr. Schirmer. Acommon household item. 

Mr. Arens.. You are appearing today, Mr. Schirmer, in response 
to a subpena which was served upon you by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities? 

Mr. Schirmer. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. And you are represented by counsel? 
Mr. Schirmer. Yes. 

Mr. Arens.. Counsel, kindly identify yourself: 
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Mr: Wetteside, My aame is Howard S* Whiteside, with offices at 
30 State. Street, Boston, 

Mr, Areits. Mr. Schirmer^ for the purposes- of identification, kindly 
tell us, have you ever "used any name other than the name Daniel B. 
Sohirmer? 

(The witnesscohferred with' his counsel*) 

Mr* Sgshimee. Mr. Director, I refuse to answer that oil the grounds 
that I will not be a witness^against myself.. 

Mr. Ajrens, Do you -honestly apprehend,, ^sir* that if you told, this 
committee truthfully whether or not you had .ever used any name 
or gone under any name other than the name Daniel B. Schirmer you 
would be supplying information, which might be used against you* in 
a criminal proceeding? 

Mi\ Schirmer. My conscience is completely clear of any . wrong- 
doing, but to^answer might provide a link in a chain of evidence' that 
might 'be used againstniein some -proceeding; 

Mr. Arens, Kindly tell us now s please sir* ia word about your early 
life, w*here and when were you born ?. 

Mr, Schirmek. I was born in Greenwich, Connecticut, oii February 
22 1915. 

Mr. Arens, And a word about your education, r please sir, 
Mr, Schirmer. I graduated from Harvard 'College in 1937 witb a 
BA* 

Mr. Arens. Will yon kindly trace f or^us -the- principal employments 
you have had since completing your formal education? 

Mr. Scemier, I refuse to answer on the grounds I wilt not be a 
witness against myself* 

Mr. Akens. What was your first principal [employment after you 
concluded yourformal education at Harvard in 1937? . 

tifr. ScmmuER. Again I refuse to answer on the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Are^s. How long did that first principal employment endure ? 

Mr. ScHiRaiER. I decline to answer. I will not be a witness against 
myself* 

Mr. Arens. Please tell us about the second principal employment 
you had' since you completed your education at Harvard' University. 

Mr. ScnxmraR, I will not.be a witness^gainstimyself, Mr, Director* 

Mr. Arens, Do yon mean by that to convey the position that if 
you would answer the question truthfully while: you^ are under oath 
you would Be supplying information' which might be iisedagainst you 
in a criminal proceeding? ■ . , 

Mr. Schemer. Again I must say that my conscience is completely 
clear, that this might provide a link in the chain of evidence that 
could be used in an unjust proceeding against me. 

]itn Arens* How long have you been employed -at your present place 
of employment? , 

Mr* Schirsier* About two— rather, I have been working as a sales- 
mail* let J s put it that way, self-employment for about two ye^rs* 

Mr Arens. What is the nature ^of the article- which you selL? 

Mr* Schirmer, As I said, Mr. Director, it is a common household 
item, and it has absolutely and completely no relationship to the 
Communist Party or to^ communism; therefore I believe its precise 
nature is irrelevant to the proceedings. 
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Mr. Arens. Is it an article that ymusell from house to ho^se".or do 
you sell to brokers or merchants? 

Mr; Schirmer. My commercial relations, sir, have absolutely -noth- 
ing to do with communism or the Communist Party. Therefore,. I 
refuse to answer on the grounds that this question is not pertinents 

Mr. Arens. What was your employment immediately prior to your 
present employment? 

Mr. Schirmer; Before I. became'self -employed, sir, as a salesman; I 
must again refuse *to< answer .on the grounds of not wishing; to become 
a witnessagaihst myself. 

Mr. Arens. How long did the« employment endure which immedi- 
ately preceded your present employment ? 

Mr. Schirmer. Again I must decline on the same grounds.. 

Mr. Arens. Haye you been engaged in any employment since r you 
graduated from Harvard University with a BA degree in 1937 
until you' assumed your present employment,, concerning which you. 
can tell the Committee on Un-American Activities ••TOthout* eveal'irig 
information which. might be-used against you 5 in<a criminal proceeding? 

(The witnessjcbnf erred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Schirmer. I served in the American Armed Forces from 1944 
to 1946. 

Mr. Arens. Bid yon have*a commission in the Army.? 

Mr. Schirmer. No, Mr. Director. I ended up as a T-4,.I believe, 
starting, of course, as a private. 

Mr. Arens. And. as a prerequisite to attaining your status, as a mem- 
ber of the Armed Forces* of the United States did you .take an path ? 
■ (The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Schirmer. I believe so, asl recallysir. 

Mr. Arens. , Did; that oath- encompass a commitment to support and 
defend the Constitution of theUnited States*? 

Mr. Schirmer. As I recall-, and I was proud and glad to take it. 

Mr. Arens. Did you have any mental reservations at the .time you 
took that oath?. 

Mr. Schirmer. None whatsoever., 

Mr. Ajrens. Were you a member of an organization devoted to the - 
destruction bi the Constitution of, the United States as of the time you 
took that oath«? f 



Mr. Arens. Were you a. member of the Communist Party as of the 
time you took that oath'? 

Mr.- Schirmer. I must decline to answer on the grounds that I don't 
wish to be a witness against myself. 
Mi\ArenS; Where-did you serve in the military ? 
Mn Schirmer. I was of course — I had my basic training in Ala- 
bama for 13 weeks, and then I was sent to the Mediterranean theater, 
to the Italian Peninsula. 

Mr. Arens. During the course of your service in the Communist 
Party did you report to or receive instructions from:aiiy person known 
to you to be a member of the- Communist Party ? 
Mr. Sc3hirmer. Will you please repeat the-question ? 
Mr.. Arens: Perhaps the* question may have been cumbersomely 
worded. 
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Durifig the course of your service in the United .States. Army did 
you report to orreceive. information from;any person who was 'known 
to you to : be a member of the Communist Party f 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Schirmer. I must decline, sir, to answer that, question on the 
grounds of the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. During the course of your service in the United States- 
Army did you receive Or transmit any confidential or security infor- 
mation to a person who ^as not authorized by law to receive ihe,same ? 
[ Mr. Schirmer. No, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Did you receive- any instructions as to your conduct 'by 
1 any person known by you to have been a Communist.? 
Mr. Schirmer. No, sir. 

Mr. Arens What was your employment immediately after your 
discharge from the military ? 
\ ■ % Mr. Schirmer. I must decline to answer that question,. Mr. Direc- 
tor. 

Mr. Arens. With the exception of your service- in the United States 
Army from November 1944 to July of 1946, and your present employ- 
ment, have you been engaged in any principal occupation concerning 
which you can tell the Committee on Un-American Activities without 
'revealing; information which might be used against you in a criminal 
proceeding? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Schirmer. Well, I have told you my present work and my 2 
years' experience in the Army and outside of that, Mr. Director; I 
must claim the privilege. 

Mr. Arens. Let the record be clear. The blind is down, the .iron 
* curtain is down from the standpoint of us procuring information on 
all principal employments with the exception of your present employ- 
ment and your service in the United States Army, is that correct?' 

Mr. Schirmer. I don't know about any iron curtain. I know about 
our Constitution and the right under the fifth amendment. . 

Mr. Arens. Are. you presently a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Schirmer. . I must decline to-answer that. v . 

Mr. Arens. Do you know an individual by the naine of Armando 
Penhai 

Mr. Schirmer; I would hot. publicly 'boast of acquaintanceship with 
two-timing informers and I must respectfully decline to answer that 
on the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Look tp my right, to- see the gentleman who is standing 
there, and tell me whether or not you are acquainted with him;. 

Mr. Schirmer. The same . answer. 

Mr. Kearney. Did you look at him? 

Mr. Schirmer. I looked at him now, sir; I didn't beforehand; 
Mr. Kearney. That is right. 

Mr. AkENS. This man yesterday took an oath before this committee 
and testified for many ye&rs he was an undercover agent of this Gov- 
ernment in thfe Communist conspiracy, a great sacrifice to himself , 
for 'the- purpose of procuring information about persons, principally 
Umted States citizens, who are under the .protection of the flag of 
this Government, who are engaged in this conspiratorial operation 
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against this Government. In the course of his testimony while he 
was under oath he said that while he. was serving in this conspiracy 
at the behest of the Federal Bureau of Investigation he knew you as 
a member of the District Committee Secretariat of the Communist 
Party. Was he telling the truth or was he in error ? . 

Mr. Schirmer. I would not want to enter into controversies with 
■ informers, and I must respectfully decline to answer that !on the 
grounds that I will not be a witness against myself. 

Mr. Arens. Do you care to .avail yourself of the opportunity to 
deny being part and parcel of the Communist conspiracy in this 
Nation? 

Mr. Schirmer. 1 know nothing of any conspiracy. 
m Mr. Arens. Do you.Jknow anything about the first part of the ques- 
tion, the Communist Party? 

Mr; Schirmer, That is a matter upon which I must claim the 
privilege; 

Mr. Doyus. I think, Mr. Chairman, didn't the gentleman open 
that up when he- said he didn't know anything, t about conspiracy ? 
Shouldn't he be instructed to answer that question? 

Mr; Moulder. I think he should, if you wish the witness to be 
instructed. 

He is ordered and directed to answer the question. At thexequest 
of the committee the witness is ordered and directed to answer the 
question. 

Mr. Schirmer. Would the question be restated, please ? 
Mr. Arens., Mr., Eeporter, read the question please. 
(Eecord read by the reporter as requested.) 

Mr. Schirmer. I again refuse to answer on the "grounds that I will 
not be a witness against myself. 

Mr. Arens. It is the information of this committee that you went 
underground in 1952. Would you kindly explain to the committee 
what is meant by going underground?. 

(The witness conferred with his ■counsel.) 

Mr. Schirmer. Well, sir ; I must claim the fifth on that question. 

Mr. Ajrens. Is there any period of your life in the course of the last 
five years when you were for a prolonged period separated from your 
personal family? 

Mr. Sohir3\ier. I must again claim the fifth on that, Mr. Director. 

Mr; Arens. The fact is, is it not, that one period some few years 
ago when you went into the underground you were separated from 
your wife and family for a considerable period of time when you 
were undertaking to lose your identity ? If that is not true please 
deny it while you are under oath. 

Mr. Schirmer. I decline to answer that on the grounds that I will 
not be a witness against myself. 

Mr. Arens. Do you honestly apprehend, sir, if you gave a truthful 
answer to that question now you would be supplying information 
which might be used against you in a criminal proceeding? 

Mr. Schirmer. Again I must say, Mr. Director,, that my conscience 
is completely clear oi any wrongdoing, but that tomans wer that question 
might provide a link in the chain of evidence which could be used in 
an unjust proceeding against me. 

Mr. Arens. If you were prosecuted .under the Smith Act as a mem- 
ber of an organization dedicated to the overthrow of the Government 
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of the IJnited States by force and violence, would that be an unjust 
prosecution ? 

Mr. Schirmer. I believe that that was an unjust prosecution and as 
I recall the Government dropped the case for' lack of evidence. 

Mr. Arens. Are. you a member of an organization 'dedicated to the 
overthrow qf the Government by force and violence? 

Mr,., Schirmer. Not to my knowledge. 

Mr. Arens. Are you a member of an organization controlled by a 
foreign power? 

Mr. Schirmer. Not to -my knowledge. 
, Mr. Arens. Give us, if you please,, sir, the name of every person 
known by you to be a member of the Coinmunist conspiracy with whom 
you have conferred prior to your appearance before this committee 
and .after you received your subpena. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Schirmer. I decline on that, Mr. Director. 

Mi*. Arens. Do you know or have you ever known a person by the 
name of Crowley — Francis X. T. Crowley ? . 

(The witness conferred with-kis counsel. )- 

Mr. Schirmer. I am sprry, sir. I cannot recollect any such person 
at this point. 

Mr;ARENS. May I perhaps refresh your recollection? 

Under date of June 28, 1954$ a person by the name of Francis X. T; 
Crowley testified before the Committee on Un-American Activities 
and in the course of his testimony he stated that while he was a member 
of the Communist Party — Lam paraphrasing it^whilehe was a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party he knew Daniel Boone Schirmer. to be a 
member of the Communist Party. 
' Does that refresh your recollection ? 

Mr. Schirmer. No, sir ; I do not recollect anyone by that name. 

Mi\ Asens. Do you know, or have you ever known, a person by the 
•name of Herbex-t E. Eobbins ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.)' 

j Miv S chirmer. I must decline to answer that, sir. I don't wish to 
heawitness.againstmyself. * 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist Party at toy 
time during your attendance at Harvard University ? 

Mr, Schirmer; I must decline to answer that again, on the ;Same 
grounds. 

Mr. Arens. Doyouknow, or have you ever lmown, a person by the 
name of Herbert A. Philbrick ? 

Mr. Schirmer. Again I don't like to boast of any acquaintance with 
informers, and I refose to answer that respectfully* on the -grounds of 
the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. There is not much possibility that you are .aii informer, 
isihere, tha$ you are in the. party at the . behest .of the Fedetal Bureau 
of Investigation and some day might tell ais ,some thiiigs ? « * 

Mr. ScHiRiiER. Tliese is no'chanceof that. 

Mr. ArensV Haveryou ever liyeddi* Vermont % _ 

Mr. Schirmer. I must refuse to answer that, sir. 

Mr., Arens, Mr.. Chairman, I respectfully suggest 'that the- witness 
be ordered and' directed to answer the question as to whether or 110$ 
he has ever lived in Vermont.

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Mr. Schirmer. I must answer that, that I refuse. I must refuse to 
answer that, Mr. Chairman, on the grounds that I don't wish to be a 
witness against mysjelf— the fifth amendment. 

t Mr. Akens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully point out the ludicrous 
situation, that there is undoubtedly an infinite number of situations 
in which a person could be a resident of the State of Vermont without, 
in any sense, by just being a resident of Vermont, be obliged to give 
testimony against himself . 

Mr. Moulder. I have never been in Vermont, but I could aiever 
understand how it could incriminate you to testify whether .or not 
you ever lived in Vermont. 

Mr. Schirmer. It is a beautiful state, sir. 

Mr. Moulder. Therefore, -the committee directs the witness to answer 
the question. * 
(The witness conferred with hisxjounsel.) 

Mr. Schirmer. Mr. Director, I must stand by my answer and say 
that that might provide a link in .the chain of evidence against me. 

Mi\ Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that will con- 
clude the interrogation- of this witness. 

Mr. Kearney. Mr. Chairman. • . 

• Mr, Moulder. General Kearney is recognized. 

Mr. Kearney. I hope the gentleman isn't a drinking man. 

Mr. Schirker. jSTo, sir, I can answer that without any fear. 

Mr. Kearney. I was going to say that I thought that thirty-four 
"fifths" taken in less than half an hour is quite a. lot. 

Mr. Moulder. Have you any questions, Mr. Doyle ? 

Mr. Doyle; I couldn't quite hear, Mr. Schirmer, how many years 
you had been self-employed. Was it two? 

Mr. Schirmer. Two. 

• Mr. Doyle. Then you were in the Army 2 years ? 
Mr. Schirmer. That is right. 

Mr. Doyle. That is 4 years. Toil graduated from Harvard College 
with a degree in 1937. That' means you have been out of college 21 
years. * You are able and willing to account for 4 years, 'without your 
claiming it might incriminate you. So there are 17 years out of 21 
since you graduated from Harvard in which yoir feel that if -you 
answered .the questions honestly and fully it might incriminate you. 

Well, it is«an unusual record^ sure— yet not for one in the Commu- 
nist Party. 

May I ask; you this: Are you. now a full-tiihe paid employee or 
representative of the Communist Party in this area ? 

(The witness conferred with his cbunsel.) 

Mr. Schirmer. No. 

Mr. Doyle. Have you ever been? 

(The witness conferred with his. counsel' > 
* Mr. Schirmer. I must claim the fifth amendment on that. 

Mr. Doyle. Is that one' of the periods, of time when you were- a 
full-paid secretary of the Communist Party in this area, and there- 
fore you claim the privilege. Was that why you -declined to answer 
it fully on that question ? 

Mr. Schirmer. I must claim the privilege on that again, Mr. 
Doyle. 

Mr. Doyle. It is a fact, is it not, that you havebeen and maybe are 
now 1 of the 3 members of the Communist Party Secretariat in this

Mr. Doyle, Would you be good enough to tell me whom you call 
an informer? You said tonight you have described two people as 
informers. >What do you mean by oil informer ? 

Mr. ScuriaiER. I think it would be best not to get into a discussion 
of opinions, Mr. Doyle.

Now I think you are -under somewhat of a legal obligation to answer 
my questibn.

Mr. ScuiittiER. An informer is somebody who turns evidence'. in. 

Mr. Doyle, If his turned in actual facte and the truth, is he still ah 
informer, if he helps enforce the laws of the United States? J$ that 
what you call an informed, if he tells the truth and relates iaxits 
honestly to law enforcement officers of the United States? Is. he atftl 
an informer? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) % • 

Sir. Sohirker. I <$oivt know of any informer before these commit- 
tees whip has done that . 
Sir. Doyle. Yoiidoivt. 

Now, I will ask you to state whether or not Mr. Periha was telling 
the truth yesterday wlien under oath he identified" you as a Communist 
He wa,s under oath when he identified you as a Communist. Now you 
j\xst stated that you don't know of any informer who told the truth. 
I will give you an opportunity to tell whether or not he was telling 
the truth or was he telling a falsehood, in your judgment. Your 
counsel is here now. Herein a public forum whereby you . can say 
what you want about him. ■ You have called him an informer already. 

Mr. ^chirmeI I, stand On my statement that he is an informer; 
and as far' as my membership in the Communist Party, I will not 
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answer that on the grounds I don't wish to be a witness against 
myself. 

Mr. Doyle. Yes., You said you didn't know of an informer who 
had told the truth. Now he is under oath and subject to prosecution 
for perjury. Sq are you, if perjury is proven on your behalf. 

Now, I will ask yoii again : Here is an open and shut opportunity 
for you to either affirm or deny that he was telling the trutlx when he 
identified you. as a .Communist! Why don't you take advantage of it? 

Mr. Schirmer; I don't wish to provide a link in a chain- of evidence 
that might be used against me. 

Mr. -Doyle. It is probably because the gentleman who identified 
you as a Commie you know full well was telling the truth. That is 
the way I appraised his testimony. 



Mr. Doyle. I think that is all. 
But it is a shame that a person who graduates from Harvard is 
not willing to account for his employment for seventeen years out of 
twentyrone. 

Mr. Moulder. General Kearney, have you any questions ? 
Mr. Kearney. No. Taking the fifth thirty-seven times is ;a lot of 
times.- 

Mr. Moulder. Mr. Mcintosh. 
Mr. McIntosh. No. 

Mr. Moulder. I wish to ask you this question. I believe you were 
asked a question as :to whether or not you are now a member of the 
Communist Party. Was that question asked you?. 

Mr. Schirmer. It was. 

Mr. Moulder. You= declined to answer that question ? 
Mr. Schirmer. I. did. 

Mr. Moulder.- Since you have been subpenaed as a witness to ap- 
pear .before this committee, have you conferred with any group of 
other persons known to you to be members of the-Communist Party 
as to how you should conduct yourself — whether or not you would 
answer questions propounded to you by the counsel of this com- 
mittee? 

Mr. SoHiRMjsR. That enters into the realm of political association 
and I want to. claim not only the fifth amendment but the first in my 
reply to that question,, or my lack of reply, my refusal to answer that 
question. 

Mr. Moulder. I am not sure,.! am not positive; however, the' infor- 
mation has come to me that members of the Communist Party who 
were subpenaed, that is^ those who were referred to as hatd-core 
member's of the Communist Party, subpenaed to appear before thi£ 
committee, had a meeting and a conference where it was discussed 
how they would conduct themselves and the tactics they would use 
when appearing before this committe. 

Can you give tlxs any information poiiceniing\such a meeting? 

Mr; Schirmer. I must refuse oh the grpunds of the first amend- 
ment, freedom of political association, a^id the fifth, the desire to 
avoid becoming a witness against myself. 

Mi. Moulder. And do you know whether or not at that meeting 
an Olga Garczynski was present>^attended the meeting where the 
plot and plan, were made and agreed upon that she would when 
appearing as a witness before the committee make statements to 
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the effect that she was a member of the Communist Party "and also 
.make derogatory statements concerning Armando Penha — so as to 
discredit hun as a -witness? 

1)6 yoir have any information or knowledge on- that question? 

Mr. Schirmer. 1 know of no such meeting. 

Mr. Moulder. You referred to him a while ago as a" two-timer in- 
former. Do you recall that statement? What is the basis of your 
using of the words "two-timer" ? 

Mr. Schirmeb. Well, it comes as a result of hearing the testimony 
-of the young lady who testified this afternoon to the effect that he 
. courted her, as I remember, and on the basis of his courtship, he 
" brought her into the Communist Party. At the same time he was 
married, I -believe, and the father of children. 

Mr. Moulder. Have you ever seen this young lady you are now 
referring to whose name is Olga Garczynski ? Have you ever seen 
hief before*? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Schuhviei*. I must decline. I must refuse to, answer that ques- 
tion sir, on the grounds of the fifth amendment. 

Mi\ Moulder. ±)o you then-believe her testimony? 

Mr. Schirmer. I have no reason either to believe or disbelieve it. 

Mr. Moulder. Would she be classified as -an informer in the theory 
Uia;t you use in classifying an informer? - 
" (The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Schirmer. It wouldn't seem so to me, sir. 

Mr. M&uudbr. Well, I again ask you the question — - 

Mr. Schdcwer. She sounded like a 

Mr. Moulder. You declined to answer .questions as to whether or 
not you had ever seen her before or whether or not you had been 
acquainted with her. I want to repeat the question as to whether 
you were present at a meeting, if there was .such, a meeting, held by 
the witnesses subpenaed by this committee, who were known, to be 
.members of the^Communist Party and active members of the Com- 
munist Party, whether or not they held a meeting and she was present 
and' a j)lot and plan were there made to make certain derogatory ac- 
cusations against Armando Penha in order to discredit and embarrass 
- .Kim when appearing and cooperating with this committee and giving 
the testimony that Tie gave. Do you have any knowledge or infor- 
mation concerning such a meeting? 

Mr. Schirmer. No, I do not. 

Mr. Moulder* General Kearney? 

Sir; Keariset. I was going to make the observation, Mr. Schirmer, 
that the only difference between the witness you are just speaking 
about and yourself and the lady who testified this afternoon, to- 
gether with the rest of the witnesses, in its entirety is Mi\ Penha 
took the stand and answered all (Questions, f reely and truthfully, >and 
you and the rest of the witnesses toQk the stand and claimed the fifth 
amendment on every ocGasiop that you could. Now, I do not Question 
hut that is your legal jight, but westill can read ; between"the^nnes-and 
.as far as believing or disb&lieying the witness, I believe-the '.testimony 
-of Mr. Penha. 

Mr. Doyle. Of course, General Kearney and Mr> Chairman; the 
Tery sort of meeting you have information on was held, the coaching

Mr. Kearney. That is common practice. 

Mr; Doyle. Boston is no exception. Not in my book is it an. ex- 
ception at all.

Mr. Moulder; Have you any more questions ? 
' Mr. Kearney. That is all. 

Mr. McIntosh. I -have no questions. m t , 

Mr./ Doyle. It is just stereotyped malicious persecution on the part 
of the Communists of anyone who dares to differ with them and 
expose them. .Boston is no exception. 

Mr. Moulder. Have you any other questions, Counsel?, 
•* Mr: Arens. No, sir. 

Mr;.Moxnor>ER. .The witness is excused. 

Mr. Sohirmer. May I have a^ copy of the committee's, resolution 
authorizing this hearing, Mr, Director, ^please? 
• .Mr. AREKS.^Yes. That. will be made available to you; Mr. Bpndra 
will make that available-to you, ^please. 

The next witness, Mr. Chairman, will be Mr; Armando Penha* 

Will youMndly resume the stand. 
. Mr: "Moulder. Mr. Penha. 

Mr. Arens. Would" you kindly resume the witness chair, please? 

TESTIMONY OP ARMANDO PENHA— Resumed 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Penha, you have previously been sworn on this 
record, is that correct ? . 
Mr. Penha. That is correct, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Before proceeding with matters which we initially 
contemplated interrogating you about, I should like^ if you please, 
Mr. Penha, to summarize the testimony which was given this afterr 
noon in your absence. One Olga Garczyriski was being interrogated 
by myself, after having been sworn- by the chairman. She appeared 
pursuant to a subpena which was issued upon her by this committee. 
In the course of her testimony, and I do not have the transcript now, 
but I am only relying upon my memory, she. stated in effect that -ypu 
had recruited her into the Communist Party, had courted her while 
she was in the Communist Party. I would not undertake to quote 
her further, except- to say that her demeanor with respect to you was 
one of complete derogation, with an insinuation of ^an attack upon 
your character and your relationship with her. I should like now 
if you, in., your own way, would say any thing, you care to say with 
respect to the testimony which I have undertaken in a rather crude 
way to summarize here. 

Mr. Penha. Certainly, sir. 

I understand that I am not in command of the situation so far as 
her testimony ,goes.- However,, I did see a. certain portion of it on 
TV. Further^ I would like to state emphatically this is one of the 
devices that the party uses and has used in the past. This is the 
matter of what I call legal and illegal methods. Deceit is nothing 
for them* As I recall 
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Mr. .Ajrens. Excuse.me juska minute, Mr, Penha. I wonder if you 
could pjish the. microphone back just a bit, I am afraid we are having 
echoes from .the sound that comes from the recorder. 

Mr. Penha. As I recalllooking at the TV this evening she stated, or 
at least the reporter quoted her as saying, that she would swear on a; 
stack of Bibles. Certainly * she would and every hard-core Com- 
munist — -they will Only use the Bible, for their own means, not as 
a good Ghristian would. 

Mr. Moulder. (Dan we turn the machine down. Is the man here, 
whb works this- machine ? Maybe we could accomplish the, same ob- 
jective,, Mr. Chairman, if this microphone could be pushed back a 
little bit. , 
' . Mr. Penha. Do you find that better,, sir ? 

Mr. Arens. Thank you. . - . 

Mr. Penha. I could go on with, various illustrations of my experi- 
ence in the Communist conspiracy : of methods used by no other type 
of organization. Time does not 'permit me. . However,, if at any 
time I am requested or instructed to I would gladly go into them. 

Insofar as the charges made that I recruited Olga Garczynski into 
the Communist Party, they are just as false as others. Olga "Gar- * 
czynski went to California at the time she was a member^of the Labor 
Youth League. «. ' 

Mr. Arens. Do you recall approximately what year this was, Mr.* 
Penha-?*' , ' ' . 

Mr. Penhav Approximately 1950 or 1951. Her father, Andrew' 
Garczynski,, her lister Tdliie Cropper, .were both members of the.Cohir 
munist Party to my knowledge. Not only were they members of the 
Communist Party but Andrew brought both daughters into the Labor- 
Youth League. " 

Mr. Arens. The Labor Youth League is one of the 1 yduth organi- 
zations of the conspiracy, is it not? 

Mr. Penha. That is definitely so, sir. 

Upon her return I was informed by the district leadership that 
she had been active in the Labor Youth League. I wasoi6t aware of 
itbecause I had been in the party a short time. Her father had always 
inf aqmed me of the same. It was my task as instructed by the dis- 
trict leadership to elevate her into Jihe Communist Party. That I did, 
and I had to do. . 

Mr. Arens. Did you r.epjQrt. t<y the PBI each and every step; you, 
took in this process ? - • ri 

Mr. Penha, I absolutely didj sir. , . ; 
• Mr.< Arens. Without dwelling on this Garczynski matter, because 
we have- other important questions, may I ask whether or not you, in 
your relationship with Olga Garczynski, conducted yourself in such 
a manner as to lead her to believe that you were — to use her phrase, or 
her word — courting her? . 

Mr. Penha. Sir, to touch on [that point, I would like, first of .all to 
bring to the attention the activities pf the past week. Last week she 
got in touch with me and requestedsthat I see her immediately because 
of the fact she had received a, subpena f rom' this committee., I saw 
her. A day. later I received in the mail an envelope addressed to my 
daughter, who is only 2 years of , age— the name^ is Susan Penha— 
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with a birthday card, which .is a gimmick of the party, which we have- 
used numerous times in order to get messages across, and her birthday 
is in November. Inside of this -card there was a iiote addressed to- 
my wif a 

Had I known, this would come up I would have brought it. If it 
seems- pertinent to this committee I will certainly drive down to New 
Bedford and get it. That note stated that she was very nervous, she 
was*contemplating on . a. lawyer and that she requested C, which was 
the initial for my wife, to tell A, which was the initial f ox mej not 
to iorget to be at the proper time or place, or I don't recall just ex- 
actly *the phraseology of it: Subsequently, on Saturday I met with 
her as it had been.prearr anged. I also metiwith tRoy Rogerspn whom I 
have^alreat"^ identified. We werertA) have m£t with .Douglas Berry. 
He : 'W^not'at r the'.designated area but later inthe:ev.eriing.he met with 
ine and we went through various processes- insofar as appearance here 
goes. At that time I would also like to inform this committee that 
Olga stated that being nervous as she was she went to an attorney in 
New Bedford. I only recall his. first name that she gave me, by the 
name of George* - 'As a good citizen I would reauest that he would 
come here before this committee and state exactly what took place. 
According to- Olga, she stated that he told her,, number one, to tell the- 
truth ; number twq, in reference, to the fact that she could not afford, 
and I make- emphasis on this part, she could not afford to retain the 
services of an .attorney, much as she would like to have had aii attor- 
ney present with -her at thisytime^and^it^is strange that*today;ishe 
finds 'Tierself here with an attorney. Undoubtedly with the news/ of 
yesterday the party took full spleed and action to see that money was 
rio problem. 

Mr.. Arens. .Sir, do you care to categorically affim or deny, while 
you are under oath, the assertion by Olga Garczynskr that during 
the process of your association with her, while you- were an undercover 
agent in. the Communist Party for the FBI, you courted her ? 
. Mx... Penh a.. Sir, I did not court her or any other female Commu- 
nisfcsymp.athizer or, dupe, none whatever. m * 

, I.s£aiiaV and if T inay_ raise my ♦Voice atthis time, it is in anger, be- 
cause I know the techniques pf the underground of the party. I was 
part of it, and I know they are capable of doing these things. 
.. Mr. MopitoER, I wish to mak^thiscsfcatement: If the accusation she 
iriader were* true, it is my opinion she would not. have publicly have ad- 
mitted it for any purpose. It is my opinion that she is acting under 
the direction of, and in accordance with, the Communist Party plot 
apd j)lan, tb/ .embarrass and discredit you. She even went so far as 
to aAnit sherw^s a member of the Communist Party in her attempt 
tQ.impVesst^e^einbers of this committee Svith some weight or degree 
of veracity in cbhnectibli with her statements. 

I . haye interrogated a witness preceding you concerning a meeting 
which tliey had where they discussed tactics and the method and pro- 
cedure ah!r how they would conduct themselves while appearing be- 
fore this- fcominittee. It certainly is not unreasonable to assume that 
she is the one selected to - serve in this p!ot>and plan which I referred 
to for tbe purpose of discrediting and embarrassing you: 
Mt: Akens.- Now, sir, may I ihviteyour attention to the persons- 
Sir. Penha. May I say, sir, I would like just to make an addition 
in the person of Olga GarczynsBX 
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Mr; Akbns. Proceed at your own pace to do so. 
Mt.Pekha. Thank you very kindly, sir. 

Among many other photographs-, unfortunately I only have a few 
here because of the fact that I had, as it was my duty, to turn them 
over to the intelligence agencies—this is the only copy that I have of 
any photographs. However, the intelligence agencies have others* 
In this photograph or series of them I would like to show this par- 
ticular one. It apparently seems to be in fee eyes of the general public 
a- picnic, which is a tactic and device- of the party. This was- a secret 
meeting that was held in the Cape, at which time was present, and 
the picture verifies the presence of these persons, as be ; ing + Sidney Lip- 
shires, district organizer; Joan Lipshires, and a district leader at 
the time; Koy Eogerson; his wife, Palmeda Uogerson ; JbhnKi^o, m 
charge of the Labor Youth League for New England ; T3If^<^czyn- 
ski; my wife, my children, and myself/ 

The purpose of this is just like in many .other instances, the party 
uses different tactics in order to have secret meetings to, appear; as if 
there is nothing wrong with it For example, this other picture here 
shows me with Sidney Lipshires. We are at a beach. + It seems like 
two>average persons are taking a sun bath. But if you will look closely 
at the expression of both of us you can see it is apparent that the aver- 
age person would not be taking a sun bath and- looking that way. 

Thank you, sin . 

Mr- Ajrens. I think perhaps from the standpoint of making the 
record clear here, Mr. Penha, it was not our objective to call youback 
to the stand with any suggestion that 'there is any doubt whatsoever 
on behalf of this staff of your integrity,,your morality* your Vnesty 
oryour character in any respect. Lhave been' engaged professionally 
in this business with this committee and the Internal Security Sub- 
committee for about twelve years. I have been iri contact with literally 
hundreds of undercover agents, persons who havebeen in similarstatus 
to that of yourself. ;Never in my experience professionally have I been 
in contact or association with anyone who had a higher character, 
integrity, veracity, than. yourself; and on this record I want it, to be 
made absolutely clear that the sole and exclusive reason wh^ wecalled 
you back here on this particular issue before proceeding with the in- 
terrogation on the general pattern was so that you could add one more 
portrayal of the treachery of this conspiracy which is threatening 
us all. 

Mr. Penka- Thank you very kindly v sir. 

Mr. Ajjeits. May we proceed, if you please,' with a discussion of 
persons known by you on the national level of the Communist Party 
m $Tew York 

As ,you know, Mr, Periha, we have gone over this hi consultation 
with you many jbimes before and we would like to have you now for 
the purpose of a public record proceed with your identification of each 
of the several persons who to your certain knowledge are on the na- 
tional level of the Communist Party in New York Gity , Then we will 
proceed with other areas. 

Mr. Penha. May I ask one things sir? 

Mr. Arens. Yes, sir; ' l 

Mr, Penha. Is that ih addition to the members of : the. National Com^ 
mittee who reside in this area? 
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Mr. Arens. That is correct v yes, sir. . 
, Mr. f enha. I shall start first with this area. 

Mike, Kusso, a member of the National Committee. 

Anne Burlak, previously active and a member of the National 
Committee. 

Robert Handman, whom I :have referred to, I believe yesterday, as 
coordinator of ;the National Textile Commission. 

Walter Barry, formerly very active in the March of Labor, a left 
magazine, so-called, but a magazine issued by the party so that it 
would carry; a broader phase and reach greater influence and people 
than the Daily Worker could have; 

Slore and above that is the fact that he is the head of the National 
Metals Commission. ' 

Max Gordon of the Daily Worker in charge of circulation. 

Joseph Starobin,. a writer of the Daily Worker who, incidentally, 
made a trip to various countries in the Far Est§t, including China and 
the Soviet Union and expounded tremendously throughout the country 
for the purposes of both propaganda and finances, including the 
Boston area. 

Mr. Ajrens. We have had -him as a witness in executive session. 
Mr. Pjbnha. Yes, sir. 

Milton Howard, at one time identified as a writer of the Daily 
Worker, but better known as one of the key figures of the-Masses and 
Mainstream, a Communist Party publication. 

Maud Eussell, an individual from New York City. She is a writer 
for Far Eastern publications. Her influence extends- from border to 
border. She has mastered the Far Eastern situation. Primarily her 
objective* is recognition of China, speaking-always in terms of peace 
and trade with the East, and West. 

Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, who, I am sure, is well known to you and 
who was iii Boston a few years ago, a National Committee member.- 

Phil Bart,- associated with the Daily Worker and also a former 
member of the National Committee.. 

Junius Scales, former district organizer for North Carolina and 
surrounding areas, that is, various other states which were under his 
jurisdiction, I believe, particularly Virginia. 

I would like to add at this time, and it. has come ,to my attention, 
that J unius" Scales resigned publicly from the- Communist Party. Here 
again is anothermethod of deceit that the -party uses: I know Junius* 
Scales' extremely well. He has- slept in my home.. We have had con- 
ferences many times; I know* that he is a devoted Marxist and this 
is just one of another techniques of the- party. 

Mr. Ajrens. On that point, how about Joseph Starobin? He al- 
legedlyhas resigned. * . • 

Mr. Penha. Yes. < 

Mr. Arens. Do you feel the same way about him ?' 

Mr. PEisrHA. I absolutely do, sir. 
/Mr. Arens. How about Boxey Wilkerson? He allegedly resigned. 
Do you feel the same way about him ? 

Mr. Penha. That was the next person I was going to come to. 
Doxey Wilkerson, a Communist teacher and writer,, theoretician, 
teacher in one of the foremost Communist schools in New York Citv. 
The Jefferson School - 

Mr. Ajrens. The Jefferson -School of Social Science? 



Mr. Pbn^a. Of Social Science. This individual I personally met 
in Providence, Rhode Island. He is unscrupulous, is- shrewd, a very 
abl^ Communist and again is one that would accept wholeheartedly 
the party discipline to resign in order to better infiltrate the Negro 
organizations. Fortunately, the Negro people will not go for. that, 
that is, the majority of them. The next person I have is Fanny 
Liclit. She was residing incognito with an alias m New York City. 
Her position in the party was southern regional organizer. That is, 
she was a top organizer over and above all organizers in the South. 

Mr. Akbns. And -now, sir, may I ask- you if you would kindly give 
us the aiame and a word of description about each person known by 
you to be a member of the Communist Party m the New Bedford 
area. May I just suggest this— that even though in some instances 
you may already have identified some of thosfe persons because of then- 
leadership status, you might repeat the identification now so that our 
record reflects the identification of these people all in one section of 
the hearings. Also if you can do so, give us a word of the last known 
address or general area in which that person to your knowledge 



resides* 

Mr. Penha. Yes, sir. < However, I would first like to make the fol- 
lowing statement, which is a very brief one, but I think a rather per- 
tinent brie. _ 

Throughout my eight years in the party, I have known many com- 
rades. The ones I have identified at this time and that I will continue 
during the process of this hearing, are not, by and large, the- number 
of comrades I knew in its entirety, whether it be in Massachusetts* 
Nelv England, or throughout the country. , \ ... 

You' understand that I am working from memory and that it is 
utterly impossible for me to give you a 100 percent number as far as 
numbers go of the members that I knew. 

Mr. Arws. We appreciate/that. 

Would you kindly 'proceed -now, so the record may be clear at 
this' point, to give to the committee- the name and a word about each 
person, including the last known address, in the New Bedford area 
who, to your certain knowledge, was a member of the Communist 
"Party ih that area? „ w \ _ _ _. 

Mir. Pbnha. I shall start with. Joseph Figueiredo. I knew him to 
Be the district organizer at the time I came into the party. 
« Mr. Akeits. You have, of course, talked about him before. I 
-don't think it will be necessary <td elaborate the' facts on him. 

Mr. Pbnha. The only thing I would like to raise, which I do think 
we did mention yesterday, the last whereabouts, to my knowledge, is 
that he is in San Francisco. Eulalia Figueiredo, his former wife, m 
Poland/ deported by the United States Government, who at the time 
I'knew her, was a Section Committee member. 

Joy Clark Figueiredo. At the time I knew her she was Joy Clark. 
'Subsequently : she married Joseph Figueiredo. Her whereabouts, ban 
Franciscio, California. t >T 

Mary Figueirido, Section Committee member, New Bedford, Mass. 
- Sir, when I say New Bedford,. Mass., that would be the last where- 
abouts on that individual. 

* Mr. Arens. Yes, we understand. t 

Mr. Penha. Nat Shelman, Peabody, Massachusetts, Section Com- 
mittee member in New Bedford. 
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Mr, Arens. In other words* he moved from New Bedford to Pea- 
body, Massachusetts? . 

Mr. Benha. Sir, here again is another technique of the party. He 
moved, yes, physically, but he was thrown out, although a colonizer.

Communist terminology. " , 

■ Mr. Arens, Ishe.a-sleepernow? 

Mr. Benha The same, phraseology that you have used here now is ■ 
equivalent and parallel- to the one I have used. 

This person was put on ice or set up as a sleeper for the purposes ■ 
o$ using, his .home as /a,- secret meeting area where top. people would 
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Mi?*. Areks. Where is he now ? Is he here in Massachusetts ? 

Mr.- Penha. He is in Fairhaven, Massachusetts, but it is probable 
that he may be in Florida. He occasionally goes down there <during 
these winter months. 

Ma;ry Macedo, New Bedford, Massachusetts, rank and.file. 

Arthur Macedo. That is the husband. He was also placed on 
the basis of\a sleeper or on ice, for the purposes. of using his home 
as a mail front so that secret documents of the party could reach 
me from the district. 

Mr I Akbns Mr. Penha, could you hesitate a moment? I hold in 
my hand an envelope addressed Arthur Macedo, 62 Sidney Street, 
New Bedford, Mass. Mr. Williams is now going to display that to. 
you. Was Macedo's home there used as, .a -mail drop? 

( Document handed to the witness.) 

Mr., Penha. That is absolutely correct, sirr 

Mr. Akbns. Has he been cut out of the Communist Party for 
specificunderground, assignments ? 

Mr. Penha., He was cut out of the party prior to action taken 
for the use of his home. The party does riot do that, today and use* 
the home tomorrow. That is done in advance. They prepare them- 
selves well in. advance on these matters, I may add', that the contents 
that were in this envelope^ which was sent by special -delivery, as 
you can see, were important documents submitted to me by Sidney 
Lipshires, who .in turn had arrived from New York City. 

Mr. Arens. What is the date? What is the postmark on that, 
envelope? 

Mr. Penha. The postmark on here, sir, is Boston, June 21, 1955,. 
Tremont Street Station. 

Mr. Ajrens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the docu- 
ment which he. how holds in his hands be appropriately marked! 
and incorporated by reference in this, record. 

Mr. Motjlder. The document referred to will be so marked* 

(Document marked "Penha Exhibit No. 5" and retained in Com- 
mittee files) . 

.Mr; Arens; Would you kindly proceed with the next name? 

Mr. Penha. The next person, James Braz. James Braz is a charter 
member qf the Communist Party in the New Bedford area, a leader 
at one&ime-of the Labor YouthLeague. 

I would also like to inform this committee at this time, if I may,, 
that James Braz ; while a member of the Armed Forces in Italy in 
the military police then, that is, the combat iriilitary police, their 
job was to enter those areasin Italy which were occupied by the allies. 
His function, riot with the sanction of the JJnited States Army, but 
with the sanction ;and instructions of the Communist Party, was, to- 
approach the leading -Communists in each village and town in order 
to give that person the leadership arid control of that town. 

Furthermore, Jimmy Braz, to my knowledge, is the only Com- 
munist that I know who belongs to two Comiriunist Parties, that is,, 
a member o£ the Comriiunist Party in this country and a member 
of the Cohimunist Party in Italy., His membership card is signed, 
fry Togliatti himself, who recognizes great services. 

•MovArens; -Whei^e ishe-now?' 
. Mr. Penh?A; New Bedford^ Mass., sir. 
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. ( The nextperson is John Bandarra; John Bandaixa, former 'pres- 
ident of U35 local in New Bedford, Massachusetts. * Bfe is not &i the 
present time & member of the party through fear, not the fact that he 
has lost his sympathy. I would like'to point out>on6 tiling in connec- 
tion w^ith John Bandarra and a few other people in the UE area of 
Ne^ Bedf Orel, in the person of Douglas Perry, a zealous and hard- 
core member of the -party who wouid accept discipline like no other 
Communist would. He had, I believe, threeplants in the New Bedford 
' area under UE contract with approximately 1,000 members, and may 
I add one percent were Communists or Communist sympathizers, 
ninety -nine percent-let themselves become dupes* 

John Cordeiro. Incidentally, John Cordeiro is the father-in-law 
of Douglas Perry. John Cordeiro has in his possession— or has had, I 
imagine, since tnese hearings started* and he made some effort to see 
that this item would not be in his home— but up to and prior to that 
time, he had the mimeograph machine for the New Bedford area, 
which was to be used in case .of a crisis where the district leadership 
would be arrested and we, in turn, would have to avail ourselves of 
6ur own methods of putting out propaganda. 

I would also like to point out that John Cordeiro has been an 
Officer of the previously mentioned club, the Alianca laberal Portu- 
gese Clube, the Secretary: He has exerted gr£at influence in this club. 
I would also like to inform the committee at this time that for a 
period of several years he conducted a fif teen-minute^ radio program 
'on Sunday in- the Portuguese language. The interesting part of this 
was that on significant dates, such as Mothers Day, he would make a 
speech relative to the fact that "your sons are dying in Korea. This 
is the time to see your Congressmen and get them back." I am not- 
saying this verbatim but this is the line he used. He used during 
Christmas "Peace" and right along the line for various other holidays. 

Manuel Kego, Fairhaven, Massachusetts, on ice, or as you respect- 
fully stated, a sleeper, which is the correct term; 

Mr. Arens. Where is he now? 

Mr. Penha, In Fairhaven, Massachusetts. His home has been 
used for top secret meetings from time to time. These meetings were 
only Imown to myself and the participants in that meeting. Not even 
^jtfanuelj&ego wa$ aware of"it until one or two hours prior to the 
meeting. 

Charles Frates, New Bedford; This man was very active in propa- 
ganda, jlowever, in mentioning propaganda, this was another device 
and technique of the party, He used to receive different pamphlets 
such as the New World Review, the Daily and Sunday Worker, the 
March of Labor, and others: and he would place them in our auto- 
mobiles^ in shop areas and the like, in churches and what have you, 
so that he felt it at least one person that evening, when he went out, 
would absorb and believe some- of it he would have accomplished 
something. 

Andrew Garczynski. This is the father of Olga Garczynski. He 
is the one that:brought into the labor youth movement both Olga 
and Tillie and he himself is a party member. . 

Incidentally, some time ago, this goes a few years back, according 
to what he told me, he was arrested in New Bedford, Massachusetts, 
for distributing party literature. He did not stay too long. How- 
ever, if the committee is- interested, they could check that further. 
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The next person is 'Olga Garczynski, Section Committee member, 
New Bedf bra, a true hard-core; Inember. I would also add that Olga 
Garczyhski was a secret party member in the National Silverplate, 
they call it, I believe, Company in New Bedford. Her purpose was to 
influence the .masses within, in jother words, to work as sort of an un- 
paid organizer for the TIE, which was attempting to organize the 
plant. 

(At this point Mr. Kearney left the hearing room.) 

Mr. Penha (continuing) . ' Manuel Pacheco. He was a rank and file, 
living in South Dartmouth, Massachusetts. He attempted and suc- 
ceeded at one time in getting^ some papers falsified in order to pro- 
tect a son-in-law who had come into the country illegally and who was 
working in the waterfronts of New Bedford. Subsequently at a later 
date his son-in-law went into Canada and, as I recall, did; come into the 
country then. 

Another thing I would like to add with Manuel Pacheco is that he 
was very active in promoting,, distributing of Marxist books and 
literature throughout the southern area of New Bedford, Massachu- 
setts. 

More, I would say on him would be that he applied a short time ago 
for renewal' of 'seaman's papers and I asked himu whether or not he 
intended' to^ get hafck ihtb the Merchant Marine or if he- had ever been 
in the Merchant Marine. He stated, that if it was at all necessary to 
get into- the Merchant Marine he wanted those papers. Therefore he 
applied again for those papers. Fortunately 'the Coast Guard did 
not give it" to 'him. 

Joseph Szocik, a rank and file member who was very active both 
in collecting dues for the party, sustainers, distributing literature, 
being of influence among the Polish minority group of New Bedford. 

John Humenuk— John has. since then heen expelled: for reasons of 
security. 

Mr. Arbns. Is-he still under Communist Party discipline? 

Mr. Pjsnjecal At this very moment I cannot say. As of a short 
time ago, yes>l He is* a person that has contributed extensively for 
the Communist conspiracy in the past. He is from New Bedford, 
Massachusetts. '* . 
• John Pachec o, New Bedford, Massachusetts, a contractor, " small 
contractor, very active in Communist fronts. Also one of our good 
sustainers 

• Edmund' Hirst, from New Bedf ord ; his main task, being, an elderly 
man, was to (expound the Communist propaganda. He received litera- 
ture in bulk form from Canada. The purpose of that was to place 
it in various bus stations, restaurants, cars, and the like. He also 
used a rather unique technique. He would send it by mail, using 
various people, including Olga Garczynski, 'to write the name of the 
individual so that it would not follow the. same pattern of the same 
persoii writing the envelope of some bf the addresses to Congressmen, 
to city councilors, to people in high positions, locally and statewide, 
without her return address. 

, Palmeda Crosley Eogerson. She is the wife of Eoy Kogerson. 
She has been in and out of the party. She has been more active iri 
political office^ that is, running for political office with the able sup- 
port of the UE and united front action in New Bedford'. I believe 
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she missed from being elected as a councilorratrlarge,by a mere hand- 
ful of vptes. She was also very active in the Progressive Party. 

Mr, Arens. She didn't run* on. the Communist Farty tickekassuch, 
did she? 

Mr. Penha. Absolutely not, sir. 

Mr. Arens. . She ran on the ticket of one of the great political par- 
ties, but failed to disclose her- connection with the. Communist Party,, 
is that correct? 

Mr. Penha. Sir, my recollection does not permit me^to say whether 
she ran as an Independent or Democrat. 

Mr. Arens, I have just been advised that the elections in New Bed- 
ford are non-partisan— that they do not have political parties in 
the city government. 

Mr. Penha. That is y?hy I say I don't recall exactly. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly proceed if yon please, sir. 

Mr. Penha; Roy Eogerson, the husband of Palmedk.Ecigerson. 

Mr. Arens. You have previously mentioned him. 

Mr. Penha. Yes; New Bedford, Massachusetts. 

Mr. Arens. Did you want to allude to Douglas Perry ? 

Mr.. Penha. I did, yes. I am sorry. Douglas Perry, New Bedford, 
Massachusetts, a UE organizer and Section Committee member, mem- 
ber of the. District Metals Commission and, chairman of the Section 
Metals Commission. 

May I say at this time that this man, a very intelligent man, both, 
as a Christian arid a Communist, is a person that is very zealous and 
accepts party discipline like no other person I know in labor circles. 
I would like to add I was informed this evening that my local town 
paper, the New Bedford Times, stated something to the effect, and 
I don't quote verbatim, but he was interviewed and he said "Lies, lies, 
lies." That is, again; typical of the party techniques. 

Mr. Arens. He M^as not under oath when he said "Lies, lies, lies^' to 
the newspaper reporter, was he? 

Mr. Penha. Absolutely not. 

Mr. Arens. We have him under subpena and we will see what he 
says in a day or two.here. 

Mr. Penha. I am glad that he is under subpena*; and at this time, 
if I may, I would like to address the public: in New Bedford that are 
close,* very closely related* to the TJE arid that..is ;ttey have* a vast 
opportunity of removing him, Eoy Eogerson, and a few other people 
if they wish. Ninety-nme percent of the people are not urider Com- 
munist domination willingly. Unwillingly they are. They have a 
tremendous- weapon. I hope, they take advantage of it as great 
Americans. 

Mr. Arens. Your next name,if you please, sir. 

Mr. Penha. John Vieira, Acushnet, Massachusetts, ari employee of 
Wamsutta Mills; While a member of the party he did a terrific job 
for the party under the leadership of Mike Eusso. The reward that he 
obtained was about a year and a half later — expulsion from the. party 
for security reasons. 

The next person Eolarid Botelho,. New Bedford, Massachusetts. 
This person, at present unemployed, was formerly; employed at. the' 
Bferkshire-Hathaway Mills in New Bedford. Incidentally, for the- 
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information of the committee,* at thkt time he was a shop steward, 
signing the Taft-Hartley law while a Communist. 

S ^ould like to raise one very pertinent point here about 
Roland. I may say two, if I may. 

One, I was instructed by Mike Russo at a secret meeting which was 
held inu my home to obtain complete information relative to the Hath- 
away mill for the purposes of making an. analysis insofar as textile 
goes in the South. This is the names, the addresses, the occupations, 
departments, types of work, and so forth, of * that plant. This was- a 
big task. Mike instructed riie- that nothing is< too big- in the party 
to do. I approached Roland Botelho. Within 10 days he obtained a 
copy which .came from the office of the president, Mr. Seabury Stanton. 

I wotilMV^lsd 4ike to point out, whfen Mr. 'Budenz came to New 
Bedford to speak at the New Bedford High School a short time ago* 
this same Botelho came< to me and said that he had a yery gdod idea, 
that he had spoken with other comrades. They thought it was 
excellent. 

"Roland Btftelho was a person who was well equipped, had a knack 
* of knowing how to work with different types of arms, even making 
them. He wanted to make a small bomb. 

Mr. Ajrens. Wheii you say Budenz, you mean Louis Budenz, for- 
mer editor of the Communist Daily Worker, who broke from ihe 
party ^long time ago and has been serving the Government by giving 
infqrmati^ 

lto;^E^^A: * ThUfeis correctysir. 

I will tell you, sir, at that time that was, one of the few times that * 
my hair had sort of risen up,, the few I got on my head. I knew 
Budenz. That is, I laie^ of him, I knew he was doing a terrific 
job. And I wanted that stopped. I had to meet with the district 
and convince them that this was not the thing to do. 

Mr. Arens. What were they going to do with the bomb he was 
going to create? 

Mr.-pENHA^ They were, going to place the bomb near the platform 
where-'he^was-'goihg; to speak. This, incidentally, was timed., This 
di'icf hoi' take* ,place ;pecause. of the -manner invwhich.I was able to con- 
vince the district, and believe you me, sir, it took a lot out of me to 
do it. . I think someone else aided me in this, namely, God. 

Mr. Doyle.. Di&you report that, to the FBI at the time? 

Mr. Penha. Sir; everything I have stated here has been reported 
dn detailin writing, to .the FBI. 

Mr. Doyle. Thank you. 

Mr. Motjlder. The committee will stand in recess for approxi- 
mately 5 minutes. 
(Brief recess.) 

(Committee members present : Representatives Moulder,,Doyle, and 
Mcintosh.)" 

Mr; Moulder. The committee will be in order. 
After conferring with my .colleagues on the. committee, the com- 
mittee will continue the hearing until ten o'clock, p., m., and then we 
wili recess until teii o'clock in the morning- 
Mr. Arens. Mr:, Periha, I am not sure that the record is quite clear 
" idn these, specific details which you gave just before the recess. You 
alluded just befote the recess to the creation of a bomb which was 
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to be used by the Communist Party to blow up or -kill Louis Budenz^ 
Can you give us the details in summary form on that how $ . 

Mr. Penha. Yes, sir.. When I, was first approached fry Roland 
Botelho, we had, l believe, three or four meetings on this matter. 
First, he illustrated how he was going to work it out, how he had it 
planned. He presented tame a sketch of the auditorium of the school, 
the exits, and just how he could get in beforehand and. place it and 
be. able to get out without being noticed. The purpose of it Was" that 
it was felt in the party that Budenz was doing a terrific' job for the 
United States Government and its people and it was f elt.that if such 
an accident wQuld occur it. would eliminate another great, American, 
thus putting, the party in the position of ib$ing that much stronger 
with oneness-person to confront with and worry about. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly proceed with the next name? 

Mr. Penka. Would you kindly tell me the last one I had? 
. Arens. The last person you were talking about was Roland 
Botelho. * 

Mr. Penha. 'The next person, Louis Dimitroff. His legal name, 
although always popularly known as Louis Dimitroff, is Louis Dimit- 
roff Kushaff . He was one of the parties in the estate of Maud DTiaze. 
His home was also used .as i front for bulk material from the Com- 
munist Party. He is from New Bedford, Massachusetts. 

Tillie • Cropper, New Bedford. She is a. sister of ' Olga Garczynski 
'J ohh Harrison. His whereabouts at the present is in. Connecticut. 
He is a son. of Maud D'haze. He did in some >way , create, a -block, so 
to speak, in the will, by demanding that part of the moneys and 
estate.be gjven to. him. which ^yas^ done; 

Albert Tremblay, New Bedford. Alb^rji^r-remblay was used as a 
mail front for party literature and publications. He also distributed 
them to party people who did ncjt want them to be sent directly to 
.their homes. He was. also responsible for collecting of dues. 

Ethel Smith, South Dartmouth, Massachusetts. She was quite ac- 
tive in . legitimate organizations in carrying out the party line. ' 

Edward Teixeira. He was last known to me to be in the Boston 
area. 

1 ra*y add that Teixeira was recruited into the party by Douglas 
Perry. 

^ Again I wisli to make emphasis on the fact that a Colonizer' as;sueh> 
is equipped with many virtues and with many capabilities- This; is 
indicative of one of them, 

Alphedge Carreau, New Bedford, textile worker, who had an ex- 
treme influence among the workers and officers of the plant he was 
working at in New Bedford. 

Guilherme Hilario was active in a Communist f ront organization - 

Incidentally, for th§ information of the committee, he recently made 
a visit to the Azores, Portuguese colony, and' as I understand it, they 
have to Ml out certain forms in so fair- as Communist activities go. 

Phil Mamber. His last whereabout^ to my knowledge, is m the 
^oston area. He was of tremendous influence iri New Bedford 'at 
their Berkshire-Hathaway Mills. 

Mr, Aeents. May I invite your attention to the District Metals 
Commission of the Communist Party. We.have already talked about 
the- members of the Communist Party known by you m Fall River 
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Massachusetts. So I invite your attention now to the subject* of "the 
District Metals Commission of the Communist Party. First of all, 
tell us what is or was the District Metals Commission of the Com- 
munist Party? 

Mr. Penha. The District Metals Commission is an organization, 
set up by the party for the party, a tool of the party to carry out the 
party discipline, the party policy within the vital industries in New 
England' in various forms, particularly, I may atdd, in the legislative 
field, 

Mr. Arens. Who is chairman of the National Metals Commission 
of the Cpmmunist Party? * / 
. Mr. Penha. The chairman of the National Metals Commission is 
Walter Barryv 

Mr; Arens. Is he located in New York? 

Mr. pENHA; N v ew York area, yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Ntiw give us the names, please, of the persons known 
by you to a certainty to be members of the Communist New England 
District. Metals Commission? 

Mr. Penha. Eddie Garfield, Douglas Perr^,-Kobert Goodwin, Paul 
Eosenkrants, Alex Leith, and Aba Hoffman. I attended several of 
their meetings, but I was not a direct member as such. 

Mr. Ajrens. Mr. Chairman^ it is approaching the hour which the 
Chair announced its intention to recess. 

I suggest to the Ch&ir we have arrived at a point in the general 
pattern of interrogation where, it might w well to suspend for the 
evening. 

Mr. Motoder. Very well. The committee will recess until ten 
o'clock tomorrow morning.

Mr. Arens. Would you excuse me -a moment, please, Mrs. Foster? 

1 wonder, Mr. Foster, if you could push those microphones a little 
closer to her so the public address system would pick up her voice a 
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little clearer and the committee would be better able to hear her testi- 
mony. 

Mrs. Foster. I was educated in that area in the public schools, in 
private schools in Massachusetts and in New Hampshire. 

Mr. Arens. In passing, may I ask if you and Mr. Foster have 
children? 

Mrs. Foster. We have two sons, one 21 and one 16. 
Mr. Arens. And where are the children now ? 

Mrs. Foster. One is a junior at Cornell University and studying 
electrical engineering, and the other one is a sophomore in the Nashua 
high school. 

Mr. Arens. Mrs. Foster, may I ask when was it that your children 
learned for the first time that you are and have been for several years 
an undercover agent in the Communist Party ? 

Mrs. Foster. Night before last. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us, if you please, if it isn't too personal — if it is, 
we certainly don't want to probe — what transpired in the process ot 
your enlightenment of your children of your work ? 

Mrs. Foster. I phoned my son out in Ithaca, N. Y., and he couldn't 
believe it. He said, "Not my little mommy." 

Mr. Arens. That is your son who goes to Cornell ? 

Mrs. Foster. Cornell. 

Mr. Arens. When did you join the Communist Party ? 
Mrs. Foster. I j oined in June, spring of 1947. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly tell us the circumstances which 
caused you to join the Communist Party ? 

Mrs. Foster. I was living on Cape Cod in Cotuit at the time, dur- 
ing the war in my husband's absence, and I wanted to get into some 
community activity, so I became a den mother. I had 16 Cub Scouts, 
and therefore I was asked to go to Hyannis and talk to mothers and 
fathers about working with Cub Scouts. At that time I was intro- 
duced to an FBI agent, and I just sort of jokingly asked him if he had 
any job that I might have in a position as a woman working for the 
FBI. He said no, women were not given the jobs in the FBI. 

Mr. Arens. Mrs. Foster, may I ask you, if convenient, for a little 
different arrangement on the microphones ? Frankly, I think perhaps 
I am about the only one here who is actually hearing your testimony. 
The committee is another several feet away and having difficulty 
hearing. 

Mr. Kearney. The one in the middle. That might be helpful. 

Mrs. Foster. It seems I can hear things in my ears. 

Mr. Arens. If the person who is operating this sound public- 
address system might be able to work with it a little perhaps it would 
be a little easier for us to discern just what you are saying. Proceed. 

Mrs. Foster. Do you want me to repeat ? 

Mr. Arens. I believe if you go ahead on the theme that you 
were pursuing when you approached the agent of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. 

Mrs. Foster. I asked him if there was a job in their organization for 
me, because I wanted to do some sort of work during the war and I 
like investigative work. They said no, they didn't hire women; but 
they did have a job, a very hard job and a very interesting job, and 
one that would be very helpful to my country if I would be inter- 
ested and so 
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Mr. Arens. When, please ? 

Mrs. Foster, That was in 1945, in the fall of 1945. 

So I was asked to— no, I was told what it would be about, and it 
was to be^ about collecting information and evidence on Communist 
activities in this part of the country, and I was given a week to think 
it over. 

Mr. Arens. Did you discuss it with your husband? 
Mrs. Foster. Yes, I did. 

Mr. Arens. He has been thoroughly kept abreast of your activities 
as an undercover agent in the Communist Party, is that correct ? 
Mrs. Foster. Yes, he has. 

Mr. Arens. I think it might be interesting for our record if you 
tell us what Bill's job is. 

Mrs. Foster. He is a sales director for the Nashua Corp. in Nashua, 
N. H. And I would like to say right here that without him I never 
could have done it. He spent many sleepless nights, and he is a 
wonderful guy, worrying about me. 

Mr. Akens. Mrs. Foster, Avould you kindly proceed. In 1945 you 
had that arrangement worked out. Hoav long was it before you 
actually did assume, by techniques which we don't need to explore 
now, full status in the Communist Party ? 

Mrs. Foster. It was from the fall of 1945 until the spring of 1947. 

Mr. Arens. It was almost 2 years before you actually were admit- 
ted into membership in the Communist Party ? 

Mrs. Foster. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. I should like to ask you on the basis of your back- 
ground and experience as an undercover agent in the Communist 
Party how serious is the Communist Party now, this minute, in the 
New England area ? 

Mrs. Foster. I think it is more serious than it has ever been in 
the entire history of the party. 

Mr. Arens. How can that be, Mrs. Foster, when we see and hear 
pronouncements to the effect that the number of Communists has 
been reduced, and we hear statements, public statements, by certain 
officials to the effect that the American people will never go for 
communism? How can you, as an undercover agent in the Commu- 
nist Party, with years of extensive experience, make the statement 
that the Communist Party is today more a menace, more serious, than 
ever before? 7 

Mrs. Foster. Those who are left in the Communist Party are what 
I call dyecl-in-the-woolers. They are hard-core Communists, if I 
may repeat what I have heard here. They are very, very clever. 
They know how to manipulate themselves into all kinds of organiza- 
tions, into trade unions, into schools, colleges, and almost any organi- 
zation of any importance in this country. 

Mr. Arens. They multiply their influence, do they not, bv getting 
at nerve centers in our country ? 

Mrs. Foster. I don't know if they multiply the numbers. 

Mr. Arens, I say their influence. 

Mrs. Foster. Yes, their influence, that is true they do, and they are 
very hard to detect by the average American because really on the 
surface they are just like you and me. I find, if I didn't know who 
they were— they are very brilliant people, well spoken, a lot of them, 
well read, and it is very difficult to know who they are. 
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Mr. Arens. Is. there any question in your mind hut what the Com- 
munist operation in the United States with its thousands of parties 
pants and its tens of thousands, if not hundreds of thousands o± per- 
sons under Communist discipline, is "part and parcel of a conspiracy 
controlled from- Moscow ? 

Mrs. Foster. Thereis no doubt whatsoever. # t 

Mr. Arens. May we revert to the chronology of your activity in -the 
Communist conspiracy and ask you. to tell us who recruited you into 
the Communist Party I 

Mrs. Foster. Joy Clark 

Mr. Arens. And give us just a word about J oy Clark. 

Mrs. Foster. Joy Clark was a colonizer, a young girl who was sent 
to Nashua to work in textile mills there and to head the Communist 
movement in the southern part of New Hampshire. Do you want 
me to 

Mr. Arens. Do you here and now identify Joy Clark as a person 
known by you to be a Communist ? 

Mrs. Foster. I will have to go back a little bit. I have to go back 
to Cape- Cod. , . 

After I gavemy answer, "Yes," to this FBI agent, I was informed 
that Joe Figueiredo in New Bedford, a Communist, wasgiving radio 
broadcasts every weekend, and it was suggested that I listen to them 
and that I mail him a letter telling that T was interested in the party, 
which I did. He wrote^ne a letter and asked me -to come and see him. 
I made many calls on him. When I got ready to leave Cape Cod 
and come back to New Hampshire at the^end of the war, he suggested 
that I get in contact with Elba Chase Nelson who was chairman of 
the Communist Party in New Hampshire, and I believe he must have 
written her a letter. I went up to see her, and after that .call she came 
down and saw me and brought Joy Clark and introduced her and 
said. I would be, working with ner at Nashua and named her as a Com- 
munist. I am sorry to take so lorig. 

Mr. Arens. That is perfectly all right. What were Joy Clark's 
duties in Nashua ? K . 

Mrs. Foster. She was supposed to call meetings and recruit new 
Communists and to work within lier union, to work on the bosses of 
the union to try to carry the party line along in the union work. She 
didn't have very much luck, but she tried. 

Mr. Arens. Did she subsequently leave New Hampshire ? 

Mrs. Foster. Yes. She did. She finally left. She. wasn't there 
too long. 

Mr; Arens. I wonder if before we proceed further you would tell 
us about your own experience in respect to Communist Party dis- 
cipline over the individuals, in the lives of the individual comrades. 

Mrs. Foster. My own experience? 

Mr. Arens. Yes. 

Mrs. Foster.. Well, I was expected to do what I was told to do, re- 
gardless of whether it happened to be a church day or party planned 
with my husband or something to do with the children. If there was 
something they wanted done, it wouldn't ha^ve set well if I hadn't 
done.it. If a- meeting was called, I was certainly expected to be there 
regardless. 
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Mr. Arens. How, may I ask you, did you keejp your activities within 
the conspiracy-^and I know you had to go all' over the New England 
area— J: rom the children ? 
. Mrs. Foster. I do have very curious children so it was a little 
harder perhaps than it would have been with some children who 
didn't pay much attention. I made up a lot of stories, and my family 
does a lot of hunting, fishing, golfing, all the prevailing sports you 
can name in New Hampshire because we have-one of the most wonder- 
ful states in the whole country for that, so it was* very easy for me" to 
say that I was going fishing and that I was going hunting, or I used 
the camera also as a front. 

Mr. Arens. You are a camera fan ? 

Mrs. Foster. I was. At that time I was an amateur,, but I did do 
newspaper work, and I have been doing newspaper work since the 
beginning of the war. 

And I am willing to have any and all pictures taken whenever you 
allow them to be taken, but they may not be very good. 

Mr. Arens. Thank you. 

But you kept your husband advised at all times of all of your moves ? 
Mrs. Foster. Yes, I did. He was my babysitter a great deal- of the 
time. 

Mr. Arens. In view of the atheistic nature of the conspiracy* anti- 
Crod concepts, were you able as a comrade and undercover agent to 
keep,your children in Sunday school ? 

Mrs. Foster. Well* I wasn't -able to send them— I would have J been, 
SM^S r ?T P e ^, ha Ps of being scolded or maybe worse than that, but I 
±elt that I had to send them to a Sunday school somewhere so I just 
picked a Sunday school that was acceptable to them. I would rather 
not name the.church. 

Mr. Arens. Did you hold office in the Communist Party in Nashua ? 

Mrs. Foster. After a while Joy Clark left, then I had the duty of 
|ecretary. I couldn't be a chairman of the group in Nashua because- 
I didn<t belong to a union. 

Mr. Arens. As secretary did you have access to the names of the 
trusted comrades? 

Mrs. Foster. Yes, I did. 

Mr. Arens. Did you hold any other offices in the Communist Party ?' 

Mrs. t Foster^ After awhile I was, invited to participate in the state 
executive meetings of the Communist Party' in New Hampshire. 

Mr. Arens. Was the New Hampshire State Committee part of a 
larger entity of the Communist-Party ? 

Mrs. Foster. Yes, it was. It was within District 1 of New England. 

Mr. Arens. District 1 encompassed New England ? 

Mrs. Foster. New England. 

Mr. Arens. Where are the headquarters of District 1? 
Mrs. Foster. Boston. 

Mr. Arens. Based on your experience .in the Communist Party, 
could you tell us whether or not the Communist Party is a politick 
party. 

Mrs. Foster. No, it is not. 

Mr:. Arens. What is it? 

Mrs. Foster. It is a conspiracy. 

Mr. Are^s. May we revert to the chronology of your career? What 
were your duties as secretary of the Communist Party of Nashua? 
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Mrs. Foster I was supposed to collect dues and spread party prop- 
aganda. I was supposed to call meetings, send out cards, tell them 
when meetings would be, and sometimes I would have to contact a 
speaker who was coming from Boston, from the Boston oince; and 1 
contacted various sympathizers and fellow travelers who would be in- 
terested in the written matter that we had. 

Mr. AiusNS, In: this capacity you, of course, had the opportunity to 
learn the identity of other Communists in' the vicinity, did you not ? 

Mrs. Foster. Yes. . , . 

Mr. Arens. Did the Nashua group include people other than irom 
the immediate corporateiimits of the city ? 

■ Mrs. Foster. Yes, it did, o 
Mr. Arbns. What general area was included- m the Nashua groupi 
Mrs. Foster Really the central southern.area of the state. Do you 

want me to give boundaries ? 
Mr. Arens. Please. 

Mrs., Foster. They went about as far west as Wilton, New Hamp- 
shire,and Nashua, Hudson. That is about it. 

Mr. Arens. Mrs, Foster, would you kindly give us the name of each 
person who to- jour certain knowledge was a Communist in -the Nashua 
vicinity, and give us a word about each one of them, a word of char- 
acterization or description, please? 

Mrs. Foster. The number one Com munist family m Nashua, jNew 
H arnpshirejw as theT^brWtastrfamlly,.. 

"Tlr. , Ajrb*ts. And who in that family were comrades, to your knowl- 

flrs. Fosteh. In that family the mother was ,Ka|e^5^rowoiski. 
She was in the beginning working in the mill and a very strong, union

Mrs. Foster. He is now in jEoland. He went to Poland of his own 
volition just before 1950. Hewas a very close friend of Dobrowolskis

They were^an old 
couple, occasionally came to meetings an^paicTtheir dues. And I do 
not have much else to say about them.

At least two of those boys in that 
iamily would be with nte when she was explaining the Communist 
I arty to us, and that is all that she did in the way of lessons or 
schooling. But she introduced me to most of the people, the majority 
of the people that I think that I mentioned who were Communists, 
Joy introduced ane to, including a lot of people in Boston and people 
m the states that she knew at that time.

Mrs. Foster Otherwise, I might have met him at meetings, 
does it nST S ' Communist Pa ^y has a very tight security system, 
Mrs. Foster. Yes, it does. 

Mr. Areks. In which they do not let some comrades know who other 
comrades are? 
Mrs. Foster. That is true. 

Mr. Arens. It is very difficult for Government agencies to get 

folks and to penetrate , to 

Mrs; Foster. Yes, it is. 

Mr. Arens. the inner sanctums in order to see- a complete pat- 
tern, isn't that correct ? * 1 

Mrs. Foster. That is true. The only way that I think that can be 
taken care of is for the American people to be educated as to how 
these people operate. No matter who is pulling the strings somebody 
has to be out there as a puppet. And I think that when the mothers 
and lathers and the people of this country are thoroughly aware of 
exactly how this thing works, with party members working on the 
out|icie, we won't have anything more to worry about. 

Mr. Areists. You told me, and I think it might be weU to direct 
your attention to it. You told me at one time if it weren't for the 
Communist Party dupes in the United States, people who do the job 
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of the* Communist Party with the Communists pulling the strings, we 
wouldn't have anything to worry about. That was the essence of 
what you told me. 

Mrs. Foster. That is right , _ t 

Mr. Arens. Do you care to elaborate on that at this time, the extent 
to which the hard-core operatives multiply their effectiveness by get- 
ting dupes, and the like, to do their work ? 

Mrs. Foster. Well, they are. Eight now, of course, is a wonderful 
time for the party to be working because of this recession with some 
people out of work, and they can get people easier if they are either a 
little neurotic or down-trodden or having hard times, and they really 
like that. As a matter of fact, when I first entered the party, they 
were rather disappointed that we didn't have another depression, wd 
we often discussed that. They said it was a little slow commg, tor; 
it might be .along pretty soon. m 

Mr. Arens. Now may we proceed with identification or -p^fqns ■ 
known by you there to be members of the Communist Party? , 

Mrs. Foster. To finish up with Joy Clark. She left us afc^ut— 
about — 2 years after I had known her for 2 years and Went to' 
New Bedford, and she told me she was going down there to be 
trained to become a countrywide worker in union methods and or- 
ganization-. And as far as I know, she went down there and did 
some kind of newspaper work and reports or something for the Daily 
Worker in that area. N I am not certain. 

Mr. Arens. She is presently out on the coast ? 

Mrs. Foster. Yes. She and Joe Figueiredo, if they are still to- 
gether, should be out in California somewhere. 

Mr. ArenS; Would ^ou kin$y proceed with the next one ? 

Mrs. Foster. There is M^e^femiis^ 

Mr. Areks. I think it is only l^rTMr. Chairman, for me to recite 
that on the basis of information which we have, Mike Biturnis, who 
was a one-time member of the Communist Party, lias since 1954 
cooperated with Government agencies and is no longer in the party. 
Can you confirnrthat, Mrs. Foster ? 

Mrs. Foster.. I cannot. 

Mr. Arens. You cannot confirm that? 

Mrs. Foster. I didn't know that, No. 

Mr. Arens, Yes. 

Mrs. Foster. He was sort of a little bit over a middle-aged man, 
and when Joy first came to Nashua she had a mimeograph machine 
in one of his rooms in the center of the city of Nashua. I went there 
with her, and I don't know that she slept there, but she cooked her 
meals there because I helped her. I also helped her mimeograph 
some leaflets there, And that is all that I have to say about Mike 
Biturnis. He may have come to a meeting, but I don't recall ever 
seeing him at certainly not very many. Then, that of course was my 
first year, 1947, Then we go to B&nnv, the Iceman, Maskiewicz.

Mrs. Foster. He is a very pleasant individual. He was a dyed- 
in-the-wooler as far as Communists go. He is a very close friend of 
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the Dobrowolski family. He drank a little heavily so he wasn't too 
dependable for the party work, but he did help us out whSn he could. 
Mi% Arens. Did he contribute to the party ? 

Mrs. Foster. Yes, he did.. He contributed regularly to the- party 
tnancially and paid his dues when we could catch him. 
Mr. Arens. Is he a citizen, or is he an alien ? 

Mrs. Foster I think he had been in this country at that time about 
52 years,- and I remember very clearly he was not. He did not have 
any i papers. I don't know very much -about citizenship papers, but 
he didn't have any. rJrf ' 

Mr. Arens. Is there another name, please ? 

Mrs Foster I might add that there were picnics held at his--he 
raised hogs m the town of Hudson, and it is where Hugo De,Gregory 
lives now. He held picnics there. The party held picnics thefe to 
which, members of the Boston Communist Party and surrounding 
areas occasionally came. 

^E^^liberg Cam6 ^ 1 remember da y were Dave and 
TE^exT one is JacdB^ida. He was introduced to me by Elba 
Uiase Nelson. In fact, ElKi would come down on the train; and I 
wuld drive her around. We would visit various people, and take 
mtormation to them and either collect their dues or money from them 
and sort of keep them in touch with the party.

Mrs. Foster. Yes, that is true. I know that. He was expelled 
trom the party.

He had some friends who came over from Poland, I think it was 
Roland, but I could be wrong, but one of the countries dbminated 
by Kussia, and he learned from them that things were not the way 
they had been painted to him over here, that they are having a very 
hard time and people really were down, being held^undc* the iron 
thumb and that these people had gotten out of the country, come over 
here to live a good life.

-to re-register him in 1950 and he refused to be re-registered then. 

Mr. AipjNS. In 1950 D'Orlando, refused to be re-registered as a 
Communist, is that correct? 

Mrs. Foster. Yes, He was very upset over Philbrick's testimony 
and.said that he had known him> 

Mr. Arens. Did he announce to you that he was becoming dis- 
associated from the Communist Party or did he give some expla- 
nation— — 

Mrs. Foster. No, he didn't. 

Mr. Arens. as to why he would not re-register in your par- 
ticular group of the Communist Party ? m 

Mrs. Foster. I am sorry. I can't recall what he said about it other 
than that. But he did say that he preferred to go< to meetings dbwn 
around the Boston area, than he did to ours, because he had a lot of 
friends down there. And that is wherfc he read his papers. He 
wouldn't buy the Daily Worker or the Sunday Worker from me. He 
'didn't take a subscription because his parishioners had access to his 
house and could come any time they wanted to. They told me, both 
of them, that they read their papers down there, not their papers, but 
somebody's papers. 

Mr. Arens. I should like to get the record clear on this. In 1950,- 
when he told you that :he was attending meetings in the Boston area 
and therefore 

Mrs. Foster. Gatherings in the Boston area, I don't know that 
they were formal meetings,, just gatherings. 

Mr. Arens. Did he indicate to you whether or not those meetings 
that he was then attending in Boston were Communist meetings? 

Mrs. Foster. He didn't announce that they were Communist meet- 
ings. But my understanding was that they were. 
• Mr. .Arens. Did you know his wife, Polly D'Orlando, to be a 
Communist? 

Mrs..FosTER. Yes.^ 

Sir. Arens. Did you collect Communist Party dues from her? 
Mrs. Foster. I collected for her from her husband. 
Mr.ARENS. Is there another name? 

Mrs. Foster. Hugo De Gregory is my next name. He first came to 
Nashua ; I first met him when he was sent there by the Boston office 
to give some classes in Marxism. Louise Dobrowolski and I had gone 
down to the office hera^m Boston and asked for material which we ^ 
would like to have,,?^^^^!, teach us as he had offered to teach us.. * * 
And they very nicely gave us everything that we needed and said that g 7 
they would send it. We talked to Mrs. Timpson about this and Ann 
Garfield and, I believe v Dave Eosenberg at that time. We made an 
appointment from the Progressive Book Shop before- we went up to 
the office to be sure it was. all right to go up there. Then after we 
got home, I got a letter; or we got a letter, I don't remember which of 
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us it was, stating that Hugo De Gregory would be coining to teach the 
classes, and there were about 9, for sure, Glasses held in the various 
subjects. 

Mr. Arens. Before we go to the next name, I would like to revert 
again to the Eeverend Albert D'Orlando. Is there any possibility 
that the payments made by D'Orlando to you were not Communist 
Party dues? 

Mrs. Foster. Not to my knowledge. 

Mr. Arens. Did jou collect them as dues? 

Mrs. Foster. 1 .did. Only once or twice, however, because I went 
with other people the other times. 

Mr Ahens. Are you absolutely , certain that the Reverend Albert* 
D Orlando was a member of the Communist Party? 

Mrs. Foster. Yes, I am. 

Mr. Arens. As of what period of time ? What was the latest date ? 

Mrs. Foster. I was taken and introduced to them by Elba Chase 
.Nelson, and she was the one -who introduced me to them as Com- 
munists. 

Mr. Arens. What is the,latest period of time at which you can to a 
certainty swear that the Reverend Albert D'Orlando was a member of 
the Communist Party ? 

Mrs.. Foster. Well, Hugo and I went to re-register him in 1950, 
sometime in 1950, and it may have been a lapse of a few months over 
the time that we should have gone, but I would say it was safe to say 
a year and a half before that he had heen registered. 

Mr. Arens. And he said he would not re-register because of Phil- 
brick's testimony, is that correct ? 

Mrs. Foster. I would like to say that it is possible that Philbrick 
hadn't testified at that time and he might have said that at some other 
time when I went there. There is a possibility of that. But he 
did say that to me, and I saw them right after it happened. And 
. they were very upset about it. And. they left there soon after that. 

Mr. Arens. Mrs. Foster, I think that I should announce to you 
that Reverend D'Orlando was subpenaed to, appear before the com- 
mittee in executive session. The announcement i am making no^ is 
after consultation with the members of the committee, that in the 
course of the interrogation in executive session of the Reverend 
D'Orlando in Washington we asked him in effect whether or not he 
had ever been a member of the Communist Party. He invoked his 
constitutional privileges up to and including 1945 or 1946. There- 
after, we asked him about "Communist Party activities and member- 
ship and he asserted that at a period after about 1945 or 1946 he had 
made payments or contributions to the Communist Party but denied 
that he had paid money as dues. That is the reason why I am press- 
ing you on this point. Are you certain that since 1945 or '46 you, 
while an undercover agent of the FBI, can testify that the Reverend 
D'Orlando did pay not just contributions or a money gift, but dues 
to the Communist Party?. 

Mrs. Foster. I would like to say— could I say this: That reports ' 
were sent m on this to the FBI here in Boston, and I am sure they 
will be available to you on that. And may I answer that 

Mr; Asms. I would rather not get into that subject matter now. 
I would like to see if you-^ — 
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Mrs. Foster. I am certain. . 

Mr. Arens. Are you certain? . T ,

Mr. Arens. She is the one who was deported ? 
Mrs. Foster. Yes. I met her several times. 

I don't have Mary Figueirido down here, but she was mentioned to 
me as a Communist by Joseph Figueiredo at the time. But I never 
.met her.

Dave Kosenberg, I am sorry I don't' know what his position was, 
when I first met him, but I always thought of him as being pretty 
high up in the Boston circle, and he came to New Hampshire on sev- 
eral ocQasnons to our meetings.

Fred ; yS^d ley is a mail who called on me at my home, and I can ? t 
recainvHroiir conversation was except that I know it had to- do 
1 with the. party, and on two or three different occasions. That is all 
1 can tell you about him. 

Phil Bineau, he offered to teach us. He was staying for a. little 
while with the Dobrowolskis, and in the conversation with Louise and 
myself he offered to teach us Marxism classes in Nashua, and that was 
the time we went to Boston and got the information down there, and' 
they sent Hugo up instead. That is all I can tell you about him. 

Mr. Are:is t s. Mrs. Foster, this committee is interested in developing 
as much information as possible on the sources of Communist Party 
finances. Can you give us any information, that will shed light on 
this subject? 

Mrs. Foster. Money was collected in many ways. It was collected , 
through dues. It was collected through selling party literature. It ' 
was Qollected at picnics with a raffle, people bringing things. It was 
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collected by taking a round of collections at a meeting. In taking 
one collection, the chairman would say, "Well, now let's have ^11 
paper money you have in your pocket." So then a hat would be 
passed around, and all the money would go in, and then it could come 
back again for ail the change that was left in .the -pocket. 

Mr. Arens. How did he expect them to get home ? 

Mrs. Foster. I don't know. . 

I know that at a. Progressive Party meeting that we had, I thipk 
for Wallace, the money was raised by asking everybody in the au- 
dience to wave a dollar bill or better in- his hand. The man stood 
up there to do that and waited until everybody got something up, 
and t wanted to take a picture and got up there to take the picture 
and the bulb didn't gp off. 

Mr. Kearney. They still took capitalist money? 

Mrs. Foster. There were also special drives and. assessments. Every 
time-somebody got sick or every time somebody was arrested or some- 
body was iii jail or all sorts of things money had to be raised for it 
to help them x>ui>- — for the civil liberties and the foreign born 
drives and, of course, for the famous IS. There were many of them. - 
So we held parties and so forth. 

Mr. Arens. G)ver the course of years we have the evidence justly 
established as to the control by the Communist Party in hundreds of 
organizations across this Nation, Mrs. Foster, Communist fronts, and 
now what we call Communist fronts-in-front of the fronts.. To what 
extent does the Communist conspiracy utilize these fronts and fronts- 
in-front of the fronts for the purpose of siphoning money from the 
American people? 

Mrs. Foster. I think you will have to split up that for* me. 

Mr. Ajusns. Was money raised, not in the name of the Communist 
Party, but in the name of various causes through front groups? 

Mrs. Foster. It was in some- instances. 

Mr. Arexs t s. Could you tell us about the instances of which you have 
knowledge? 

Mrs. Foster. The Minute Women for Peace, for instance, would 
be one. The Progressive Party, of course, in New Hampshire was 
Communist dominated and that money used by the Progressive Party, 
actually was being. used by Communists also. We didn't :have very 
many organizations^ in New Hampshire which were used as fronts 
in the way that you mean, 

Mr. Arens. xou mentioned Communist Party dues, can you give 
us any information as to the amount of the dues and the distribution 
of the dues? 

Mrs. Foster. They ranged from 100 up to almost any amount. If 
somebody had a lot of money and wanted to pledge a certain amount 
for dues they didn't have to, but I. know they did. 100 dues would 
be for somebody that was unemployed, 350 would be for a woman 
who whs probably a housewife, 500 possibly for the husband who 
was working in that family. And it would go*on up. I think I paid 
$1.25 myself, and I think the D'Orlandos paid $1.25, if I am not , 
mistaken. I know that Kate Dobrowolski paid $1.25 for her dues, 
and she was at times, I believe, employed. 

The dues were sort of arranged according to the jobs or the wealth 
perhaps, that these people had. I am unable to remember all of 
them. 
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Mr. Ajrens. You mentioned earlier that Joy Clark was a colonizer. 
Do you have any other information concerning efforts of the Commu- 
nist Party to colonize within anindustry in thisV^?^^ 

Mrs. Foster. The only other^mention of tha^^s^arluhcheon that 
I had with Joe Figueiredo in Boston at Jaco^\W"irth ? s ,one day,, and 
he explained it to me. I don't rememt>er wlieBEer I asked him or 
what, but he explained it. He told me that an ideal colonization 
.unit would be approximately 10 people to be placed, to go into an 
area and work that area, and, of course, that number of people would 
be able to build up the numbers and also to work better in union 
organizations and meetings that they might go to and carry on the 
work more efficiently., 

Mr. Arens. During the time you were active in the, Communist 
Party wliat security measures were exercised by the party ? 

Mrs. Foster. There were a lot of security measures. At meetings, 
for instance, the cards that I sent out .had nothing on them except 
just the date and maybe my initials, and the people would know 
where they were supposed to go. Sometimes the address was given, 
but no information on those cards to start with. 

Mr. Arens. How about records? Do they presently keep records 
as the Eotary Club or Kiwanis Club would, o>r do they have a little 
different system? ■ 

Mrs. Foster. I was told that, no records of members were kept 
when I first joined. Joy Clark told me that the information that I 
had given her that she wrote down on a card was to be transferred 
on onionskin paper — I suppose just copy paper— and placed in 
comrades 5 homes. And I know that later on those were also sup- 
posed to have been burned and destroyed, and the people in their 
own areas were supposed to have memorized the names of all mem-, 
bers, sympathizers,' and fellow travelers. I had to do it for the south- 
ern part of New Hampshire and Muriel Gravelle did it for the 
northern part. 

Mr. Arens. How about the telephone? Was that an instrument 
that was utilized by the party ? 

Mrs. Foster. We were not supposed to use the telephone for party 
business or to talk about it over the phone^beeause we didn't have 
many dial systems up there. Also Ab^Welanlc_o warned us not to 
put return addresses on envelopes. /ViH 

Mr. Arens. In the event or an arrest of a comrade or the event 
a comrade was subpenaed before an investigative committee what 
techniques were to be followed ? 

Mrs. Foster. They were to give out no -information whatsoever, but 
to contact one of several people that were designated in the state. 
Through them they would receive instructions and help from an out- 
side lawyer. 

Mir. Arens. To what extent did they undertake to utilize sympa- 
thizers and dupes? 

Mrs. Foster. The only instance that I can think of is .that when 
our records were moved from the home of Elba Chase Nelson to 
Muriel Gravelle's home, shortly after that it was decided for security 
reasons that they would be placed in the home of sympathizers un- 
known to anyone in the party. Thait is all I know. 
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Mr. Arens. Can you give us the- names, now of people who were 
known to you to be Communist Party members- who were also leaders 
in the Progressive Party? 

Mrs. Foster. Muriel Gravelle, Abraham Welankq. 

Mr.AjRENS. EolandGray?' 

Mrs. Foster. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. How about' Charles Beebe? * 
Mrs. Foster. He *was a committee delegate for ;the Progressive 
Party. He was chosen as a delegate. m ■ 

Mr. Arens. Harold Home, does that name register withyou* 
Mrs; Foster; He was once the chairman of the Progressive Party. 
Mr. Arens. Was:he likewise a Communist? 
Mrs/F oster. Yes, he was. m 

Mr. Arens. These people that you have just talked about were all 
^khown by you as a certainty to fte members of the Communist Party, 
is ^that correct? 

Mrs. Foster. Yes. ^ 

Mr. Arens. Did the Communist Party select as- the head o± the ifvo^ 
gressive Party a Communist Party member ? # 

Mrs. Foster. No, they did not. Not after the commencing o± it, 

Mr. Asens. Did the Communist Party undertake to .utilize the 
churches and similar good organizations in the furtherance of its 
campaign and program ? , , . • i i i 

Mrs. Foster. I was called by the Dobrowolski family one day and 
told somebody wanted to see me, and I went down and met Manny 
Blum out in the street. He told me that he had orders to give me 
and asked me to arrange a forum in my church, through my minister, 
and that would include- a high-ranking member of the- Progressive 
Party and then other lay members on that same forum. I sort of 
balked because I wasn't looking forward to asking, my -minister that. 
He said it was an order and that :he wanted the answer within. so,many 
days. So I did go and ask him. The>answer was No. 

Mr. Arens. This committee is vitally interested in Communist 
propaganda, Mrs. Foster, particularly in the form of booklets, leaflets, 
and the like. Can you give us any information as.to how Communist 
propaganda is distributed in the New Hampshire area?' 

Mrs Foster. Most of our meetings were attended by someone irom 
the Boston office. It would either be Anrie Burlak Timpson or Manny 
Blum or Daniel Boone Schirmer .or many of the others, and they 
would come armed with, all the latest in pamphlets and inf ormation 
. arid usually a short talk on what the issues were of the day and what 
we could do about ii>. And if some money Was to be raised we would 
o-et the inf brniation at that time. Then that information written in 
stuff that they brought along was to be. sold or distributed, and we 
very of ten bought them at that time. 

Mr. Arens. I don't believe we pursued completely the. query with 
respect to Communist Party attempts to infiltrate non-Communist or 
legitimate organizations. t)o you have information concerning such 
activities as the attempts to- infiltrate non-Communist legitimate or- 
ganizations as the PTA and* other civic organizations, m New 
Hampshire? v L . . 1M , 

Mrs. Foster. The only time that I was asked, to- do anything like 
that was at the^home <of Fanny Hartman in. 1947, She asked me. 
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told me I was in a very good position to form a PTA in my area be- 
cause there wasn't one, and it 'would be a very good place to exercise 
some of the party things that we could do. I don't know what they 
would have been because I was a new member at that time. 

Mr. Akens. As far as the committee, we have been pursuing the 
problems of the .United States passports by members of the Com- 
munist conspiracy, people under Communist discipline. Do you have 
any information respecting this type of activity by the Communists 
in New Hampshire? 

Mrs. Foster. There was a peace conference held in Warsaw, and 
passports had to be gotten to send delegates over there. Money was 
raised for that purpose. And we had somebody in the State of New 
Hampshire whom we helped to go, it was a woman, and she was. 
in the- Progressive Party. I know for a fact that Joy Clark owed.. 
$30 to Elba Chase Nelson at this particular time, and I know Mrs;*-' 
Nelson turned the entire $30 over to this woman lor her part of the 
passage. 

Mr.- Arens. The. woman herself was not a party member, was she? 
Mrs. Foster. No, she was not.. 

Mr. Arens. Did you in the course of your activity in the Commu- 
nist Party have occasion to go over to Cape Cod for any purposes ? 

Mrs. Foster. Yes. I was asked on at least three occasions to make 
a special trip to Cape Cod and spend four, five, or six days there. 

Mr. Arens. Where did you -go and for what purpose, please? 

Mrs. Foster. I went to Woods Hole and stayed for a week for the 
purpose of t Do you want me to mention the names ? 

Mr.* Ajrens. I do not think you should at this time, Mrs. Foster, 
mention the name of any person not known by you to be a ♦Com- 
munist. We have this subject matter that you are about to mention 
under intensive investigation-. 

Mr& Foster. It was for the purpose of learning what Communist 
might be entertaining, other ones or lecturing there at Woods Hole. 
Also I was sent to Martha's Vineyard in the Menemsha . area to- do 
the same thing. 

Mr. ArejSts. Were the comrades, high echelon of the- party, being 
entertained and received in homes of certain people of great affluence 
in Cape Cod? 

Mrs. Foster. Yes, they would be. 

Mr. Arens. I prefer you would not name them at this time. 
Mrs. Foster. No. 

Mr. Arens. You have, of course, consulted with us at length on, 
many occasions, and we have elicited f rdm you considerable infor- 
mation which we do not want to go into -now at this public session. 

Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that unless Mrs. Foster has 
something she should like to volunteer that we have not interrogated 
her about, that would conclude the staff interrogation of her now 
with our thanks. 

Mrs. Foster. I would, just like to say that I think the country is 
very, very f ortunate^ to have committees such as yours, using your 
.eyes and ears and this method oi bringing this very serious question 
before the American people. And as. a mother my purpose for doing 
this in the begihning was for the benefit of my own children, of course, 
primarily > but also of all the mothers and fathers and their children 
in the country. 
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Mr. Arens. Just one personal question that occurred to me. Do 
you feel good now you have it all behind you— that you can get back 
to normalliving with your husband and children ? 

Mrs.. Foster. I am not very haj>py c about giving out personal in- 
formation on people. But this was something that was, bigger than 
me. And I ask God to forgive me, but I had to do it. So I did it. 

Mr. Doyle. General Kearney, any questions ? 

Mr. Kearney. Mrs. Foster, I don't have any questions.^ I want to 
make a few observations and th6 first is this : That I think and be- 
lieve that you are a very, very courageous woman, and it is not 
only the thanks of the committee, but the thanks of all Americans 
who believe in their country that should go to you for your work on 
behalf of our way of life. It is dangerous work. These geqple will 
stop at nothing as we have found out in our years of service on this 
committee. As a matter of fact, even the members of the committee 
are not immune from attacks. 

It is being constantly brought to the attention of the public* when 
we hold these meetings by the various witnesses that the Communist 
Party is a political party. Do you believe that it is a political party ? 

Mrs. Foster. I do not. How could it <be a political party when at 
their meetings they have to pull down all the curtains in order to 
discuss business? 

* Mr. Kearney. It was just going through my mind that I know that 
as far as the two political parties of our country are concerned, I 
never knew either one of them to say to the members of the respective 
party in the City of Boston that they could not and would not know 
who the members were, we will say, in New Bedford. And that is 
typical of the Communist Party. 

You spoke about dues. Were there any other assessments to the 
members of the party beside dues ? 

Mrs. Foster. Yes, there were, special assessments. 

Mr. Kearney. What were those special assessments? 

Mrs. Foster. It has been such a long time I probably can't put my 
finger right on the specific one except that I do remember being asked 
by Mrs. Timpson, I believe, to" collect $50 for either— ^-probably for' 
the 12, .the defense of the 12, but I can't remember just what it was 
for. Within a very short length of time, I did that. I didn't have 
very much trouble collecting the $50, and that was one of them., 

Mr. Kearney. Was there assessment laid against the members- of 
the Communist Party in the various cells in, addition to their#iies, 
or an assessment, we will say, on the amount of money that they 
earned weekly from their particular jobs? 

Mrs; Foster. Occasionally. I don't know how often. I remember 
members being asked to contribute a week's pay. 

Mr. Kearney. You know you mentioned, I believe, that no informa- 
tion was to be given out by members of the party if they were 
.arrested. 

Mrs. Foster. That is right. 

Mr. Kearney. That also applies, too, if they were called before 
this.committee, is that nota fact? 
Mrs. Foster. That is right, yes. 

Mr. Kearney. In other words, no information whatsoever, but 
plead the amendments to th$ Constitution that they are trping to 
overthrow? 
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Mrs. Foster. Yes. 

Mr. Kearney. I want to call your attention to what to me is a 
very, very peculiar situation. We. have had testimony-^-r-I do . not 
know whether you have been in, the hearing room all the time since 
the sessions commenced or nqt. 

Mrs. Foster. No. 

Mr. Ejsaknet, But we have had testimony from various individuals, 

some of whom we will say Professor David Fein, until he was 

suspended, was one who was teaching the youth of our country ; Anne 
Burlak Timpson, the Eed Flame, Ked, yes, flame, no. We also had 
an individual by the name of Otis Hood, who stood for Governor of 
this great commonwealth, but without avail. We also had Daniel 
Schirmer or Daniel Boone Schirmer, a Harvard graduate, who yes- 
terday took the fifth amendment as I recollect 40 times, who refused 
to account 'for his employment for IT years after graduation from 
Harvard University. . 

Mr. Doxle. 17 out of 54 years after .graduation. 

Mr. Kearney. 17 out of 24 years after graduation. 

Mr. Doyle. Maybe he was not working, 

Mrs. Foster. May I say something? It seems to me a good honest 
American wouldn't be afraid to say anything. 
Mr. Doyle. That is right. 

Mr. Kearney. Let me tell you something, if I may. You are going 
to>be called names by these people, but pay no attention to these fifth 
amendment Americans. Th6y are no good. They will call you a,n 
informer, they" will call you a two-timer, they will call you every 
name in the book, and we know all those names. But let me tell you 
now that you can walk out of this hearing room with your head held 
very high. Xou are a credit andthank you. 

Mrs. Foster. Thank you. 

Mr. Doyle. Thank you, General Kearney. 

For the purpose of brevity and on account of the lateness of the 
hour, I will just concur in the very fine words, by this distinguished 
American veteran to my right, whom we affectionately call General 
Kearney because he was a distinguished general in his own right in 
the service of our country, and is now a distinguished Congressman 
from the State of ISTew York. 

I wish to take this one minute just to read something that I made a 
cppy.of this morning on the' way here. It appears on the walls of the 
Old South Church within 500 yeards of here : 

This land was part of the land granted hy the colony to Governor" John Win- 
throp. It was his garden. Benjamin Franklin was baptized in this meeting 
house which was built in 1670. Here were. held the town meetings that ushered 
in the Revolution. Here Samuel Adams exhorted. Here the men of Boston 
proved themselves- independent, courageous, free men worthy to raise issues 
which were to concern the liberty and the happiness of millions of people yet 
unborn. 

Coming frorn^ California as I do, I just wish to einphasize that you 
people who live, in Boston and in the Boston area, live in what is a great 
inspiration to us inen out West who seldom, if ever, get a chance to come 
to this area, which is the very threshold of our American freedoms 
and American liberties. It seems quite inconsistent to me that so many 
hundreds of Communist conspirators should thrive in this area. 
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I wish to thank you on behalf of the committee, Mrs, Foster, for 
your very.great helpfulness. 
Mrs. Foster. Thank you. 

Mr. Doyle. The committee meeting will stand adjourned until

I kiiow, Witness, but you know as well as I do that the 
word "several" is rather ambiguous^and uncertain. 

Mr. Eosenkrants. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Doyle. I practiced law 30 years before I came to Congress. 
Mr; Eosenkrants., I am not a lawyer. 

Mr. Doyle. Before I came to, 'Congress — and I would just like to 
know what you mean by "several.' 5 Dojou mean one or do. yon mean 
more than one? 

Mr. Eosenkrants. I mean more thanqne.

Witness, a minute ago you said you had been out of 
the party for several years. Now, in answer to (General Kearney, you 
claimed your privilege when he asked you if you were out of the party 
iii 1955, 1956, and 1957. 

Mr. Eosenkrants. Sir, if I may — just a second. 

Mr. Doyle. How do you account for that? What do you expect 
me to believe your testimony to be .?, 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Eosenkrants. Sir 5 on this whole matter I have been out--I 
have not been a Communist for a number of years. 0h,,I would say 
in excess of five. 

Mr. Doyle. All right. 

Mr. Eosenkrants. My breaking, of the organizational connection 
with the Communist Party has been for several years, and I would 
prefer to leave it at several years because of the difficulty for me "that 
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this whole thing poses. I can state very— I see no purpose in f ollow- 

^llr 1 Doyle. Our director explained that we are an investigating 
committee of the United States- Congress, seeking facts and informa- 
tion with reference to legislation. 
Mi\ Rosenkrants. Yes. 

Mr. Doyle. Now, since you straightened out that you meant sev- 
eral to be more than five years that you have been out of the £arty, 
I will ask you why you got x>ut of the party. Now, just a minute. 
As long as you say your conscience hurts you and prevents you from 
naming people that you were in the party with, I will state that, as 
far as my question is concerned, I will not ask you to name the 
people; but I think if you have such a quantity and. quality of con- 
science as you claim you have, that you will not hesitate to tell Con- 
gress' why yougot out of the party . 

Mr. -Sosenkrants. I willpe very happy. 

Mr. Doyle. Is that a fair question ? 

Mr. Rosenkkants. I will be happy, sir. 

Mr. Doyle. Well, good. Now, go to it. Why did you get out? 

Mr. Rosbnkbants. Sir, this' would really have to start with why 
did I pin, because I got outj "because after a long time—much longer 
than I Could be proud of> the length of time does not favorably re- 
flect on my judgment— I found that the party was working against 
the very things that I was looking for when I joined the party, I 
joined the party as e[uite a young man and I joined the party in years 
of depression, I joined the party, having been first subject to perse- 
cution outsider of the United States in my own country, as a Jew j 
then finding the same 'kind of situation in Florida,: where I originally 
went to school. Feeling the grave injustice of it and feeling the great 
size of the problem which faced me as an individual, aridit seemed 
to me as society as a whole^ I was looking for a solution. And the 
tJommunists came along and they had a solution that seemed to be 
the perfect solution, ana this, really a very nice worked-out -solution, 
misses one big point. And the big point is the individual human 
being, his dignity, the respect for him, his needs, and the reality of 
how people are.. , t 

Now, how is it that it took me so- long to see that it is not so; 
that, is very difficult to say. And as I said before, it certainly does 
not reflect well on my judgment, and I ami ashamed of it 

Mr. Arens. Would your conscience preclude you from telling us 
about your Communist Party activities in Panama? 

Mr. iloSEmatANTS. Sir, there was no Communist Party activities by 
me in Panama. # # w 

Mr. Areits.. Did you attend Communist Party sessions m Panama t

conspiracy, and if tlie owners, of those mines do hot bargain witli the 
conspiracy, they under the present law are guilty of an unfair labor 
practice. 

You might be interested to know, sir, that before this Committee, 
representatives^ the Pentagon- and of the military and-of the defense 
establishment of this Nation have appeared and pled for legislation 
whereby there can be foreclosed from admission to the defense estab- 
lishments known hard-core Communist conspirators. 

And you sit here, under the protection of the nag of America, pos^ 
sessed of information— at least apparently possessed of information— 
respecting persons who to your certain knowledge ar^ Communists 
employed in the establishment engaged with defense contracts, for 
defense of this great Republic; and you will not tell us about it be> 
.cause you don't think it is pertinent to theinquiry of this committee or 
the Unite&States Congress. . 

If that is the law, sir, and if that istright, God help this Republic. 
I plead with you : Tell us, do you now know the names of persons who, 
in the course of the last three or four years, to yourcertain knowledge 
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were Coixmmiiists, employed in the Miniie^polis-tlohey w^ll Company 
where defense-contracts were^eingconsuminja.ted? 

Mr Snitzer. Mr. Berlin, what would you advise on this question* 

Mr Berlin. Well, in all fairness, I don't think that the- director has 
set forth with- ^disputable* clarity, to use the worcb of the Watkms 
decision, what the- subject matter of this inquiry is, m so far as your 
employment, in the Minneapolis-Honey well,- Brown Instrument Di- 
vision, in 1954 is. concerned. And so I think you could object -td the 
hearings on grounds of pertinency, and should:

What you,attemptto dors make clea? • your posi- 
tion to the person who is interviewing you, and it is not necessary 
to have the specific answers and questions on each pomt.

Mr. Ajrens. Were you in the South,.Mr. Chase ? 

Mr. -Chase. Oh, certainly. 

Mr. Are> t s. About what period of time were you in the South ? 
Mr. Chase. C>h, I have no objection to -answering that. 
Mr.AuElsrs. Thendo it, please.> 

Mr: Chase.' As far as we won't get into it-^I went South. They 
sent me into the Airborne Engineers. 

Mr. Arejts. Yoii were in «the Army, were you, when you went to 
the South? . ' . 

Mr. Chase. When I went to the South, yes. I was, in the Army 
Engineers. 

Mr, Arens. Was that the first Army experience you ever had,

Mr. Arests: Is that the only way you care to describe the group 
you fought with; in Spain? *

Mr. Arens. Now, Mr. Chase-^- 

Mr. Chase. But to lay your life down on the line like those fellows 
did is something else agaiii. 

Mr.. Ajrbns. Thank you, Mr. Chase. 

Mr. Chase. Thank you?--Thank them. 

Mr. AitENS. What were, the names of some of these leaders that vou 
fought with over in Spain ?■ 

Mr. Chase. Leaders? 
\ Mr. Arens. Was. Steve Nelson one of these heroes- you fought with 
in Spam m the Abraham Lincoln Brigade ? 

Mr; Chase. Now, we are getting into an area — — 

Mr, Arens. No. We want the name -of one of these heroes who was 
lighting' fascism in Spain. You told us that you were fighting with 
some .great -heroes, and! just wanted to know if you can. tell us whether 
.or not Steve Nelson, was one of those heroes who was fighting the 
Fascists, over there in Spain? You just come oii and -tell us. 

Mr. Chase, I ^ould not cafe to discuss other folks who went to 

bpain. If this, committees-let me just say this If this committee 

was interested or could explain the purposed such a question^ — 

Mr. Arens. You started it, Mr. Chase. 

Mr. -Chase. So that I could; see it has s any-^to my understanding, 
and we all have to obey the law as we see it. 
Mr.AnENs. Why, of course. 

Mr. Chase. Well, if you could tell me what this has to do with this 
work of this committee, then I would gladly tell you the name of one 
of these. 

Mr. Arens. I will tell you in.your own words. You know you were 
talking about fighting Fascists., 
Mr. Chase. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. Fighting Hitler and fighting Mussolini. There is an- 
other force loose m the world today, Mr. Chase. It is a conspiracv, a 
Godless, atheist conspiracy, out to destroy all Christian civilization* 
out to destroy all mankind,.outto destroy every person whois not part 
and parcel of this atheistic,* Godless conspiracy. 
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The head of it now is. a man by the name of Khrushchev, He would 
make Hitler and he would make Mussolini look like innocent Sunday 
school boys, Mr. Chase. , 

Now, we would like 'to to have you tell us who were some of these 
herbesyou were fighting with in Spain, if that is what you were telling 
about. Just name a few of them, and answer first of all the question, 
if :Steve Nelson was one of those heroes who was fighting the Fascists 
iri*Spain with.yoii. 

Mr. Chase. I would like to comment on the preface.. The preface- 
was longer than the question, if I may say so. 

First, on this conspiracy, Communist conspiracy we have- heard 
aibout all day long here— it has. been a long day. I am not used* to 
sitting.around like this.. 

Mr. Arens. You are a man of action, are you not? 

Mr. Chase. That is right— when! can get work. I hope when you 
go back to Washington you will see that the lumber industry picks 
up,.because that is something within your power. 

'Mr. Arens. According to your own words here, you have been 
pretty busy, and we are going into that. 

Mr. Chase. On this conspiracy business, we. have a paper up in 
New Hampshire, the 1 Massachusetts Union, and they claim it is a 
conspiracy when Eisenhower discusses the Summit Meeting. That 
is a' 'Communist conspiracy to Mr.- Globe. And we have. Herman 
Talmadge in Georgia. He says it is a Communist conspiracy against 
the South .and traditions of the South when the Supreme Court>— 

Mr. Arens. Did you - 

Mr. Chase. I didn't interrupt you, sir. Could I have the same 
courtesy ? 

Mr. Arens. You go right ahead. I beg your pardon. 

Mr, Chase. Then we have the talk about Communist conspiracy 
when some scientists got an original idea. They were Communist 
conspirators, and we drove out, to my way of thinking, some of the 
best scientists iii America, and we hurt this country's scientific effort. 

So I don't accept the preface of your question. 

Mr. Arens. Do ^ou think Ftichs might have been one of these 
scientists who was discriminated against an tKis process, Mr. Chase?; 

Mr. Chase. Well, I don't know Fiichs. I don't know all thedetails 
of the Fuchs. case, but I do know that this phrase "Communist >con- 
spiracy" is being overworked. 

I am sure if we investigated Channel 5 and how the Boston Herald 
got hold of it, it would be a Communist conspiracy. Yes, I really 
believe it would be identified by a great many people. 

Mr. Aeens. You told us, Mr. Chase, what is not or what is« the 
Communist conspiracy in some people's minds. Let us shift over a 
little .bit, now, in our discussion and, see if you can tell us something 
about the Communist Party, as distinct from the Communist .con- 
spiracy, if a distinction is proper. What do you know about the Com- 
munist JParty ? See if you can help us on that now; 

Mr. Chase. Well, 

Mr. Arens. Do you -know something about it ? , 
Mr. Chase. I will tell-you this way : that I believe in Socialism. J 
believe that capitalism is in its dying stage in this country. 
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Mr. ^lhens; We- don't want you to "be disclosing your beliefs un- 
necessarily here, unless you want to open the door, Mr. <Chase, to 
tell us more of your beliefs. * 

Mr. Chase. You brought me. 100 miles down here. There is snow 
th ; ree feet deep up in New Hampshire^, and you want my advice and 
I just have ;my opinions. 

Mr, Arens. Y^u go right ahead. 

Mr. Chase. I am going to help you all I can. 

Mr. Doyle. You have had a good laugh.. Now let us hear the 
testimony. 

Mr. Arens. Now, Mr. Chase — 

Mr. Chase. Yes, sir ? I was saying: 

Mr. Arens. Here, let us get back on the subject, 

Mr. Qhase. Mr. Chairman, I didn't get a chance to answer that 
question. He. asked me about the -Communist Party ancl I didn't 
answer. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever been a .member >of the Communist Earty, 
Mr.. Chase? " . / «" 

^ Mr. Chase. That wasn't the original question. The original ques- 
tion is the one I can answer. 

t Mr. Arens. Let's substitute this question for the .original' ques- 
tion, Mr. Chase. It is my job here to. do the questioning. 

When you went down .South, were you in the Communist, operation 
down there? 

^ Mr.. Chase. Well,' you see, I *think that this' business of actual po- 
litical ^membership in a legal party, and I believe the Communist 
Earty is a legal party. ( 
Mr. Kearney. You believe what? 

Mr. Chase. The Communist Party is a legal party. It can go on 
the ballot in Massachusetts. There is no law to stop it and,, frankly, 
if the party to which you belong, Mr. Kearney, or you, Mr.. Doyle, 
and the Communist Party* were on the ballot in New Hampshire, as 
of now, I would- not cast my ballot for the Eepublicah Earty or the 
Democratic Earty, in view of their dismal record. I would vote for 
the Communist Earty.. 

Mr. Arens. Yes. m Now, tell us whether or not 

Mr. Chase. I think their programs correspond to the needs of my 
family and the people better than the parties of Mr. Doyle* and Mr; 
Kearney, although let's hope they improve;, 

Mr. Kearney. At-least we get a-true word out of you. 

M>..Arens; When you were down in the Southland, were you .a 
Communist. down there on a Communist mission? - 

Mr. Chase.* Well, as I have already explained due to the situation 
in the South, the lack of law tod order there, the violence of things, 
Federal troops' that we witnessed in Arkansas, Talmadge's threats 
against the laws of this country, and threats -of sedition, I don't feel 
that I sould answer questions about political activity in the South, 
without endangering other people's lives. 

Mr. Arens. Let us not endanger anyone. You are not in the South 
now, are you ? You are safe up here in the North. 

Mr. Chase. I am not so concerned about .my life. I live a good 
deal and I have lived, a rich life and I think I have — r- 

Mr. Arens. N I promise you, Mr. Chase, I am not going to ask you 
about the names-^ — 
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* .Mr. Chase. It is- an entirely different situation in Georgian You 
•will agree. 

Mr. Arens. I am not gping to ask you a name of a single person 
south- of tlie Mason-Dixon line; I arirjust going to ask you about your- 
self,, and you are up here ,saf e in the North; 

. Tell uswheii you w6re*down South, nowthat you are back nip North, 
jtell us: Were you down there qn a mission of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Chase; Weil? I don't see how, with all due respect- to your legal 
'knowledge, for what that tfan get into a-^- 

Mr. Arens. I do not want to get anyone in trouble, Mr. Chase. 

Mr. Chase. It isn't as if this is the last hearing of the committee, 
whether you adopt the suggestion of the previous witness of not, I 
havS no way of knowing. 

f Mr. Arens. You would endorse -that suggestion, would you, Mr> 
Chaser- 
Mr. Chase. Well— what is that? 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chase, I want to display to you now a photostatic 
reproduction of a publication. It is -a publication that has apparently 
been, telling on people. In the lingo of certain organization's, this 
might be called a stool pigeon, because this publication is the Com- 
munist Daily Worker of Tuesday, May 16,, 1950. I see- in this Com- 
munist Daily Worker of New York, Tuesday, .MaySL'6, 1950,* one 
Hoiiier Chase, identified here as State Chairman of the Communist 
Party. 

Was this publication, the Communist Daily Worker of May 16, 
1950, iii error, when it identified' you as a member of the Communist 
Party from Atlanta? 

Mr; Chase. Well,. I don't say that it was either wrong of right. I 
already tried to indicate that I do not care, to discuss that aspect of 
my work, and I think I.haye tried to make.clear the reasons given. 

(Document iharked "Homer B. Chase Exhibit No. 1" and retained 
in committee files.) 

Mr. Arens. I think we do understand, Mr. Chase. 

Do you know a person by the name of Mrs. Carol Foster? 

Mr. Chase. Well, know her ? I think I have seen her. I ^vill qual- 
ify that. But I think I have seen her before today*. 

Mr: Arens. Where did yau see ;her, do you recall? 

Mr. Chase. I believe ! first saw her— now, "this is several years ago, 
when I was haying down in Wintoh. 

Mr; Arens. What? 

Mr. Chase. Hayingr--"making hay while the. sun shines;" 

Mr. Kearney. You are not any relation to the previous witness, 
are you? ' - 

Mr. Chase. Well, I don't see what that question, sir — I don't un- 
derstand the reason for it. 

Mr. Kearney. I was going to~say thd reason for it is that it seems 
you are scratched by the same needle, botli of you. 

'Mr. Chase. Well, all I said, Congressman Kearney, was that-^-and 
he asked me the question— he asked me a simple question and I gave 
him a simple answer. I thought I saw the Ionian before. 

Mr: Arens. Mr. Chase, answer this direct question, without equivo- 
cation, if you please, sir : ' 

Are you now a member of the Commimlst-pal'ty t 
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\ Mr. Chase. Well, I am going to foliow the lead of Congress. -a S I 
read in this morning's Globe. It says that Congress is taking the filth 
.amendment, Boscoe. Drummond's column on the editorial page, and 
I am going to follow you, gentlemen's lead. I am going to refuse to 
answer that on the basis of the Bill of Rights. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, we have no further questions of this 
witness. 

Mr., Doyle. I >think the gentleman's, declaration that if he had a 
chance^to vote for the Communist Party in his. own state he wotuld do 
it, is.sufficient answer. 

Are there any questions, General? 

Mr. Kearney. No. It has been very amusing.

Now, 1 should like to display to you a copy of the Com- 
munist Daily Worker of New York> Friday, June 11, 1948., This is 
the Conimunist-Daily Worker. The article reads ;

Mr. Arens. Mr. Penha, our purpose in recalling you this morning- 
is to complete your testimony.

Mr. Penha. Yes, sir. 

Sir, I hope you will bear with me today, I feel much more ex- 
hausted sis the days go by.. So I wilLbe a little slower, but at the same 
time I will get the point across. ' 

Mr. ADEN'S. Perhaps it would* be well if we would start, Mr. Penha, 
with, the leadership of the underground in this area; 

Mr. Penha. Yes,sii> I would like to. start with first Michael Russo. 
Michael llussQ was district organizer, and was ordered to go .com- 
pletely underground. 

Mr., Arens. About when was .that ? 

Mr, Penha. That was approximately 19.52. I would like to state 
for the record that while Michael Russo was underground,, one of his 
major tasks was to guide the semi-underground and so-called jnouthr 
pieces of the party that were out in the open. He was the one 'that was 
given directives at all times.

ing her life in exchange for the Rosenbergs. 

Mr. Akens. Is there another organization which has been con- 
trolled by .the Communist Party in the New England area, to yonr 
certain knowledge,. and if so please give us the names of thecomrades 
in charge of the operation? 

Mr. Penha. Progressive Party of Massachusetts. Walfcsi^Brien,. 
who was the diairman of the Pro gressive l?artv inthel>tAtft ofTCTSSr 
s achuset te. "* *~ " 

Sam'Appel, who was in charge for the Fall River area. Rosaline 
Schwartz, for the New Bedford area. 

Mr. Akgns. Is there another f rontorganization ? 

Mr. Penha t Freedom of the Press Committee. 

Mr. Ai^ars. That is a very laudable title, is it not, to have freedom 
of the press? 

Mr. Penha. You know, sir, that is one thing that has always 
baffled me. Even though I became a top leader in the Communist 
Party, I couldn't understand where the word "Freedom" came in in 
that Press situation. 

Mr. Ejeakney:, Let me ask you this question with reference to this 
committee for freedom of the press : 

Were any of these individuals who were ori this committee members 
of thcpress themselves % 

Mr. Penha, Sir, ,to my knowledge, the meetings that I attended 0$ 
the Freedom of the Press.,Committee, I never met one that was not 
a Communist conspirator. 

Mr; Kearney. In. other words, the average hard-working member 
of the press had nothing to do with this committee at all v did he ? 

Mr. Penha. He would have no way of getting into the place; He 
would not know where .the place of meeting was, to start with. He 
would not know just who to see and if he was fortunate to get 
through those two stages, he would never be fortunate enough to sit 
down and 'have the privilege, as they have here; 

Mr. Akents. Is there another -organization which, -to your cer- 
tain knowledge, has been controlled by the Communist conspiracy?, 

Mr. Peso-ia. The Labor Youth League. 

Mr. Arens. That is the successor organization to the American- 
Youth for Democracy ; is it notf 
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Mx\ Penha. The American Youth ior Democracy; that is idght r sir. 
The Labor Youth League is nothing more than young Communists.. 

When they have been properly indoctrinated, when .the. party has 
felt that they are ready to accept assignments and discipline, then 
they are promoted into the Communist conspiracy. 

JohnRusso has been the head of it; and Ann White, of Providence, 
Rhode Island, is responsible for that area. 

Joan Lipshires was for a time in charge throughout the New 
England area for it, too.. 

Mr. Ahests. Is there another organization known by you to be con^ 
trolled.by the Communist conspiracy in the New England area ? 

Mr; Penha. There is very unfortunately the Clube Alianca Liberal 
Portuguese 

I say very unfortunately, because, as I -stated . the first day, less than 
one percent of the people of Portuguese extraction in the New Bedford 
area-^-and I am sure this is true elsewhere — are anti-Communist.

Mr. Penha. C-l-u-b-e A-l-i-a-n^c-a Liberal would be the same as 
English, and actually Portuguesa, which you can say Portuguese;

Mr. AmsNSi You said a moment ago, if my recollection serves me 
correctly, that a very high percentage of them were not anti-Com- 
munist. You mean they wer^anti-Communist, do you not ? 

Mr. Penha. If I said<that, I did that with— 

Mr.AnENS. A slip of the tongue? 

Mr. Penha. I thought I did say "anti-Red," I think. If you read 
that back I am.quite sure I did. 

Mr. A^Eisrs. I want to be- quite sure the record is straight on that. 

Mr. Penha; There is no doubt in my mind on that, sir. 

Mr. Arens; Now kindly give us the names of the principal leaders 
of this, organization who to your certain knowledge are Communists ? 

Mr. Penha. The leader in this club is John Cordeiro who happens 
to be the father-in-law of Douglas Perry. He has held official posi- 
tions on the club. There are other persons in the cluh who were in 
the past Communist members, but as I stated before, I would only 
mention those as .being in the party during my time, even though they 
have admitted to me and to district officials, that they were party 
members. I will not reveal them unless ordered to. 

Mr. Ajrens. How many members are there in the club ? 

Mr. Penha. I would say between 65 to 80. 

Mr. Arens. And how many of those members are Communists?' 

Mr. Penha. One. 

Mr. AnEjNfs. And does the Communist Party control the policy of 
the club, notwithstanding the overwhelming majority who are hof 
Communists ? 

Mr. Penha. Absolutely, sir. That, club has had during the past 
' years persons like Elizabeth Gurley Flynn speaking there, Nat Mills, 
Joseph Figiieiredo, Anne Burlak Timpson, Eiilalia Figueiredo,. and, 
of course, myself, at that time. 

Qh, I would like to make a correction here, sir. That club has an 
auxiliary, a woman's auxiliary. Mary Figueirido was a meinber of 
that auxiliary, and she held also official positions. 
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Mr. Akens. Are there any other organizations operating inthe New 
England area which to your certain knowledge are controlled by the 
Communist conspiracy ? 

Mr. Penha. Sir, I am sure there are more. My memory at the

May I suggest for consideration by yourself the organ- 
ization, Save Our^Sons Committee. 

What was the purpose of that organization, and was it controlled 
by the conspiracy ?

Could you tell us about another organization, the Amer- 
ican Committee for Protection of Foreign Born ? 

Mr. Penha. I don't know how I missed that one. The American 
•Committee' f or Protection of Foreign Born. 

What can I say about this committee — it is the number one, the right 
arm of the Communist Party in developing its tactic of mass agita- 
tion, propaganda, and defending the. legal status of the party. 

Mr. Arens. Did you know that we in "our committee, in the course 
of £he last year, have uncovered 200 organizations which the American 
Committee for Protection-of Foreign Born has itself created ? We call 
thesej fronts in front of the front. Two hundred organizations in 
fifteen key states, created by the Communist conspiracy with all kinds 
of high-sounding names, all for the avowed purpose or for the secret 
purpose, at least, of bringing pressure on the Congress of the United 
States to emasculate the Immigration and Nationality Act* popularly 
known as the Walter-McCarran Act. 

t Mr. Doyle. Mr. Arens, I think my recollection is correct, ^connec- 
tion with that committer for the protection of the foreign born. 

We have heard sworn testimony, uncontradicted, that that commit- 
tee in certain states has as its executive, fulltihie, salary-paid officials, 
friembers of the Communist Party, whp % have been convicted in <our 
highest court in violatioiLof the Smith Act. 

, jMr. Arens. Yes, sir; and the head of that comjp*fctee is Abner.

I would like .to raise an interesting point here on the American 
Committee for Protection of Foreign .Born. 

During the time of Eulailia's arrest, we had, as I recall, about three 
committees working, one the American Committee for Protection of 
Foreign Born, the other one,, as you are well aware, the National 
Women's Appeal; For' the Eights of Foreign Born Americans, which 
is another branch of the same groups and the other one tlie Commit- 
tee--! don't recall the exact words of it, but something like New 
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Bedford committee to help Eulalia Figueiredo, something like that, 
which, again was instructed by ttxe party^, as a branch of the^Apaericaii 
Committee for Protection of Foreign Born. 

Mvi ^Ajrens. In addition to the front groups^-and I know a 
number of others that you have told us about, and we will not take 
time, to explore them-, on this, public record— have the comrades been 
under instruction to penetrate and undertake to- influence legitimate 
organizations within-the New England area ? 

Mr. Penha. Yes, sir. 

Mr* Akens. Can you give us two or three illustrations of thafc? 

Mr. Penha. Well, I think a few minutes ag;o I jumped the gun on 
one, and -that was the Negro Elks Order lifcre in Boston. That was a 
legitimate organization, which a party colonizer was to infiltrate. 
Fortunately for the Chapter^.theydidn^t succeed as well. 

Mr. Ajrens. Mr. Penha, I should like to ask you for just a word, 
from the standpoint of clarifying the record on> the use of member- 
ship cards by the conspiracy. Mr. Williams will lay before you a copy 
of a document which you have submitted to us previously^ and ask 
you- to kindly identify that document. 

(Document handed to the witness. ) 

Mr. PenhA. Yes, sit. 

Mr. Arens. Give us a word of characterization of that document,, 
please,, an explanation of it. 

Mr. Penha. This, sir, much .to .the surprise - of the rank and, file 
Communist, was one of the systems that the top leadership in New 
England used for the purpose of registration.- 

On this card there, would *be pertain information that would be 
.pertinent to the party. Unaware to the member he would give it 
without knowing that the organizer was going to put it on here be- 
cause no record was.supposed to be kept. 

. Mr. Akens. In. other words the party itself has, its own information 
system; is* that correct? 

Penha. It has a very airtight one, too, I may say. 

Mr: Doxm Is there any address on that card where it is to be filed 
or registered ? 

Mr; Penha. Absolutely not, sir. 

I should^ if you would like, to just raise some points that are. on 
thexaxd, along each line : 

Section for code name-; age; sex; Negro; occupation-; Union; Mass 
organizations — what they mean by this is the front organizations and 
legitimate.organizations^that they can possibly infiltrate. ln-club-^ — 
that means whether a party member belongs to an industrial club 
pr community club. Then it has SW, DW. That means whether or 
not he takes the Sunday Worker or the Daily Worker, whether di- 
rectly or indirectly. 
9 Mr. Doyle. In other words, that which, you have read is printed 
right oh the card ? 

Mr. : PENHA. That is right on the card. That is.made by the district. 

Incidentally, sir, I would like also to point out that on the back 
of ihe card you will see Number 19 in red. This was known as Regis- 
tratioii Code. Number 19 in the district. Please don't ask me how 
I have it in .my hands, and they were not able to find out what hap- 
pened to it, for security reasons of techniques. 
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Mr. Arksfs. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the docu- 
ment which has just heen identified by the witness bei appropriately 
marked .and incorporated by reference in this record* . . . . 
Mr. Doraa. It will be' s<>; marked and incorporated in the record, 
(Document marked "Penha Exhibit No: 8* and retained in com- 
mittee £les.) 

Mr. Akens. Mr. Penha, I understand that there are names of a 
dozen or so. people who to your certain knowledge have been in the 
apparatus in each of several general categories,. and I should like you; 
to kindly proceed with your iden^tcftion and characterisation of each 
of those several^ersons^go tMfNon may compjete^ypur testimprty.

At that time I was employed at Simon's Supply 
Company., .Sidney Lipshires came to me and said, "Wliat is the possi- 
bility of buying all the implements that are necessary for a heating 
system from beginning to end, the whole works at wholesale price for 
Comrade Carlson ?

I said I would go along wife it provided-^-One, I could obtain 
permission from my employers without revealing anything what- 
soever to do with the Communist conspiracy ; that I was doing this as 
a persohatf riend or relative. 

Secondly, if New Bedford would be credited with that quota, be- 
cause we all had quotas to meet. 

They did agree on that and subsequently that was done and we got 
the difference between the cost of the retail and wholesale.

Mr. Akens. You have, of course, been in session with us extensively, 
both in executive session and in the numerous consultations: I wanted 
the.public record here to reflect those additional >names,o£ persons who 
to* your- certain knowledge have been in each of several categqries-in 
the (conspiracy in the last few years. 

Mr. Penha. Yes, sir ; I- appreciate it,<sir : 

Mr. Arens. Now, Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest, invview of 
the fact we have two or three, other Witnesses we want, to hear this 
morning before the recess, that we conclude the staff interrogation of 
this witness. 

I respectfully suggest- for obvious reasons, that this witness be 
maintained under a continuing subpena for an indefinite period of 
time, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr.DoYLE. That will-be £he order "and direction-. , 

Mr. Penha. :Sir, inay I just make two> observations, if I may,. Mr. 
'Chairman.? ' 

Mr. Doyue. Yes. 

Mr. Penha. Mr. Chairman, I would appreciate it. Thank you very 
much; 

First of all, I would appreciate deeply if this committee in some way 
or another could instruct, request or direct the United States Marshal 
to subpena the mimeograph machine in my home. It would further 
decrease that much more; propaganda that the party would' put out, 
Otherwise I am powerless. I will have-to turn it over >to them if they 
demand iti 

Another thing that I would like to raise is that during the* course 
of these hearings, in my humble opinion, although I know you.gentle- 
men are; doing a tremendous job, one, that is subject to harassment and 
a lot of sacrifice, I think this committee -deserves not only my .con- 
gratulations but the country's. I do not.know of any committee or any 
subcommittee in the entire Congress that can match it. I am very 
proud of each and every one of 'you that I have been associated with 
since January and subsequently, , since I came here. 

I also would like to at this time speak ih reference to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 

They 'are what you.might call my employers. They, I believe, merit 
the highest praise that any possible human being can give; Other than 
this committee, I do not know of any organization that can match or 
in any way compete in -this fight agaiiist communism. Many Ameri- 
cans can .go to bed. at night, .sleeping in peace, because its agents have 
fulfilled their jobs- very well. They have treated me very, verjr well. 
I have: learned much -from them. I have respected them; I think in 
the person of J. Edgar Hoover and all of his- agents— ^ancfe I would not 
like ; to mention any^f them for fear oifeaving any one>ouVthat-they 
are very deserving, every single one of them. 
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Lastly,, and I do not know if I am out of order — if I am, please 
correct me — but through my experiences in the party I feel .that in 
some of the laws, there are: some loopholes. I am sure you gentlemen 
are aware of that, but the suggestions I have hereare based on party 
experience. 

I would like to propose that either I would turn them over or I would 
read'thenr, one way or ihe>other. 

Mr. Arens. You, of course, have discussed each one of these with us 
in consultations, Mr. Penha? 

Mr. Pbnha; Yes. 

Mr. Arens. I suggest for purposes of the public record you might 
quickly allude to each of several of them. We have been most grateful 
to you for your suggestions, observations j and comments on that score 
in private consultations. Would you ]ust proceed for a few minutes, 
and touch on themior the public record ?, 

Mr, Penha. Yes, I will. Then««that will conclude my talk. k 

Mr. Arens'. Thank you.. 

Mr. Penha. It should be considered an offense for anyone' who 
should, sign the loyalty oath, or subsequently has resigned from the 
Communist Party, that is, on that day or the day before,, and subse- 
quently; is readmitted into the party the following day -after he signs — 
a practice in the party. That should be deemed an offense. 

Mr: Arens. 'Mr, Penha, I wonder if you, in view of the time element, 
could summarize in just a second or two the general nature of your 
suggestions, all of which we have in our files and will give careful con- 
sideration- tO; 

Mr. Penha. AH right sir. ^ One is in reference not only to false 
names, but relative to educational and occupational background in 
'applications,, such as in the case as we saw yesterday on Schwartz; I 
think there is a loophple there, because colonizers utilize that. 

I think our immigration' officials should be in foreign countries at 
the point of origin^ where oinder our quota system,an immigrant wants 
to come into this countrry, that officer should know something about 
his background. That is another method of the party getting people 
iii here. 

: Mr. Arens. Tfau.have seen, andwe have discussed with you. the pruir 
cipal pro visions of H. R 9937, have we not, Mr. Penha ? 
Mr. Penha. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens; What, are your observations on that bill, on the basis 
of your background and experience ? 

Mr. Penha. I think it is excellent. All I can say, sir, is that I wish 
that every American would write in to his Congressman demanding, 
not requesting, but demanding that every single section be inserted, 
and that it become law. It is one of the key elements ' that we need in 
order to airtight the Communist'conspiracy network. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Penha, I regret to be obliged* to conclude with you 
here, but as you know, we .are pressed for time. On befitalf 
of the staff, we do want to publicly as we have privately, express our 
deep appreciation to you, our admiration,.f or the work which you have 
dorie, aaot alone in connection with this committee^ but basically^ to 
serve your Nation. 

That will conclude the staff interrogation, if you please,, Mr. Chair- 
man. 
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Mr. Doyle. Thank you again, Mr. Eenha. And your recommenda- 
tions on legislation are especially appropriate because of your experi- 
ence, and of 'course j under -the law, and our charter, we ars duty bound 
to- make a study and an investigation ,olevery possible improvement in 
Federal legislation in the field df subversive^ctivities. 

So we know you will 'continue to give the benefit of your knowledge 
in this field to our staff and our committee.

We are not trying 
to expose you or degrade you. We are trying to get.f acts. 

Do you honestly, apprehend, sir, if you told this committee truth- 
fully whether or not you are iiow or ever have been a member of the 
•Communist Party you would be supplying information which might 
be used against you in a criminal proceeding ? 
. Mr. Lefavour. I am not apprehensive of furnishing any informa- 
tion that would necessarily find me guilty of any crime because I have 
committed; no crime, but I am apprehensive of the use of some wit- 
nesses that this committee can whip up that I cannot possibly ,meetj 
causing, me to go through expensive and bothersome litigation, which 
I think satisfies the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the witness 
be ordered and. directed to answer the question. 

Mr. Doyle. 1 direct you, Witness, to answer the question. It clearly 
is pertinent and proper, even under the Watkihs case. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Lefavour. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully decline on all grounds 
that I have previously stated to the Director. 

Mr. Arens. Give us your educational background, please, sir. 

Mr. Lefavour; Primary schools, Somerset, Pawtucket, Ehode 
Island ; Marlboro, Mass, ; Salem and Beverly, Mass. A year and a half 
of high school in Beverly, trade school in Beverly, which is a voca- 
tional school to train machinists, and Suffolk Law school. 

Mr. Ahens. You have an LL. B. degree in law, do you not? 

Mr. Lefavour. I have. 
. Mr. Arens. Now, sir, I should like to display to you a document. 
It is entitled "Affidavit of Noncommunist TJnioii Officer," signed 
Philip W. Lefavour, filed pursuant to the National Labor Relations 
Act. 

"I am a- responsible offiqer of the union named below. I am not a 
-member of the Communist Party or affiliated with such party. I do 
not believe in, and l ain not a member of nor do I support any organis- 
ation that believes m or teaches, the overthrow of the United States 
Government by force or by any illegal c>r unconstitutional methods! 
United Electrical, Radio & Machine Workers of America, TIE Local 
271, Philip W. Lef avour." 

This; is/signed and sworn to. before a. Notary Public, February 9, 
1951. Kindly look at that document, if you please, sir, and see if you 
could not accommodate the Committee on Un-American Activities by 
verifying the authenticity of your signature. 

"(Document handed to the witness.) 

(The witness conferred with his- counsel. ) 
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Mr. Lefavour. Mr. Director, I will decline any comment,, under the 
Watkins-^under the first and under the* fifth, any comment whatso- 
ever on that affidavit. 

Mr. Akbns. Did you tell the truth when you affixed your sig- 
nature under oath to v this affidavit? 

Mr. Lefavour; I decline for thesame reasons. 

Mr. Arens. Would you accommodate the Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities by -giving us now, a copy of your signature, so there may- 
he a comparison with! the- exhibit which I have just displayed to you. 

Mr. Lefavour. I don't believe that I am obliged to f uriiish even my 
signature. 

Mr. Arehts. Were you under date of February 9, 1951, the day on 
which you.signed this document, >a member of the- Communist Party? 

Mr. Lefavour; I decline for all the reasons whichl have previously 
enumerated to discuss that affidavit in any of its respects. 

Mr. AlRests. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the docu- 
ment which I have just displayed to the witness be appropriately 
marked, and incorporated by reference in ,this .record. 

Mri Doyle. May I ask : Is that affidavit . sworn to ? 

Mr. Arens. Oh^yes it is, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Doyle., Before a Notary Public or someone equally qualified? 

Mr. Arens. Yes,, Mz\ Chairman. 

Mr. Doyle. It will be so received' and.so marked. 
(Document marked "Lefavour Exhibit No. 1" and retained in comr 
mittee files.) 

Mr.AnENS; Have you ever made apassport application? 
(The witness-conferred with his counsel.)" 
Mr. Lefavouh. Yes, I have, sir. 

Mr, Arens. And when did you make a passport/application? 
Mr. Lefavour. The closest I can give you would be the month. I 
thinkit was in April. 

Mr.AnENS. What year, please, sir,? 
Mr. Lefavouh. 1951. 

Mr. Arens. I should like to display to you now, if you; please, sir, 
a photostatic copy of your passport application, and see if you would 
not be kind' enough to accommodate the committee on Un- American 
Activities by verifying the authenticity of your signature ? 

(Document handed to the witness.) 

Mr. Lefavour. I will acknowledge that. 

Mr. Doyle. 'You acknowledge that? ■ May we understand that you 
say you would acknowledge that signature as yours? 
Mr. Lefavouh. Yes, I do. 
Mr. Doyle. Thank you. 

Mr. Arens. Where did you seek to go when you made this passport 
application? 

Mr. Lefavouqr.' When I made the passport application, I made it on 
the knowledge that I had a trip that should have included six coun- 
tries. That -was the information 43iat I got. The names of -the six 
countries were not given by 'me because they were not yet determined. 

Mr. Arens. What were those six countries you were going to go to ? 

Mr. Lefavour. The only country I knew about at the time was that 
we would go to France. 

Mr. Arens.' No, no. What were the six countries ? 

Mr, Lefavour. Tlmt eventually were decided on? 
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Mr. Arens. Yes. 

Mr. Lefavotjr. I believe they included France— I mean, that was 
a tentative -schedule— it wasn't fulfilled. France, Czechoslovakia, 
Eussia, Poland, Italy, and England. * 

Mr. Arens. And for some reason or other, dnly France appears 
on this |>assp tot application. Can you> give* us a word of explanation 

Mr. Lefavotjr. I have 'given it -to you once and I will give it to you 
again. I think if you listen carefully you will get the gist of it. 

* At the time I made application for the passport, the only knowl- 
edge I had was that this trip was going to be arranged to include six 
countries, although those countries had hot been scheduled. I was to 
go to France and from France they were to make arrangements with 
some other country to take us. When we got there they were going 
tp try to make arrangements with another country of our own select 
tiontotakeus. 

* Mr. Akgns. Did you know or learn, prior to the time of your de- 
parture from the United States, that you were going to. go into coun- 
tries other than into France ? 

: Mr. Lefavour. Did I learn f roni the United States ? 

Mr. Ajjens. No, sir. Did you learn? Did you acquire knowledge 
prior to the time that you left the United States that you were, on 
your trip-, to go into countries other than France ? 

Mr. Lefavotjr. I knew that I was going into countries other than 
France, but I didn't know which countries. 

Mr. Arens. Did you notify the State Department that you had to 
revise.your plans a little bit, that you decided not just to go to France * 

Mr. Lefavour. That is not what I told the clerk when I filled out 
the application. She wanted to know how I was going/ 

Mr; Arens. No. Let us stay right on the point here. 

Mr. Lefavotjr. I am getting to your point, if you would like me to 
clear it up. 

Mr. Arens. Let us start over again. On your application that you 
Med on April* 16, 1951, with the State Department, you told them you 
were going to take a little visit to France, didn't you ? 

Mr. Lefavotjr. I did not. 

Mr. Arens. It is on your application. 

-Mr. Lefavour. That was the only destination I knew for sure I was 
g°ing,to go to. That was where I was going to land and start from. 

Mr. Arens. That was the country to be visited, and you wrote down 
^France" ; is that correct ?• 

Mr.- Lefavotjr.* That is right. 

Mr. Arens. All right, sir. The next question is: When did you 
f learn you were going to visit some countries other than France? 

Mr. Lefavotjr. The specific countries I learned over in Paris, the 
day after I arrived there. 

Mr. Arens. When did you learn that you were going to visit some- 
country other than France ? 

Mr. Lefavotjr. Without knowing the identity of the country? 

Mf. Arens. Yes. 

Mr. Lefavotjr. I knew that, at the time I had my passport. 1 
Mr. Arens.. Did you know it as of the time you filled out this ap- 
plication? 
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Mr. Lefavotjr. Yes ; and I so instructed the plerk. She said : "What 
countries?", and I said "I don't know." 

(Document marked "Leiavour Exhibit No. 2 " and retained in Com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Kindly tell this committee under whose auspices you 
took this trip. ' 

Mr. Lefavotjr. Do you mind if I refer to this note here? 
Mr. Arens. Go right ahead. 

Mr. Lefavotjr. The Committee to Survey Labor Conditions in" 
Europe; 

Mr. Arens. Who asked you to go ?

Mr. Arens. Did this [American] Committee .to Survey Trade Union 
Conditions in Europe pay your expenses? 

Mr. Lefavotjr;. I believe the committee paid for the round trip 
ticket from New York to Paris. That was my understanding. 

Mr. Akens. And by what route did you go I - 

Mr, Lefavotir: I went over by BQAC. % 

Mr. Arents. Who accompanied. you on the trip? 

Mr. Lefavotjr. "Nobody. 

Mr. Arens. Who joined you when you arrived in Paris ? 
, Mr. Lefavotjr. The balance of a delegation who had gone over 
either one or two days before me. 

Mr. Arens. Did you recognize people, in the delegation whom you 
had known prior to, the time of your arrival in Paris? 

Mr. Lefavotjr. 'The entire delegation "were strangers to me. I had 
never seen any of them, 

Mr. Arens. Could you tell us tM* names of some of the people in 
the delegation whom you met whito~you were in P l aris? 

Mr. Lefavotjr. I think I can .remember some, of them. 

Mr. Arens. Was Irvingj£e^n one of them?. - 

Mr. Lefavotjr. Irving^Velson ? I don't recall any such name oh 
that delegation. " F * s - ; 

Mr. Ajrens. All right, sir. When did you take this trip, the first 
part of the trip, when you went by BOAC ? 

Mr. Lefavotjr..* It started the 23rd of April. 

Mr; Arens. Tell us what arrangements were^made after you got 
to Paris for you to go on the next lap of your trip. 

Mr. Lefavotjr. ^ When I got to Paris the delegation sat down one 
afternoon and laid out the tentative trip. This was agreeable with 
the majority of them but not to myself, and that is where they decided 
they would like to go to Czechoslovakia, Poland, Russia, Italy, France 
and England. That followed, I think the purpose that was announced 
to me, that before I left, that we should go to three Marshall Pl^in 
countries and three nonrMarshall Plan countries for the sake of mak- 
ing a comparison of the situation of the working people of these 
countries. 

Mr. Ajrens. Did you go with the delegation beyond Paris to 
Czechoslovakia? 




who he was, and he had some con- 
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Mr.x Lefavchdr. I went to Czechoslovakia and I went to Russia^, 
and there I left the delegation and I came back by myself. 
" Mr. Arens. Who paid your expenses from Paris to Czechoslovakia? 

Mir. Lefavotjr.; I am only guessing at this, but I understand that 
when we were in France, the French union footed the bill. - When w6 
were in Czechoslovakia, the Czechoslovakian union iooted the bill, and 
likewise in the subsequent .countries. The unions in the respective 
countries paid the expenses. 

Mr. Absents. Did you notify the American Embassy in Paris that 
you were going to travel from France, behind the Iron, Curtain, into 
Czechoslovakia? 

Mr. Lefavour. I don't believe that it is necessary, to answer your 
question. , 

- Mr. Arens. I didn'tunderstand: 

.-.^la^AvaoE. To answer your question, we didn't do it. At least, I 
didn t do it, because the restricted places of travel were enumerated on 
the .passport, and I think the only restrictions I can remember of was— 
might have been— wris it Bulgaria at the time ? 

Mr v . Arens; How many people were in the delegation in Paris, ap- 
proximately? 

Mr. X^EFAVOtm. I believe I can give you the exact number. I think it 
was eighteen, including myself. 

Mr. Arens. Who paid your; expenses when you arrived in Moscow? 

Mr. Lefavour.^ The AES. It is the jSoviet trade unions. 

Mr. Arens. Did the Soviet trade- union people give you money, 
rubles? 

Mr: LrEFAvqrrR. No, they didn't. 
Mr.ARENS. Where did they put you up ? 

Mr. DEFAvctoR: I can get this confused with the hotel in Czechoslo-. 
vakia, the two hotels— one was the Imperial and one was the National. 
I don't 'remember just which was which. 

Mr. Abens.. Did you join in a statement or .statements issued by this 
trade union-delegation awhile you were in Moscow ? 

Mr. Lefavour. Did I join in a statement ? 

Mr. Arens. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Lefavour. Of what nature-^what are you talking about? 
Mr. Arens. Any statement, sir, a statement by the delegation. 
.Mr. Lefavour. Do you mean like to. .the Eussian Radio or Russian 
press ? 

M^Arens. To the world, from Mpscow. 
Mr. Lefavour. No. 

|lr. Arens. Was a statement issued from Moscow by the delegation ? 

Mr. Lefavour. That I don't know. I lef t^-well, I left there before 
they were half way through with their trip. I don't know. 
-Mr; Ajrens. Did you survey the trade union conditions in Soviet 
Russia? 

Mr. .Lefavour. You've read this b.ook^ haven't you ? 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly answer the question ? 

Mr. Legpavour. Yes. But so that you will understand my answer 
I am goingi;o recall to you in this book, to the extent of my survey it 
was on the theory 

Mr.ARENs. Was on what? 
: Mr. Lefavour. On:the theory of their setup; I didn't have enough 
time to- go arpund there to the factories arid make an extensive visit. 
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Mr. Arens.- You went all the way to Moscow to visit the factories 
an<i then after you ,got there you didn't have time to visit them ; is 
that correct ? 

Mr: Lefavotjr. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. Now. sir, while you were in Moscow were you- a member, 
of the Communist -Party during, this period ? 

Mr. Lefavotjr. Mr, Director, this will be the third or' fourth time 
that I have given you a direct answer on this type of question. It was 
the first question you asked me.: "Am I now or have I ever been?" and 
I am going .to decline now on the same grounds I declined the first 
time. . 

Mr, Arens. Did you while you were in Moscow have time to ask 
•them over there to show you the slave labor camps ? 

Mr. Lefavotjr. That question was asked, but of course even in your 
book I don't believe there would be any slave labor camps within 
the city limits of Moscow. And.since I didn't have time to leave* there, 
I didn't establish by myself, or at least settled for the answer they 
gave us. Of course, they denied the existence of any slave labor camps. 

Mr. Are^s. They said there were no slave labor camps ? 

Mr. Lefavotjr. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. It is all American propaganda ?" 

Mr. Lefavotjr. That was their version, yes. 

Mr. Arens. Did you believe them ? 

Mr. Lefavotjr. They gave an explanation. I said, "You must do 
something/ you know, with the people that you can't keep in line." 
They said, "We have correctional institutions the same as you have 
jails in the United States." Now,letmegive you-»4— 

Mr. Arens. Did you ask them about the 20,000,0Q0 ; people they 
have shot down, just mowed down like they were wheat in Kansas, in 
the course of the ascendancy of this awful thing called communism 
in Soviet Kussia?. Did you ask them about that ? 

Mr. Lefavotfr; I didn't ask them aboutthat. , • 

Mr. Arens. That was not within the purview of your inquiry? 

Mr. Lefavotjr. Was that the figure— 20,000,000 ? 

Mr:ARENS. Approximately sir. 

Mr. Lefavotjr. But it has gone up a lot since, I hnagine ? 

Mr. Arens. Who in this delegation^ to -your certain, knowledge, 
were members of the Communist conspiracy, who went on this trip ? 

Mr. Lefavotjr. To my certain knowledge, being in a delegation of 
entire strangers to me, if I told you any name at all I think I would 
be violating the principles of fair play of this committee. I have no 
knowledge of any of them. 

Mr. Arens. I suggest you may want to read the hearings of this 
committee on that About half .of them have been identified, under 
oath,, by live witnesses, as members of the Communist conspiracy. 

Now, sir ; did you return by yourself from Moscow ? 

Mr. Lefavotjr.. I did. - . . . 

Mr. Arens. And after you returned to the United States, did you- 
join with the others i?i anj[ kind of a statement respecting the condi- 
tions, of the trade unions in Soviet Bussia and in the Iron Curtain 
countries? 

Mr. Lefavoto. 3sTo. The only statement I made was, I made my 
own report, and I believe that report, as far as I know, was never 
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. collaborated in by the rest. Whether they joined in this one or not, 
I don't know. 

Mr. Akens. Did you subsequently report to the State Department 
that, although when you left the United States you told them that you 
were just going to visit as a tourist in France, you happened to wind 
up in Moscow? 

Mr. LEFAvomR. I think that formality was taken care of when I 
landed at Idlewild Airport. 

Mr. Akens. What happened to your passport when you landed at 
Idlewild Airport ? 

(The witness conferred with ! his counsel.) 

Mr. Lefavohr. When I landed at Idlewild Airport, I don't know 
the name of the officer,.but he checked where I had been. 

Mr.. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that will conclude 
the- staff interrogation of this witness. 

Mr. Doyle. General Kearney"? 

Mr. Kearney. I have no questions. 
' Mr. Doyle. I have just two brief questions. 

Mr. Lefavotjr. Yes, sir; 

Mr. Doyle. How long were you in Moscow or in.Eussia ? 

Mr. Lefavour. Six days, sir. 

Mr. Doyle. Did you fly back to the United States ? ' 

Mr. Leeavour. I flew— not directly. Do you mind a little explana- 
tion of why I left?, 

Mr. Doyle. I wondered if you came by plajie or by boat? 

Mr. Lefavour. Oh, plane. 

Mr; Doyle. All the way? 

Mr. Lefavour. All the way, yes, sir. 

Mr. Doyle. The witness is excused. Thank you. 

Mr. Ajrens. The next witness, if you please, Mr. Chairman, will be 
Mr..

Mr. Lefavour. Mr. Chairman, would you care for a copy of the 
report I made?, 

Mr. Doyle. No ; we have several copies of it. 

Mr, Arens. Benning Maskiewicz, please come forward. Kindly 
stand while the chairman administers an. oath to you. 

Mr. Doyle. Will you please raise your right hand ?

Mr, Maskxewxoz. I do.

Mr. Ajrens. Mr. Chairman, I am hot certain, and my recollection 
does not serve me accurately, whether I requested the chair to order 
the documents which we had been using with tlie preceding witnesses 
to be appropriately marked and incorporated by reference in the 
record.

Mr. Maskiewicz. Eight. 

Mr. Arens, You do not have counsel? 

Mr. Maskiewicz. No. 

Mr. Arens. You know under the rules of this committee, you have; 
the privilege of counsel. 
Mr, Maskiewicz. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. What other names have ypu used besides "Maskiewicz" ? 

Mr. Maskiewicz. Benning Maskiewicz. 

Mr. Arens. How do you spell it, please? 

Mr. Maskiewicz. M~a-s-k-i-e-w-i-c-z. 

Mr. Arens. Is that B-e-n-n-i-n-g? 

Mr. Masktewicz. That is right. 

Mr. Ajrens. Mr. Maskiewicz, where are you employed? 
Mr. Maskiewicz. I work in a restaurant. 
Mr. Arens. Where? 

Mr. Maskiewicz. 22d Street and 4th Avenue, in New York. 
Mr; Arens. And where were you born? 

Mr. Maskiewicz. I was born in White Russia, as is this country 

today, at the time it was Tzar Nicholas- 

Mr. Arens. When did you come to the United States? 
Mr. Maskiewicz. 1895. , 

Mr. Arens. Excuse me — when did you come to the United States? 
Mr. Maskiewicz. I came same time the Titanic sunk. It was 1912. 
Mr, Arens, Are 'you a citizen of the United States? 
Mr. Maskiewicz. No, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever applied 

Mr. Doyus. What is your answer? 
Mr. Maskiewicz. No,, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever applied for naturalization? ' 
Mr. Maskiewicz. No, not yet. 

Mr. Kearney. Not yet? How long does it take you to apply? 
Mr. Maskiewicz. I have been here only 46 years, gentlemans. 
Mr. Kearney. You have been pretty busy. 
Mr. Maskiewicz. 46 years. 

Mr. Arens, Are you a member of the Communist Party? 
Mr. Maskiewicz. What do you want me to say, gehtlemens? 
Mr. Arens. Just tell us the truth. 

Mr. Maskiewicz. I won't answer, gentleman^ I am going to answer 
all questions for myself, but I not going to answer no questions about 
any individual or individual group. 

Now, I use my constitutional right of the first amendment. 
, Mr. Arens.. Have you another one you want to use ? 

Mr. Maskiewicz. Yes, and" the fifth amendment.' 

Mr. AnENS. The fifth amendment? 
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Mr. Maskiewicz. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. Did you used to live in New Hampshire, Mr. Maskier- 
wicz? 

Mr. Maskiewicz. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. Over what period of time did you live, in New Hamp- 
shire? 

Mr. Maskiewicz. I live in New Hampshire forty years. 

Mr. Arens. Where did you live in N<*w Hampshire ? 

Mr. Maskiewicz. Oh, well-, my address was Nashua and Hudson. 

Mr., Arens>. Do you know a lady by the name of -Carol Foster* Mrs. 
Carol Foster? 5 

Mr. Maskiewicz. Well, I even decline to answer. 

Mr. Arens. I don't think she would care if you told us you know 
her. 

Mr. Maskiewicz. I don't .care if she knows it too. Why I care ? 

Mr. Arens. She took an oath here, yesterday and said wirile she was 
an undercover agent in the Communist Party at the behestof the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation she knew you as a Communist. Was 
she telling the truth or was she in error ? 

( Mr. Maskiewicz. Why I know if she tell the truth or she lie? It 
is not my business. 
Mr. Arens; t)id she lie? 

Mr; Maskiewicz. /No. . I doni't say. I only say I use my right, con- 
stitutional right 9f the fifth amendment, 
Mr. Arens. Did you run an ice house in New Hampshire? 
Mr. Maskiewicz. That is right; yes. 

Mr. Arens, Did you have the name around the community of 
"Benny the Iceman" ? 

Mr. Maskiewicz. That is right. They used to call me Benny the 
Iceman — everybody. ' 

Mr. Arens.' Did they used\to,calLyou that in the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Maskiewicz. My business was private business in Hudson, New- 
Hampshire. 

m Mr r Arens-. We don't want to topw about your private business ; we 
]ust want to know about your business in the Communist Party. 

Mr. Maskiewicz. That was^the name of my business— Benny the 
Ice--Ben's Ice. That was the sign of my trucks. That is why they 
call one, "Benny, the Iceman." That is the way then it originates. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that will conclude 
the staff interrogation of this witness. 

Mr. Kearney. Mr. Chairman? 

Mr. DoxiiE. General Kearney, have you any questions? 

Mr. Kearney. Yes, I have. I have not a question,, but I have an 
observation to make of this, witness, the; sanie as I had of the other 
witness; that I am astonished, astounded aUhis character, who comes 
in .and claims the protection of the United States Constitution. He 
has lived here for some forty years. 

Mr. Maskiewicz. 46. 

Mr. Kearney. He isoaot a citizen of the United-States, and I would 
recommend that his case be turned over to the immigration authorities 
for immediate action. 

Mr. Doyle. I am sure we will all join you in that when we get back 
to Washington. 
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Why haven't you applied for your ; American -citizenship in over

May I say clearly* to those who have been subpenaed 
and are in the courtroom and have not been called, we regret that 
you have not, but on account 6f the weather, both here and at Wash- 
ington and the necessity for two of our Committee members to return 
to Washington in order to be in Congress yesterday, we have been 
delayed in our work. 

We appreciate your patience in being here, and as you leave the 
courtroom, please sign your vouchers so yoii can be paid your legal 
fees. 

Before I make a few brief remarks, I am going to call on the very 
disinguished American-, General Pat Kearney. 

May I ask please, the cooperation of every person in the room, 
that you notjeave the room until we dismiss the committee. '* 

We will be out of here in just a few minutes, but I do hope and 
expect you will favor us with your presence until we dismiss this 
meeting. 

Mr. Kearney. I am not going to. make 1 any statement, Mr. Chair- 
man concerning the headings, for the reason I understand we are 
going to do that to the press afterwards, but I do want to say this : 
that I appreciate the courtesy extended to tjie committee by the TJftited 
States Marshal aijd his -deputies, the Federal Judges for the District 
Court of the United States, the , courtesy of the press, and all others 
connected with this hearing. 

It is a revelation not only to come to Boston to present the wit- 
nesses in the light we have, and to show pust exactly what is .going 
on in this Communist conspiracy, but it is also a pleasure to thank 
those who have feeated us so Courteously while we, were in the City of 
Boston this week. 
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Mr. Doras. I have, made just a few notes here which I will refer 
to in my brief statement on behalf of theeommittee. 

First, I wish to call your attention to the fact which has not yet 
been emphasized m these hearings, that this subcommittee here in 
Boston these four days is a subcommittee of a committee of nine, 
Tiiis House Uh-American Activities Committee is not a special com- 
mittee. . It is a standing committee of the House of Bepresenta-- 
tives. It has been a standing.. regularly qualified committee approved 
unanimously by the House ot Representatives on many occasions ever 
since 1946. I will not take time to read the charter. It was adopted 
m 1946 and under that charter we are here, duly qualified, and follow- 
ing our legal requirements. 

I wish ferther to say : that this committee knew in advance that on 
account of lack of time here in Boston these hearings would be 
necessarily brief. We could not possibly cover the extent of the 
Communist operations in this New England area. But we believe we 
had knowledge, and we now have more knowledge from all reliable 
sources, of considerable extensive Communist Party subversive* ac- 
tivities in the New England area, amounting to several hundred 
identified members in the Communist Party in the New England 
area. If we had time, therefore, we could call up to around 300 
identified Communists in this area. To do so would have taken weeks 
of hearings, instead of just a few days. Furthermore, it would re- 
quire assignment of our staff to this area, whereas they have obliga- 
tions in other areas also. ■ fe 
' In the f ew days that we have been here, we believe we have had a 
fair sampling of several phases of Communist subversive operations 
in this area. 

What then has been accomplished, in our judgment, as a result of 
these hearings ? These are some of the accomplishments : 

In the first jalace, we have seen repetition here in the -Hew 
Enpland area, of a pattern of' Communist activities and techniques 
which verifies and confirms the very same pattern of secret and habitu- 
ally deceitful and subversive activities and tactics throughout our 
Nation. . ' * 

We also have brought forth reliable evidence proving that there is 
m this highly sensitive and important industrial area a Communist 
Party activity which should be paid more attention by the public 
officiaKboth municipal and statewide r in cooperation w'ith the Fed- 
eral officials. 

More specifically, there has been developed here new and convincing 
evidence regarding the existing loopholes in the Foreign Agents Regis- 
tration Act* and other existing legislation, designed to identify and 
stem the flood .of Communist propaganda that is daily reaching the 
shores of our Nation from Soviet Russia, and from other people, 
specifically doing it in cooperation wifh the Soviet Communist con- 
trol of the Soviet Kepublic in this cold war. 
^ And we, wish to emphasize that this Communist subversive activity 
right here in the New England area and throughout oux Nation is - 
part of the cold war— it is not just merely propaganda—it is part of 
the cold war. There are no bullets being fired, but it is war neverthe- 
less. 
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There has. also been revealed further reliable .factual Communist 
underground strategy and tactics penetrating entirely legitimate and 
loyal Organizations, church groups, labor groups, youth groups, 
schools, lodges, and publicoffices. 

There* has also been revealed further definite information respect- 
ing efforts of the Communist conspiracy to penetrate certain vital in- 
dustries by way of colonization by Communists, many of whom hold 
high.:degrees in education, bachelors of science and engineers; and 
yet, fulfilling their Communist Party dedication, they take menial 
jobs, at far less salaries in sensitive industries in order to carry out 
Communist Party directives, than they could-eam at the profession for 
whiclrthey are especially equipped and trained. 

We will take back to Washington for consideration by the Con- 
gress all the factual material here gained in connection with our 
study and consideration for the enactment of legislation. 

There is, however, a collateral result^ which is very valuable and 
continuing, as a result of these hearings, which I believe will have 
a salutary and important effect on this entire geographical area. This 
should be a daily reminder for you folks whoStave the pleasure, privi- 
lege, and inspiration of living in this area, of the continuous Com- 
munist Party subversive threat, both day and night, not merely as a 
philosophical concept, but as a menacing dynamic force of intrigue and 
subversion, operating as part of the -Soviet cold war against the Ameri- 
can way ox life, which was, in fact, born right here within a mile of 
■this building. 

We wish to thank, therefore, these two American citizens who gave 
up commensurate income and went to .work for the FBI at a mere 
pittance in order to serve their country. We thank them f pr their 
helpfulness to us. 

Then, too, we wish to thank Federal Judge Francis Ford, the dis- 
tinguished Federal Judge- who occupies this courtroom and courteously 
turned it over to us. We thank United States Marshal Ealph Gray 
and all his most capable and thoughtful and helpful deputies. We 
thank ; of course, Captain Daniel L Murphy, Director of the Subversive 
Activities Section of the Department of Public Safety of this great 
commonwealth, and'his very -able staff, for helping our staff with these 
hearings. 

And then, too,* I want to thank the listeners in the courtroom for 
their courteous-attention. 

And finally, I would like to express our unanimous and sincere 
thanks to all members of the press, radio, and television profession 
and fraternity. We noticed the thoroughness, accuracy and the very 
constructive way in which you have reported and shown these- 
hearings. 

We warit to thank, : too, the large -number of peoples who have written 
to us or who have sent us orally their expressions of appreciation for 
what the United States Congress is trying to do in this difficult field,

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Public hearings weie held in Boston, Mass., March 18-21, 1958*, 
during which the committee received valuable testimony concerning 
current Communist Party activities in. the New England area. 

Armando Penha, an undercover operative for the FBI from 
1950 to the date of his appearance, testified extensively concerning 
the inner workings of the higher- echelon of the Communist con- 
spiracy. Mr. Penhahad held the positions of section organizer f or the 
Communist Party in the New Bedford area; chairman* of the Bristol 
County, Mass., Communist Party;,, chairman of the Kegional Section 
Organizers Committee; member of New England District Commit- 
tee; member irom New England of the National Textile Commission ; 
and attended meetings of the New England District Metals Commis- 
sion of the Communist Party. 

Assessing the seriousness of the Communist Party today, Mr. Penha 
declared: 

Based on my experiences, I feel — and I am sure that I am 
absolutely correct— that the Communist conspiracy, by .and 
large today, is much stronger than it has ever been. * * * 
The party has-strengthened itself every time that it weeds out 
weaklings, those that they suspect, those who do not accept 
the -party discipline, and as such it becomes stronger. 

During the 8 years that he was in the Communist Party, Mr. Penha 
had known approximately 400 members of the party. Of this number, 
•between 285 and 315 operated in the New England area. In the course 
of his testimony, Penha identified by name over 200 Communist Partj 
members he had personally known, including top-flight functionaries 
of : the National Committee of the Communist Party. 

In connection. with the current organizational structure of the party, 
he testified : 

The Communist apparatus is established with the National 
Committee as being the top functionary body. " 
. In the National Committee level,, there, are also various 
types of national groups. You have your National Executive 
Committee^you have National Commissions, various depart- 
ments. In all I would say there are about 8 or 9. Fromthere • 
it drops down to the -district level, New England being- the 
District No. 1; New England encompasses the areas of Ver- 
mont, Maine, New Hampshire, Massachusetts. 

From the district level, it drops down to county level, if 
they sexist. Attimes they do-not. From there it-drops down 
to section levels, known as cities and its suburban areas. 
From there it drops down to clubs or cells. These are small 
groups.^ They comprise membership in specific areas, par- 
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ticularly in organizations. From that it drops down to 
neighborhood groups or neighborhood clubs. From that it 
goes into individuals who, for one reason or another, should 
not be placed in clubs and/or cells. 

Mr. Penha testified that the revenue of the Communist Party is 
derived from many and varied source^, including : 
(a) Dues based on earnings. 
y< ^ Ssessin8lits ' aiso base ^ s °n earnings. 

S°\ FiMncial "angels" who may .or may not be actual .party 
-members; but whb contribute to the party causes. Penha cited 
as an example one Maud D'htae, deceased,/ who 'left an estete bi 
approximately $20;000.

^orth was to contribute experienced colonizers and money. In conriec- 
tion with this endeavor, Mr. Penha took a trip to the South where he 
wasJn^ontact with; top-Communist Party leaders 'and colonizers, par- 
ticularly in North -Carolina, a 'center of the textile, industry in the 
bouth'. The technique of colonization, accord-ingtoMri Penha r is being

erground operation Some members- completely- divorcedthemselves 
from tiie open ^apparatus of the- party arid, in most instances'^ com- 
pletely separated themselves from their families. Theyiassumed false 
identities and used various devices- to alter their physical appearance 
lhey -lived in the homes tof trusted partyrmembers:ahd all-contact with 
the open 'apparatus'was'handled.through.eouriers. 

MriPenha furriishedthe committee a^detailedsummary 'of th&Com- 
munist Party frontgroups which had formerly. operated, or were cur- 
rently operating, m the-New England area. He identified a number 
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of members of the front groups as Coimriuriists. Soma of the groups 
nattied as Communist fronts by Penha were the New England Citizens 
Concerned for Peace, the New Bedford Peace Committee, the- New 
Bedford Committee to Eight Unemployment, the Progressive Party, 
the Labor Youth League, Save Our Sons Committee, and the^Araeri- 
caii Committee for Protection of Foreign Borm 

In while accompanying the New England district Communist 
organizer, Mike Bussp, who was then operating in the background,. 
Mr. Penha was present in a secret meeting, with Jonathan and David 
Lubell, then students at Harvard University;. The Lubells wem Com- 
munist- organizers, among. the, students at various institutions of higher 
education in the Bbstqri\area, ¥h&y turned over $150 which they had 
collected in dues frorn the student at tinam institutions. 

Another person who contributed materially to the committee's work 
in Boston was Mrs. Carol Foster ctf HiiEirEiay r& PL . Like Mr. Periha, 
Mrs- poster had been .an underc*sfe^ c^rE^Sm for the PBL She had 
been actiye-iri the parity since i£m* ^er.ip^ncipal area of activity was 
invthe State . of New Hampshire* Sh&h^i Jaeld the office oi secretary 
of the Nashua grpup <$f the- Communist Party and was a member of 
the New Hampshire State Committee, which was a part of District 
1 of 'the Communist Party, and encompassed most or. New England.. 

Mrs* Foster coiinrmed Mr. Penha's testimony that the Communist 
Party posed a serious threat to our country today* She. identified sev- 
eral scpre individuals as Communist Party members in the New Eng- 
land area, 

Two of the persons she identified as* members of the Communist 
Party were Rev, Albert iVOrlando and L his wife, Polly, MrVD^Orlaiido 
hadheeh a minister of a church in Wilton, N, PL, from. approximately 
1946 to 1950/ Mrs. Poster testified that she was introduced to Mr> 
I>?Orlando by the Communist Party chairman of rTew Hampshire, 
Mi's. Elba Chase Nelson. Eor a periodt of several vears she 'collected 
the Communist Party dues of Mr. D'Orlando ahcl m's wife. 

The KeverendMr. I^Orlando, who^npw resides in New Orleans, La*, 
appeared before the committee in-executive session on March 1£, 1058*. 
When asked about his previous^ Communist Party membership, he 
invoked his constitutional privileges concerning, -the period prior .to 
1946. He denied membership subsequent to that date, but testified that 
he had contributed money to the Communist Party during the time 
he was a minister in Wilton, N. PL 

Mrs. Poster al£o furnished valuable information concerning the op- 
eration of Communist-front groups, particularly the Progressive 
Party which, during its period of operation in rJew Hampshire, was 
completely controlled 7 by the Communist Party, 

Irving vFishman, Deputy Collector of Custorhs at the Port/of New 
York, and his administrative assistant, Miss Eleanor Suske, testified 
about the importation and dissemination of Communist propaganda 
in the Bbston are&. Mr. Pishman stressed the -need for amendments 
to the Foreign Agents Registration Act tq require the labeling of for- 
eign Communist propaganda prior to its - importation; He stated that, 
'based on a survey conducted by his office within a 2-montb period im- 
mediately prior to the hearings, there were approximately 80,000 
pieces of foreign- Communist propaganda passing through the port of 
New Ybriy destined for tne New England area.. -None of this propa- 
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ganda was labeled in accordance with the provisions of the Foreign 
&gente Registration Act. . 

Additional testimony concerning propaganda on the domestic level 
Was given by Mr. Penha, Who testified that the Communist Party had 
secreted mimeographing machines in the homes of trusted Commit 
hist Party members. These machines were to be used to produce prop- 
aganda material in the event the party was forced to eliminate its open 
publications. 

Hon. Louis C/Wyman, Attorney General of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, testified extensively concerning various sections of EL 3J. 9937.' 
the omnibus security bill pending before the committee. . 

In -addition to the persons indicated above Who cooperated with ft* 
committee, 29 other persons were called as witnesses. These persons 
had been identified under oath as members of the Communist Party 
and, in most instances, were leaders oj the Communist Party in the 
New England area. Their employment covered a variety of occupa- 
tions andprof essioris. Two of the witnesses, David M. Fein and Blias 
Snitzer, were professors- at the Lowell Technological Institute. Mr. 
Fein denied current Communist Party jnembership, but invoiced 1 the 
privileges 6f the fifth amendment concerning prior membership. Mr. 
Snitzer likewise denied current Communist Party membership, but 
refused to give the committee any information when questioned con- 
cerning prior membership and activities in the Communist Party. 

Douglas Perry, TJE organizer in the New England area, who 
had been identified by Mr. Periha as a hard-core Communist Party 
member, invoked constitutional privileges against self-incrimination 
when asked concerning the validity of Penha's testimony. 

Joseph Sherman and Beaming JIaskiewicz testified that thev were 
not citizens of' th£ United States and refused to state whether "or not 
they were members of the Communist Party. Mr. Maskiewicz has 
been a resident of the United States for 46 years; Mr. Sherman for 30 
years. The subcommittee recommended that both cases be referred to 
the Immigration and' Naturalization Service for possible deportation/ 

Of the remaining witnesses, all invoked the fifth amendment, with 
the exception of three; Two of these admitted Communist Part# 
membership,, and /the third refused to answer any questions but in- 
voked- the first amendment, 

In concluding the hearings the chairman of the subcommittee stated 
in part as follows: 

In the few days that we have- been here, we believe we have 
had a fair sampling of several phases of Communist subver- 
sive pperatibns, especially in this area. 

What then has been accomplished, in our judgment, as. ■ 
a result of these hearings? These are some of the accom- 
plishments : 

Iii the first place, we have- seen repetition hSre-in-the Bos- 
ton, New ^England area, of a pattern of Communist activities 
and techniques which verifies and confirms the very same pat- 
tern of secret and habitually deceitful' and subversive activi- 
ties and tactics throughout our Nation* 

We also have brought forth reliable evidence proving that 
there is in this highly sensitive an# important industrial area 
a Communist. Party activity which should be-paid more atten- 
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tion by the public officials, both municipal and" statewide, 
in cooperation with the Federal officials. 

Move specifically, there has been developed here new and 
convincing evidence regarding the existing loopholes in the 
Foreign Agents Registration Act, and other existing legisla- 
tion, designed to identify and stein the flood of Communist 
propaganda *that is daily reaching the shores of our Nation 
from Soviet Russia, and from otherpeople, specifically doing 
it in cooperation "with the Soviet Communist control of the 
Soviet Republic in this cold war. 

And- we wish to emphasize that this Communist subversive 
activity right here in the New England area and throughout 
our Nation is part of the cold war— it is not j ust merely prop- 
agandar— it is j>art of the cold war. There are no bullets 
being fired, but it is war nevertheless. 

There has also been revealed further reliable factual Com- 
munist underground strategy and tactics penetrating entirely 



groups, youth groups, schools, lodges, and public offices.^ 

There has also been revealed further definite information 
respecting efforts of the Communist conspiracy to penetrate 
certain vital industries by way of colonizing by Communists, 
many of whom hold high degrees in education, bachelors of 
science and engineers; and yet^ fulfilling their Communist 
Party dedication, they take menial jobs, at far less salaries in 
sensitive industry in order to carry but Communist Party di- 
rectives, than they could earn at the profession for which 
they are especially equipped and trained; 

We will take back to Washington for consideration, by the 
Congress all the factual material here gained in connection 
with our study and consideration for the enactment of 
legislation, * 

There is, however, a collateral- result, which is very valuable 
arid continuing, as a result of these hearings, which I believe 
will have a salutary and important effect on this entire geo- 
graphical area; This should be a daily reminder for you 
folks who have the pleasure, privilege, and inspiration of 
living in this area,, of the continuous Communist Party sub- 
versive threat, both day and night, not merely as a philo- 
sophical concept^ but as a menacing dynamic force of intrigue 
and subversion, operating as part of the Soviet cold war 
against the American way of life, which was, in fact, born 
right here within a mile of this building.

Mr. Moui^ek. The hearings, which begin today in Boston, are in 
furtherance of the powers and duties of the committee pursuant to the 
provisions of Public Law 601 of the 19th Congress, which not only 
establishes the broad jurisdiction of this committee, but mandates 
this committee, along with other standing committees of the Congress, 
to exercise continuous watchfulness of the execution by the admimstra- 
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tive agencies concerned of any laws, the subject matter of which is> 
within the jurisdiction of the committee, m 

In response to. tins general, mandate, the Committee on Un- American 
Activities is constantly bhecKng factual inf prmation which will assist 
it in appraising the operation of such laws as the Internal Security 
Act of 1950, thS Foreign Agents Registration Act,.the Commurost Con- 
trol Act ol 1954,, and various/criminal statutes pertaining, to subver- 
sion 

We know that.the strategy and tactics of the Communist conspiracy 
in the United States are constantly changing for the purpose of avoid- 
ing detection and in' an attempt to beguile the American people and 
the Government respecting its true nature* To cope with these 
changes and to strengthen our security laws, a number of legislative 
proposals are pending before the committee. 

The niost recent and comprehensive, proposal is in the form of an 
omnibus security bill, H. K 9937, which Chairman Walter introduced, 
and which represents the most cbmprehensive effort ever madeto deal 
with the many legislative problems irrthe field of internal security. It 
is the hope of the committee that factual information obtained at this 
hearing will be of assistance in the consideration arid appraisal of the

When investigating Communists and. Communist activities, this 
committee frequently has been met with riumerous^ false and un- 
founded charges respecting, the nature of our work and pur objective* 
Such charges will not dissuade us from our duty. We seek the- facts 
and only the facts. Insofar as it is within the power of this com- 
mittee, h as a part of the United States Congress, we shall obtain 
tlie facts and we shall do so within the framework of carefully pre- 
scribed procedures of justice and fair play.. 

'The work of this committee becomes -more difficult with each pass- 
ing year because more and more the functions of the Communist 
mechanism pperate underground. It is 'essential, and important to 
remember that the effectiveness of the Communist operation bears 
absolutely no relationship to the , size of the Communist Party as 
a formal entity. The fanatic, compact hard-core elite which today 
constitutes the backbone of the Communist operation in this country 
is a greater menace than ever before. 

They look for recessions and unemployment in every city so they 
have a tangible reception to their poisonous propaganda. 

It must also be borne in mind that the Communist operation, both 
above and below the surface, impart of a worldwide conspiracy backed 
by all of the material, financial, and educational resources pf the- 
Soviet empire which is, and has been for some time, at war with the 
one -nation which stands in the way of its world domination—the 
United'States of America,

mittee hearings will be ; given an early opportunity to. appear before 
the committee, if he desires, for the purpose of denying or explaining

Mr, Areks.^ L>id you offer your services to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation? 

Mi\ Penha. Yes, I did., 

Mr. Akens. I will not at this time ? ,Mr-. Penha,. dwell upqn the de- 
tails of your admission ihto the Communist-Party. I would like right 
now, if you please, sir, for you to tell us just the posts or pffipes pr 
positions which you have held within the Communist Party since you 
joined it in 1950. 

Mr. Penha. • Yes, sir. Some of the positions and posts that I held 
in the Communist Party have been that of section organizer for the 
itfew Bedford area,, that is, the head Communist for that area. And 
I have also been chairman of the Bristol County area tfor the Com- 
munist Party, which comprises the cities of New Bedford, Taunton, 
andFall Kiver and its surrounding towns. „ ^ ' . 

I have also been chairman of the section organizers, Kegional Sec- 
tion Organizers, I should say, Committee., which was a committee set 
up for the purposeof giving the opportunity, as >the district leadership 
stated, to increase the knowledge and in the future to become* district 
leaders. 

Ainong other positions I have held was that of being a member of 
the New England District Committee, which is the raiiking committee 
that controls the Communist apparatusin New England. 

I have also been a member and delegate from New England for the 
Communist Party to the National Textile Commission in New York 
City. " t 

Mr. Arens. "What position do you presently hold, in the Communist 
Party? " * " ' 

Mr. Penha. My positions at the present are, to;the best of my knowl- 
edge, district committee member, National Texjtiie Commission mem- 
ber, and section organizer for New Bedford. 

Mr. Arens. Now, Mr. Penha, what is the last service wliicli you 
have — : — 

* Mr. Penha. Mr. Director, may I just insert one-correction there?- 
Mr. Ajrens., If you please, sir; . 
Mr. Penha. My name is rather unusual. I know that,,. but it is 
pronounced "Penya." 
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M.r. Arens. We have in our associations with- you, as you know, used 
another name; and that is the reason why, I explain now, I have diffi- 
* / a <*ually addressing you by your right name. Isn't that correct ? 
Mr. Penha. That is correct, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us now on this public record what was the last 
service which you performed for the Communist Party, and when— 
prior to your appearance here .just a few momeritsago t ■ 

Mr. Penha. Well,, sir, the last service, was performed this past 
week, about three days ago; and during most of the entire week, that 
service was as head of the party apparatus in New Bedford. 
9 I was approached to give advice and obtain consultation from me 
m order to equip themselves as to how they should conduct them- 
selves before this committee. 

m Mr. Arens. Could you give us, without dwelling too long on it, 
just a word as to the technique :and advice that you, as a leading Com- 
munist in this area, gave the other comrades as to how they were to 
conduct themselves before this Committee on Un-American Activities. 

Mr. Penha. Yes, sir. One of the phases of my consultations and 
aavice .given to the comrades was supplying them with copies of re- 
ports of previous hearings in other areas throughout the country, in 
order to acquaint the comrades as to the procedure, the line of ques- 
tioning, and how a hostile witness answers in- turn. 
m Mr. Akens. May I insert this at this point, if you please, sir: The 
instructions ^hich you have, in the course of the last several days,- 
been giving the other comrades as to how they are to conduct them- 
selves befor§ this committee were given to you by other persons in 
the apparatus, ish ? t that correct? 

Mr. Penha. Yes. 

m Mr. Arens. You were a conduit for transmission of that instruc- 
tion? 

Mr. Penha. That is correct, sir. 
Mr. Arens. We will get into that more a little later. 
Mr. Kearney-. May I ask a question here, Mr. Chairman ? 
Mr. Moulder. Mr. Kearney. 

Mr. Kearney. Those persons to whom you -.gave such advice, were 
they all members of the party, or alleged members of the party, who 
were under subpeha to appear here ? 

xt^t They were membe * s * of the Communist Party from 

the New Bedford area that were under subpena> yes, sir. 

Mr. Kearney.^ How many individuals were there, would you say? 

Mr, Penha. The ones that I contacted were three, sir, from the 
New Bedford area. I will correct that, sir, if I may? I stated- that 
I contacted. I was- first approached by one. of them, and then a pre- 
liminary arrangement was made to contact the others. 

Mr. Arens. We expect in the course of the day to interrogate you 
on a number of items; and .as we have told you' and discussed with 
you -privately, there are a number of items that we do not at this time 
want to go into with you in a public session because they necessitate 
considerable investigation. 

Mr., Penha. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. I should like at this time, as a point of departure in 
our general interrogation of you, please, sir, to ask you on the basis 
of your background and experience, how serious is the Communist 
Party menace in this area now ? 
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Mr. Penha.. Well, may I answer this way, sir ? 

In answer to your question as to how serious the Communist Party 
menace is in this area,. I -would like to^answer on the basis of not only 
in this area but throughout the entireUnited States; 

Mx.. Arens. Please-do so., 

Mr.. Penha. The reason, for that is because of my experience and 
having been in various areas of- the country, and I feel that I am 
better equipped to put it on a larger area than the New England area. 

Basedon my experiences, I feel— and I am sure that I am absolutely 
correct>-that the Communist conspiracy, by and large today, is much 
stronger than it has ever been. The question of numbers, as to how 
many personsare members of the Communist Party, the party in some 
way or other seemingly likes to play that up^as to loss of member- 
ship and so forth and that it has weakened. Nevertheless, that is not 
true.- The party has strengthened itself every time, that it weeds out 
weaklings, those that they suspect, those who-do not accept the party 
discipline^ and as such it becomes stronger. 

By and large, I would ;say, organizationally speaking, I do not know 
:of any organization, in the world that can .equip itself and state that 
it has the qualifications of the Communist Party to operate organi- 
zationally. 

Mr. Arens. Is there/a distinction that may justifiably be made be- 
tween a Communist and a technical member of the 'Communist Party 
as^such? 

Mr. Penha. Would you please repeat that? 

Mr. Arens. Are there Communists, who are not technical members 
of the entity known as the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Penha. Yes,.sir; there are. 

Mr. Ajrens. Is the" Communist Party a political party ? 

Mr. Penha. The Communist Party is not a. political party in the 
sense that we understand here in the United States the two, 
existing political parties It is a conspiracy. Its objective is to de- 
feat these very political parties that exist^ along with-other Aims. 

Mr. Arens. How far underground is the Communist Party as an 
entity now ? 

Mr. Penha. Unfortunately, sir, it is very much- underground. I 
would say it is deep freeze. They do use some members on the open 
scale for propaganda purposes. 

Mr. Arens. We will get into a number of items, along that line a 
little later,. I want to be. sure- that this record reflects your best judgr 
ment, based upon this intense experience, with reference to this concept 
of -the: activity of the Communist Party. I observed you used' the word 
"deep freeze." You do not mean to* imply that the party is. dormant, 
do you ? 

Mr. Penha. No, sir. 

Mr. Arens. The party is very active right now, is it not? 
Mr. Penha. That is absolutely correct. 

Mr., Arens. How does- the party gain its strength? By what de- 
vices, by what techniques does- it gain its potency ? 

Mr: Penha. There are many ways. Onfc of them I may stress at 
thispoint is by means of infiltration. 

Mr. Arens. What do you mean by infiltration? Give us just a 
word about that, sir; 
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Mr Penha. Well, sir, I -will try to be brief on that, but it is ex- 
tremely difficult after 8 years to put in anutsllelljustVliat infiltration 
is* Hbwever, I would say that .infiltration is a. means which the party 
uses m order to place a trusted member into industry or an organiza- 
tion for the purpose of serving the party's interests. In doing so^ this 
I>arty member is in position to influence the mass workers of tnat pai^ 
ticular organization-., That is one,bf the 'aspects. 

We;ha% also mass agitation. By mass agitation, the party finds 
here that it gives them an experience which I am sure that our exist- 
ing pphtical parties' would not care to use because they would not 
consider themselves political parties; and that is one way to agitate 
ap? a mass form. In this sense they -do it oh the basis, of creating an 
issue. If that issue is one that .can . serve the people at -that particular 
Ji^r 1 ^ e11 ^ S ood ' However, as time goes on, if tile party sees, 
that that issue is nqt beneficial to the party-^-in other words & 
result of the party >s putting its efforts intp coordinating this ? issue 
and broadening it out to the extent that it adds its full impact, to 
the extent that -the party feels that they hay.e *o gain, control -of this 
organization, they have to influence the masses involved in and around 
this ^organization, they will attempt also- to. influence .any public of- 
ficials, whether it is local, State or Federal level. And mainly $ 
serves as a basis— and I think this, is the strongest point that I can 
raise--for giving a comrade the experience of leading masses;inow- 
ing, how to handle situations, and above all 1 it becomes a test tor him 
as a leader— accepting party discipline and also m indicating to the 
party whether or not he has absorbed ths organizational abilities 
thaWhe party has attempted to convey to him. 

Mr. Amns. Is there any doubt in your 1 mind, based upon your 
background and experience, but that 'the Communist apparatuYin 
the United States represents foreign agents of the Soviet Union on 
American soil?" 

Mr. Penha. There is no doubt at all, whatsoever in my mind. 

If I may, siiyl have a book here that will further implement not 
xny opinion but ^he experiences that I have had in the Communist 
Party. $n the Communist Party you do hot criticize Russia. This 
tallac^of the Khrushchev. enunciation on Stalin, of criticizing Russia, 
or criticizing some of its leaders or Stalin, is just another one of its 
gimmicks. It is another method -of Mr. Khrushchev hoping; to attain 
the position and prestige of Mr. Stalin. 

rfow ; I would like to just quote from a book that in. the past the 
party has screened. It is Leninist works and Marxist works 
or something that is more or less general and it is Russian; it is not 
American They may use part&of dt, and so forth, which is not true. 
However, this book, Toward Soviet America-4his book is published 
or, rather, written by Mr. Foster, an international leader in the^Com- 
naumst apparatus and national leader of the Communist Party. And 
1 believe^ that in just reading a few lines here* it. will indicate that 
my experiences and my belief that the Communist Party, U. S. A., is 
a tool of the Communist InterciationaLbears out. 
; Mr. ArenS; Was that book given to ydu as part of your indoctrina- 
tion as a Communist ? 

Mr. Penka This bppk was npt, for one simple reason: They could 
not get it at the time and they in ton instructed me, to -see if I could 
get it elsewhere, which I was very fortunate in obtaining. 
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Mr iS Arens.* We expect to develop, this, issue a little later on< *his 
afternoon. I would suggest that you might just summarize the quo- 
tations there unless they are rather .brief 

Mr. Penha. They are brief, sir. 

'Mr: • Arens. Kindly; allude^to them, : please,;sir;> 

Mr„E)o"mJs; May I inquire? 

Mr.. Moulder; Mr. Doyle isxecognized. 

Mr. Doyt-e. When . and where was the .book published ? 

Mr. Penha^ This .book was published in the United States Lbelieve 
m 1932. V , " . 

Mr. Doyle; Does it show 'in what city and by what publishing, 
•company? 

Mr. Penha. It -says here, "Printed for International Publishers <by 
Coward-McCann, Inc.* New York." 
Mr. Doyle: Thank you. 
Mr. Motjlder. Mr: Kearney? ^ /V/ 
Mr. Kearney. This is WilliainZ^oster you are talking >about£ 
Mi\ Penha. Yes* sir; 

Mr. Kearney. Wasn't he one of the 12 Communists who were in- 
dicted in the city of New York several ,years ago.hut was. too ill to be 
tried? , . 

Mr. PbnhA. Wall, sir^ it is=sort of a farce- to. say that he was too ill. 
It was true, thathe did have a heart ailment. However^ he was not 
tqb sick to" write many books, many ^articles,, and- take ^a very active 
psLrt in leading the Commuftist conspiracy- in this country. 

Mr. Kearney. He is still well enough to be traveling .around £he 
coiintry, preaching 1 the doctrine of the Communist conspiracy .today, 
istfthe? " 

Mr. Penha. That is correct* sir. There again is. one of the tactics 
of -thtf Communist Party. 

Mr. Arens. While you are looking for that quotation, may I ask 
you this question'': Is'the objective- of the Communist apparatus in -the 
United- States conversion of the. masses to -communism or is it, on£he 
other iand, conquest ? 

Mr. Penha. By and large the- Communist Party ktiows-^and : Tarn 
speakiiig. from experiences : as resulted from top meetings that have 
'been itold to rde— that the Communist Party will never at any given 
moment be able to convert the American public at -large. They rea- 
lize that. The only way is to make use of the tools that Lenin has 
liahded down, mainly force and violence; 

Mr. Kjsarney. Doesn't Foster in his writings advocate force and 
violence? 

Mr. Penha. Yes ; he does, sir; 

Mr. Kearney. Didn't he say, whether it is- in your book or not,, that 
when 'the' time; c£me in this country the Communist Party would be 
ba'cked'by the force of the Bed Army ? . 

Mr. Penha. That is correct, sir. He also states in this:;book that 
courts, lawyers, all types of legal apparatus that we haYe in our 
democratic system today will be abolished completely. 
' Mr. Kearney, So\ iii other words, it is well for ,the Americmpublic 
to blow today this is'no game we areplaying? 1 

Mr. Penha. The thing I have to say in regard to that,;sir, is that 
unfortunately there is too much complacency in the American public. 
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It is only when the house is on fire that they seem to be worried about 
what is going on. 

Mr. Kearney, Isn't Foster today .the leader of the Soviet faction of 
ths Communist Party in this country ? ,y , / 

Mr. Pbnha. -Sir; that is a very.good^stion.-^Se very definitely is ; 
and a result of it is the fact that Jphj ffGates, who had been nvpnson, 
who had suffered as a Communist for the- Communist cause, when 
he came out he took advantage of the Khrushchev denunciation and, 
as a result of that, he felt that there might be a possibility of estab- 
lishing communism as Tito did in Yugoslavia. However, Mr. OFos- 
Sktter saw fit not only to win tlie battle as he 'did, but to. weed Johnny 
M do±es out to the extent of putting the Daily Worker out of business^" 
so that at a later time it will come into business as a tool and under 
the discipline of Mr. Foster and the Communist Party. 

Mr. 'Kearney. Wquld I he correct in bringing to the attention of 
the public of America this thought, that William Z. Foster is no 
more concerned with things., representing America than, we will say 
for argument's sake, this committee is with what the Communist 
Party believes in and its philosophy ? 

Mr. Pmha, Would you repeat that, sir? 

Mr. Kearney. In other words, let me put it this way : 

Foster- today, and for many years last pasf^-ever since he joined 
the Communist Party, the Communist conspiracy, whatever you.wartt 
to call it, with all Ins double talk-^no more believes in things- Ameri- 
can and the American way of life than we do in the Communist 
philosophy. 

Mr. Penha. That is absolutely correct, sir, not only Mr. Foster, 
but I would say all Communists that are hard-core members. They 
are not Americans. They are Communists. 

Mr. Arens. Now, sir, would you kindly allude to. -the -quotation- to 
which you referred ? 

Mr. Penha. Yes, sir. Thank you, sir. And! quote : 

The Communist Party of the United States, in line -with its program of 
class struggle, unites with the revolutionary workers of the world. It is the 
Am.erie.an section of the Communist International. The Communist Inter- 
national carries out a united " revolutionary policy on a world scale with 
the necessary adaptations for the special conditions in the various countries. 
The 'Communist International is a disciplined world party; only such a party 
can defeat world imperialism. Its leading party, hy virtue of its great revd, 
lutionary experience, is the Russian Communist Party. 

I don't want to indulge any further because there is too much to 
go on. 

Mr. Doyle. On what page in the book is that, please? 
Mr. Penha. Pages 258 and 259, sir. 
Mr: Doxle. Thank you. 

Mr. Akens. We will in the course of the day have a great number 
of specific questions on various facets of the conspiratorial opera- 
tions in this area known to you. 

I should like to ask 2 or 3 more general questions before we pro- 
ceed in the exploration of these many facets. 

First is this : In the course of your experience in the Communist 
Party up to today, what percentage of the comrades in this area 
4id you come to Imow in yiew of the security system that they had? 

Mr; Penha. I will say, if I understand your question correctly, sir, 
it is pertaining to the New England area t 
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Mr. Akens. Yes, sir. in- the. New England area, v about what per- 
centage "of the^comrades in this area did you become- acquainted with?; * 

Mr; Penha. Over a period of 8 years, I would say that I came in- 
contact with approximately 60 tq 68 percent of its membership. 
That, in terms of numbers—-— 

Mr. MotJiiDER. May I interrupts ask: Did you coyer the witness 
background, wheiie he was born 

Mr. Akens. We expect to.get into that in just -a few moments. 

Mr. Moulder. Thank you. 

Mr. Penha. I would like to put it this way,sir, if I may,.sir : during 
the 8 years that I was in the party, to the, best of my recollection, I 
have known approximately 400 Communists. 

Mr. Akens. In the New England area? 

Mr. Penha. In the New England area I would say it would be 
somewherebetween 285 to 315. 

Mr. Arens. Now for the comrades whom you knew,, what is your 
best judgment as to the percentage they represented of the total- 
apparatus in the.New England area f 

Mr. Penha. I would like to put it this way if I may, sir. Every 
section.or practically every section in New England, and that section — 
bjr that I mean city .and its surrounding ,areas — had a section com- 
mittee along with a section organizer, who is> the head. In the case ; 
of New Bedford, when 1 first joined the party and when I first 
•became a, member of the Section Committee, as I recall, I believe there 
were approximately 7 or 8 members in the section committee. That 
represents, I would say, very accurately, 10 members for each member 
in that committee ; and that holds true for New England. 

Mr. Ajrens. 1?hen is it true, if I interpret your testimony correctly, 
that for each person whom you know in the echelon within the Com- 
munist Party in which you circulated, there were- 'approximately 10 
other comrades in some other phase of the Communist Party 
apparatus? 

Mr. Penha. That is correct, sir. 

Mr. Motjlder. For each member that you knew ? 

Mr; Penha. Not for each member that I knew, because I did know 
many rank and' file,, too. 1 would say for each committee that I -have- 
known throughout the areas which I have known, I would say that 
for each- 1 that I knew as a member of .that* committee* there were 10 
Communists that he represented, directly or indirectly. 

Mr. Doyle. May I ask how many committees you knew? You have 
stated that there were 7 or 8 members in each section in each city.. 
But how many committees ? 

Mr. Penha. May I correct that statement, sir ? 

Mr. Doyle. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Penha. I stated when I first came into the party and I was 
first elevated in New Bedford to the Section Committee, there were 
either 7 or 8 members of that committee, I stated^ in New Bedford. 
In some areaait doesnot apply, thfe same numbers. 

Mr. Doyle. Now, may I make my question clear? How many cities 
or sections, to your knowledge as of now, have city committees, section, 
committees, in New England ? 

Mr. Penha, Well,, sir, I would say from my experiences and recol- 
lection, aside from New Bedford you also have Fall River; you 'have 
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Providence, K. I.; you have Springfield; you have Lawrence; and 
you have various committees throughout greater Boston, Dorchester 
and Rochester and so forth in Boston. 
Mr. Doyee. Thank you very much. 

Mr. Motlder. May I suggest that the loudspeaking .arrangement 
be; turned lower or disconnected; we might hear the witness better 
without.it than with it. 

Mr. Abens, Could you turn it down-. a little, please? 

Now, sir, we have talked in general terms about the over-all ap- 
paratus. I have just 1 pr 2/more-questidns and theii I want to get into 
your own personal life, if you- please, sir. 

«.^ 0U ^ us ab ° u *L the potency of the Communist apparatus, some- 
thing of the actual Communist agents: at nerve centers in this society 
here, jn New England. Can you tell us the ratio, on the basis -of 
your background and experience, of Qiard-core Communists to those 
wiip are under Communist discipline, or who contribute to 'the work 
of the apparatus ? 

Mr. Benha. Sir, that is a. question well\puti I think it is a very 
pertinent one. Ydu will find that approximately 40 to-60' percent of 
its i membership are secret members, hardcore members, that are in- 
filtrated in various organizations, industry, fraternal organizations, 
and the like. This, of course, does not mean that this remaining 
portion are not hard core, but they are m other levels'. • 

Mr. Akens. Is:there any way you- could appraise for us, based upon 
your experience m the Communist Barty, the numbers who are not 
actually within the apparatus consciously but who serve the work 
purpose, and objective of the apparatus under the stimulus of the" 
apparatus i 

Mr". Benha. Sir, may I ask you this: Dolassume- — - 
■ Mr. Mot^SR: May i interrupt, Mr. Arens,? Would ydu also add : 
And also for the purpose of what they refer to as following a just 
and righteous cause, mraany instances"? 3 

Mr. Akens. Yes, sir, if you please. 

t & i>ENHA - That ,^ iU V* loade 4 question. Sir, may I ask, first, 
I believe you are making reference to Communist sympathizers^ 

Mr. Arens. Yes, sit. ' • r 

Mr. Benba. I would say this very strongly^-aiid this does -not 
apply only to New Engird-that for' every member of 'the Commu- 
nist Party there exists a minimum of 10 sympathizers who, in turn, 
can .branch out and influence other people; 

Mr. Aran*. Now, I should like, with this general series of qlies, 
tions, if you please, sir, to let the record now reflect something' of 
your own personal background and experience and also a word aSout 
your own tribulations as a Christian gentleman within this Godless 
apparatus. - 

Mr. Benha. Thank you, sir.

I was bom in New Bedford, Mass., June 5, 1920. In 1932 I went, 
together with my parents, to Bortugal, and I remained there until 
194Q. I came back to this country at that time. Shortly thereafter, 
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*I was employed for the: United States 0x)vernment ; as a censor and 
translator for the Office of Censorship in New York City. 
- , In I went into the service and, subsequently, after that, I i?as 
called into, the military intelligence' .and became a member of it f or 
approximately 32 months. 

"When I waa discharged from the service, I was employed, by the 
Jolih Hancock Life Insurance Co, as an insurance .salesman.. 
j And^ may I add t at this time that, as a result of becoming a member 
of the Communist Party, I was not only instructed 1 but told that if 
I wanted to-progress, if I was to become a. good, .hard-core Communist,, 
j wquld have to le L ave such an employment and get into the industrial 
field, I did,-at a sacrifice of approximately $45 to $50 a week, I first 
went tq SimpiXrSupply Co. as a sale^clerk Then I followed into Ace 
Cabinet and,. subsequently, ^ Acushnet Process Co. 

Insofar as niy educational background is conceited,. I believe it is 
iust a typical average American: high school, business school, and a 
bachelor ,of laws degree. 

Mr. Arens. Now, sir, tell us just a word, if you please,, about, your 
family,. Are you a family maji? 

MrV Penha. I am a family man; yes, sir. I would like to j add at 
this point, if I may — and I hope that the gentlemen of the committee 
will Bear with me in taking a few minutes in explaining this, because 
I think it is highly pertinent — and that is,, when I deeided to join 
'fhe/Communist^Party after approaching the FBI, I reported this to 
my wife; I ielt it was my duty; that, af I was to ever succeed, she 
^ould have to share, in the :outcome. She said:, "Yes." And I would 
,say that were it not for my wife, I don*t think I would have-ever 
succeeded in the party. She has , gone through many strenuous arid 
.difficult tasks in the party, entertaining party leaders, secret members, 
having them stay in mj home, watching the L childrenj seeing that they 
would not say anything qut of line, and many other things. 

Mr*, Akens- And ;could I impose- upon your personal life just to 
this extent, not from the standpoint of prying but from the stand- 
point, of .making, the record plear:. Did the participation by yourself 
in £h& Communist £arty in^any way interfere with your normal par- 
ticipation in yqur religious convictions and in yqur religious qo- 
"servaivces? 

Mr. Penha, It certainly did, sir. I first would iike .to point qut 
'thatp whether anyone present is a Jew, Protestant,. or^Oatholic, : let him 
remind himself that the fac$ he can go to his own church or synagogue 
at any time is a great, privilege* I didn't realize this until I got into 
the party. Sometimes l felt I may have had -a headache or .something, 
today I will not go to Mass. Once I was in the party I realized the, 
very thing that I wanted, that I needed to be close to me,, I did not 
have, I could not have- 
As a result of that, in the. 8 years,_ I believe, I have been, inside of 
the church no more than 12 times, in various areas of the country, 
and this taking the best of measures- - . • 

However, I would like to point out at this time that although I do 
know the person I am going to speak about is a very humble person, 
if Lmay say so, and would not like to have me mention him, but h§.has 
been my ; inspiration,, spiritual, ^.as I could not. be, in church. Msgr. 
Walter Eurlong, from Newton, has given me the greatest guidance and 
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assistance. Were it not for him- 1 do not believe I could have carried 
the load I did. 

Mr. Doyle. May I ask why you. did not .go to church more than 12 
times in 8 years ? That is not quite clear tb me. After you joined the 
party, why didn't you go? What did the party have to do with it, 
if anything? They didn't control where you went to-church, did they?, 

M?, Penha. Sirj, they controlled every movement of life. They are 
atheists by nature, and if you go to church they want to know why. 
They do have some members that they want to be in church in order 
^to. infiltrate the various organizations within the church, but,, as a 
whole, the hard-core Communists don't believe in it, to start with. 
And if I was to go in there I wouldn't be here today, I am sure. 

Mr. Doxm Well, I deliberately asked you that question so that the 
record would be more clear as to what the discipline of the Communist 
Party is so far as religion is concerned., 

Mr-. Penha. It was very strong, ^ir. 

Mr. Ajjens. Mr; Chairman, I respectfully suggest that we might 
take a 5-minute recess. 
Mr. Moulder. The committee will recess for a period of 5 minutes. 
(Brief recess.) 

Mr. MotKiDer. The committee will be in order. 
(Committee members present: Eepresentatives Moulder, Doyle, and 
Kearney;) 

Mr. Moulder. Mr. Arens, you may proceed with'the interrogation of 
the witness. 

Mr. Arens. Now, sir, would you kindly tell us who actually re- 
cruited you into the Communist Party, where, and within what entity 
of ;theCommuriist Party? ffift^ Ci)j=L£ 

Mr. Penha. Th^ person^Ehat recraitecTme into the Communist 
Party was J ose pBFi g ueiredp . At that time he was a section organizer 
for the New Bedford area. I don't recall the rest of your question, sir. 

Mr. Arens. What section or what entity or unit or cell of the Com- 
munist Party did you first enter ? 

Mr. Penha. Well, I first entered a group which the section organizer, 
Joseph Figueiredo, was attempting to establish, and that was a so- 
called anti-Fascist group. It was, in other words, a group that was 
trying to make a wedge into the minority group in iTew Bedford, the 
Portuguese-speaking people, who-by and large, I would say 99 percent, 
are anti-Cofamunist. ' 

Mr. Arens.- Was this group, notwithstanding the fact that 99 per- 
cent were antirCommunist, was it controlled by the conspiracy? 
t Mr. Penha. Sir,, when I said"99 percent I meant the -entire popula- 
tion of Portuguese extraction. 

Mr. Arens. I understand. 

Mr. Penha. I want you*to understand that, sir. 

Mr. Arens. I understand. Was there an entity or organization that 
you entered? H - 

Mr. Penha. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. What was the name of it ? 

Mr. Penha.. The organization that I entered— actually it was two- 
fold. I entered one without being a member of it$ attending some of 
its meetings and seeing some of its members, and this one was known 
as th eft&lliance Liber al Portuguese^Club^TyP ) 
t Mr. Arens. Did you enter it at the behesroTfhe Communist Party ? 
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Mr. Penha. I did] not enter this club as a member, I entered this 
club in order to get acquainted with Communist .sympathizers' in there 
aiicl to assist in the; anti-Fascist action; The club that I entered 

Mr. Moulder. Was it a discussion group, that which is sometimes 
referred to by the Communists as a discussion, group ? 

Mr. Penha. Yes, sir. I think, if you will permit me, sir, later on 
I can go into that. 

Mr. 5 MouiiDER. Proceed. 

Mr. Penha. The club that I did enter as a member, as a written 
member, was the Portuguese [Republican Club of New Bedford. To 
show you the power^ the influence of the Communist Party, in rela- 
tively 2 months as a member I became its secretary. 

Mr. Arens. That was because you- ^ere pushed by trained Com- 
munists? 

Mr. Penha. Communist sympathizers in this club and exrCommu- 
nists. 

Mr. Arens. Would .you kindly tell us the first cellar section of the 
Communist Party to which you. were attached ? 

Mr. Penha. I was- attached to >the Section Committee, I believe ap- 
proximately in July or August of 191)0. , 

Mr* Arens, That was the New Bedford Section Committee? 

Mr. Penha. That is correct, sir. 
. Mr; Arens; Now, : please,Mlusthe:name of.eachpersonwhoat.any 
time ? to your certain knowledge, was a member of the New Bedford. 
Section Committee of the Communist Party; and I have admonished 
you r .as you know, prior to your appearance todays that we do not 
want you. to identify, or to suggest identification of, any person on 
this public record who is not to your .certain knowledge, based upon 
attendance by you in closed party meetings with that person, a mem- 
ber of the.Communist Party. You*understand that ?* 

Mr. ]?enha. Yes, sir. 

Mr., Arens. All right, sir. Now, would you kindly tell us;the name 
of each person known to a certainty by you,, because of attendance by 
youin a ctosedCommunistcell meeting with that person, as .a. member 
bf the New Bedford Section Committee. 

Mr. IPenha. Sir, if I may first, I would like to state this- — 

Mr. Arens. Yes, sir.. * 

Mr; Penha. The persons that I have .stated in my contacts with 
you— and which I hope it will bear out here— arc persons that I defir 
nitely know as Communists, being a- Communist leader, I absolutely 
would know them. 

Mr.- Arens. Would you kindly, then, give us the name of each per- 
son in the New Bedford Section Committee known /by you to be a. 
comrade? 

Mr. Penha. In- the New Bedford Section Committee? 

Mr.> Arens, Would you excuse an interruption. I am sorry. After 
you have given us the name of the persons, give us just a word of 
characterization or description of that person, not physically, but 
from the standpoint of activity. 

Mr. Penha. Yes, sir. 

I should start with Joseph Figueiredo. 

Mr. Arens. And a word about, him, please, sir. 

Mr. Penha. His title was section organizer and chairman of the 
Section Committee. He was responsible, for the entire Communist 
apparatus and its discipline among the members of the city.

Mr..ARENS; Were -there' other members who subsequently came intp 
the.New Bedf or&Section of theCommunist Party ?

Can jrou tell us who they were and a, word of descripr 
tion or characterization of them from the standpoint- of tlbteir activity ?

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mittee took place as a result of the State law passed in 1951 outlawing* 
the Communist Party in Massachusetts.

When I say "instructed by the party," I make reference to the fact 
that when a section committee is holding a meeting, a district leader 
comes down and gives the party line, or policy, or instructions on each 
individual case.

He is a Harvard graduate. He is an individual with vast experience 
iii the Communist Party, who will follow the party line^ and isa very 
hard-cpre disciplined Communist He is also or was selected %6 be a 
colonizer twice, once in the Providence area, and the other time iri* 
theSouth, 

Mr, Akens., It is our information that Geoffrey White' was one of 
those perspns who, allegedly in the course of .the last several months, 
has submitted what we might, with tongue in cheeky characterize- as- a 
resignation from the Communist Party. On the basis of your back- 
ground, experience, and information of Geoffrey White, do you think 
he actually resigned from the apparatus, in addition to technical 
resignation from the party? 

Mr. Peniia. Absolutely not, sir. In the first place, I Mew^Geoffrey 
White very welL I think I was. one of the closest person^ to him, 
other than the district organizer. Secondly, knowing that he was a 
hard-core Communist and knowing the techniques of the Communist 
Party ^ I am quite sure that his statement, made public, that he had 
resigned from the party was instructed by the party itself, 

Mr. Moulder. Where was this statement made? 

Mr. Penha. One -of the places, I believe, was the Daily Worker: 

Mr. Moulder. Yqu say he is now active in California? 

Mt\ Penha. Well, he subsequently left for California. It is my 
assumption here that he has gone there as a coloniser: That is one 
of the techniques of! the party, to break away certain; elements and 
then use them at a later date. That is wlrnt they call putting th£m 
on- ice. 

Mr, MouIder, Putting on what? 
Mr, Penha, Putting on ice. 

Mr. Areits. Or sleepers. They call that sleepers, don't they?

Sir, before I identify these exhibits, I would like to 
state that in order to make a full and complete report as to what 
they mean and for what purposes' they were, it would take a great 
deal of time. I will attempt to cut the time element down and still 
maintain the substance of it. 

. Mr. Arens. Would you kindly give us a word of identification first 
of all of each of these exhibits? The first exhibit I have marked 
Exhibit 1. Kindly give us a word of description -of that so that it 
may be appropriately alluded to by reference in the record:

This was given to me by the then district organizer, Sidney Lip- 
shires.

The reason for 
that was so that the district, firs f t and foremost, should acquaint itself 
with the subject matters in order to take proper action within the 
given areas inthe district 

Secondly, this was to be brought down to the various section levels ; 
from there, there would be discussions, plans, and objectives related 
to the locals based on industrial clubs or cells, as they are known in 
order to implement the party line in the "Kola of Left." 
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(Document marked "Penha Exhibit No. 1,"' retained in committee 
files.) , 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly, in like manner, characterize for 31s 
the document which I have marked "Penha Exhibit No: 2" ? 

.Mr. Penha. Exhibit No. 2, entitled "Struggle Against White Chau^ - 
vinism." f This was used some time in the latter , part of, 1950, I be- 
lieve — at that time, upon the instruction of the National Committee, 
which had its pressures from 'Comrade Pettis Perry, that the party 
was imbedded' with toomuch white chauvinism. 

Mr. Moulder. I don't understand you. I did not understand the * 
words. 

Mr. Arens. White chauvinism. I was about to ask him what the 
party means by white chauvinism. What is the factual situation 
which the party undertakes to cover with the term "white chauvin- 
ism"? 

Mr. Penha. On the surface this means something that actually in 
reality is not. It means, as the party would like it to be, that white 
people are chauvinistic against the Negro people, they discriminate 
against them and the party likes to be known as the champion and 
protector of Negro rights,. which fortunately in our country the major- 
ity of the Negroes do not think for a minute is 'true.. They also feel 
thiEtt this would have some- impact not only within the party but 
with its sympathizers and with such masses- as labor organizationsand 
of the kinc^here the party had influence in. As such^the^distrlct / 
^gailizWaWxat'time, known.as Manruy^blum — ^Emanuej^^no^oiild ? ' r/ 
be his correct name — went -throughout the district TOthVleading com- 
rade to make strict emphasis on this struggle against white chauvin- • 
ism, to the extent of each section finding 1 or 2 party members which 
were proven already iin the past to have been ideologically weak or 
not accepting party discipline to its fullest^ and utilizing them as a 
target.asbeing responsible for acts* of white-chauvinism and, therefore, 
expeLthem atthat time. 

(Document marked "Penha Exhibit No. 2 " retained in committee 
files:) 

Mr. Arens. Now, may I invite your attention to the document which 
I have marked "Penha Exhibit No*. 3" and ask you to kindly character- 
, ize this document. 

Mr. Penha, Exhibit ITo. 3, entitled "Two Speeches by Joseph 
Stalin." 

Mr. Arens. And the date, please, sir? 

Mr. Penha. This is dated March 1950. This was issued by the Na- 
tional Education Department of the Communist Party in New York 
City. The speeches concern united front activities and trade union 
activities. 

Incidentally^ this is the first time that the party has had these two 
articles translated into English.; and from this, they hoped to be able 
to gain new techniques and methods in order to better acquaint them- 
selves and work in-these fields. 

(Document marked "Penha Exhibit No. 3 3 " retained in committee 
files.) 

, Mr. Arens. Now, may I display to you a document which I have 
marked "Penha Exhibit No. 4" and ask you to kindly identify and 
characterize-that document ? 
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Mr. Penha. Exhibit No. 4 has no title; It was submitted by the 
National Administrative Committee of the Communist Party, dated 
February 19, 1955. Various^ discussions ancl meetings and various 
ways and means to project the ideas proposed in this report weraornacle 
first in the district, which was received from the National Committee! 
Theh in^ turn it went down the link, the section.committees, to the clubs, 
and individual members, that were not in the clubs. 

The purpose of this was basically to have a new approach on the 
general atmosphere insofar as peace went. In other words, let us< 
speak about East- West trade, how many jobs it is: 'going to creates- 
how;ever, our goal is recognition of Eed China in the United Nations, 
and'it-gbes further oii;-^— 

Mr. Motoder. You are reading now from Exhibit No.. 4 ? 

Mr. Penha. Tha,t is correct, sir. 

And it goes on about U. M. T; and the H Bomb, and "West German 
rearmament and the same pattern' follows as that related to China, ,as 
I stated. 

Mr.' Arens. This was a directive from the high .echelon of the .ap- 
paratus to the lower levels, is that correct ? 

Mr. Penha. That was given to me by Sidney Lipshires, who- was 
then the district organizer, a/fter he had recently attended a National 
Committee meeting in New York City, based on the same document.. 
This was togo right down the line on the other Lefties. 

(Document marked "Penha Exhibit No. 4 ? ' retained in Committee 
files.) 

Mr; Arens. Would you kindly take a few minutes and state briefly 
f pr this record the present organizational structure of the Commu- 
nist apparatus in the United States ? 

Mr. Moulder. Wait. Before going into thal^-As I understand, 
this last exhibit, No.4, was givento you by whom ? 

Mr. Penha. Sidney. Lipshires. 

Mr. Moulder. And Exhibits Nos. 1, 2, 3, and 4 are. admitted <and 
made a part.of the record of the committee. 

Mr. Penha. I could, if that is your desire, state who gave me 1, 2. 
and 3. 

Mr. Moulder. I think that would be a good idea. 

Mr. Arens. It might be helpful if you would do that^ please, sir. 

Mr; Penha. No. 3 w;as given to me by Joseph Figueiredo, the then 
section organizer for New Bedford. 

No. 1 was given to .me by Sidney Lipshires, the then district or- 
ganizer; 

"Struggle Against White Chauvinism," No. 2, was given to me by 
Joseph Figueiredo. 

Mr. Moulder. If the counsel does not need these exhibits while pro- 
ceeding with, further interrogation of the witness, may the members 
of the Committee see the exhibits ? 

Mr. Arens. Surely. 

If you would, kindly proceed at your own pace now to summarize 
for the committee on this public .record the structural organization 
of Communist operations in the United States. 

Mr. Penha, Certainly, sir. It is alLrightnow, sir ? 

Mr. Arens. Proceed, if you please. 
^ Mr; Penha. The Communist apparatus is established with the Na- 
tional Committee as being the top f unctiqnary body. 
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In the National Committee level, there are also various types of 
national groups. You have your National Executive Committee, you 
have National Commissions, various departments. In all I would 
say there are about 8 or 9. From there it drops.down to the district 
level, New England being the District No. 1. New England encom- 
passes the areasof Vermont, Maine, New Hampshire, Massachusetts. 

From the district level, it drops down to county level if they exist. 
At times they do not. From there it- drops down to section levels, 
known as cities* and its suburban areas. From there it drops, down 
fto clubs or cells. These are small groups. They comprise member- 
ship in specific areas, particularly in organizations. Erpm that it 
drops down to neighborhood, groups or neighborhood clubs. From 
that it goes into individuals who, for one reason or another, should not 
be placed in clubs and/or cells. 

Mr. Ajrens. Mr. Chairman, I propose to leave this subject, matter 
in the interrogation- of the, witness to .get on to another subject matter. 

I wonder if any member- of .the committee has a question on this 
.subject matter before we get on to the next subject-matter ? 

Mr. Doyij3. I do, Mr. Chairman; 

Mr. Moulder. Mr; Doyle. 

Mr. Do-toe. Mr. Witness, I call your attention to Exhibit 3. I don't . 
•have it before me. I have Exhibit 4 in my hands. But I think you 
mentioned that Exhibit 3 had to do with the subject matter of trade 
unions. I wonder if that is correct. 

Mr. MouiiDER. That is right. 

Mr: DoYiiE. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Pebtha. Sir, I believe in- order to expedite matters, if you will 
look at the cover of that exhibit— believe that is the yellow covered 
oner-K>n< the first page underneath the yellow page^-you will see the 
contents of both speeches. 

Mr. Poyu3. I see -that. It is true. I want to call your attention, 
for ; the purpose of brevity, to Exhibit 4.* On page 5 is this language : 

We want to emphasize again: the trade unions are the, key to effecting a 
change in our country and f ulfiUing the perspectives for 1956. * * * We urge 
that meetings of trade union forces be Organized to work out specific proposals 
on the issues discussed in this letter. 

May I ask you this : What is your experience ,as to whether or hot 
the Communist Party here in the New England States has as one of 
its prime objectives the infiltration of trade unionism to the extent 
of trying to control it ? 

Mr. Penha. There is 'iio doubt whatsoever in my mind, sir. 

Mr. Doyi/E. I know the record shows that is true all over the United 
States; 

Mr. Penha. I am basing myself on experience which possibly, I be- 
lieve, may come further in the questioning. I don't know, but I believe 
it will. 

Mr. Arens. We have an area of inquiry, Mr. Doyle, on that. 

Mr. Doyle. I wish to say that all the hearings which I attended 
as a member of this committee in these several years throughout the 
, United States, I never heard a former Communist member testify on 
that subject but that he stated that a Communist in the trade union 
is a Communist bef ora he is a trade unionist. In other words, he 
trtes to make a. tool out of trade unionism for the purpose of , the Com- 
munist Party principles. 
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Mr. Penha. Sir, he does not try. He has to. That is- part of. 
party discipline. 

Mr. DoyiiE. One thing more. What did you do with Exhibits L 
2, 3, and 4 when they were delivered to you? How did you use them ? 

Mr. Penha. They were used in clubs for purpose of discussions 
and to, project in that area of New Bedford certain objectives to be 
carried out. 

Mr. Doyle. Were copies made of them or not ? 

Mr. Penha. Sir, in sections, a section organizer, t being the top man, 
keeps these directives. He does not make copies. He may lend them 
to one or two given persons for a specific reason. 

Mr. Doyle. Ised. I thank you. 

Mr. Kearney. Will the gentleman yield there?, 

In other words, he doesn't trust the comrades? 

Mr. Penha. In a nutshell, that is the truth. 

Mr. Ahens. Now, Mr. Chairman, I proposed to interrogate the wit- 
ness respecting* the general subject matter of Communist Party fi- 
nances; And I am sure he* appreciates .the necessity for brevity' and 
summary. 

May I first of all ask you, in general what are the sources of revenue 
of the Communist Party operations in the United States? 

Mr. Penha. They are many,, sir. We .can start with dues. Dues do 
produce a scertain amount of money that is beneficial to the party, but 
it represents more than that. It represents a compulsion* by the party 
member to again realize that he is under party discipline. 

Mr. Arens. Give us a word, if you please, sir v about the amount of 
the dues and" the nature- of the assessments.* 

Mr. Penha. The dues may vary according to the occupation of a 
given Communist. As low as fifteen ^cents- to as high as five dollars, 
in my area, a month. I know it goes higher than that in other areas. 

Mr. Akens. And how is the amount determined, by what yard- 
stick? 

Mr. Penha.' That is determined by the section organizer in confer- 
ence with the district organizer. 

.Mr. Arens. Do you make a distinction between dues and assess- 
ments? 

Mr. Penha. Absolutely, sir. 

Mr. Arens. What is the nature of the difference.? 

Mr. Penha. The difference is that we have assessments in the Com- 
nrunist Party for one piirpose only, and that is to bring into the minds 
of the party members that there is something very important to be 
done in this- country. One of the angles that is used— and for that 
very fact, assessments are utilized— is that one monthly dues payment 
is -assessed to a Comiriunist Party member, regardless of rank, to be 
sent to- the South for purposes of infiltration. 

Mr. Kearney. May I interrupt, Mr. Chairman ? 

Mr. Moulder. Mr. Kearney. 

Mr. Kearney. Is it true that the so-called assessment was also based 
upon the individual's earnings? 

Mr. Penha. That is' absolutely true to a certain point, sir. 

Mr. Kearney. Let me make myself clearer if I can. During the so- 
called Hollywood hearings of several years ago, we were advised, by 
one of the directors in Hollywood, when I questioned him about what 
he meant by assessment, that he* was assessed five percent of his salary. 
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And I asked him "What was your salary," and he said "$5,000 a 
week." . . 

So evidently the Communist Party did rely principally upon the 
capitalistic system .of the country in order to attain their so-called 
dues or assessments, because you can't get it from a poor devil, who is 
out of work. . 

Mr. Penha. The party bleeds its members just asit does its sympa- 
thizers and fellow travelers, no doubt about it. So what I wanted to 
clarify here, sir,, on the question of dues, when I said that the section 
organizer^ in conjunction with the district organizer, determines just 
what -are the moneys to be received from -each and every Communist, 
is that- invariably the Communists themselves will cry they have- tre- 
mendous, expenses in many conceivable manners. So that, -therefore, 
we take it on the basis of making an evaluation, do they own their 
home, does their wife work, and several phases of that, and then we 
say,. -According to your salary you- will pay so much. However, you 
are obliged to>give^a sustainer every month,, which is over and above 
your dues.?' 

Mr. Arens. Now^may I ask you about Communist Party "angels' 
or "angels" who contribute to the Communist Party ? Is that a popu- 
lar terminology used in the party ranks % 

Mr. Penha, It is,, and it is ironic that the party is the only groiip 
that is so ruthless and atheist and anti-Gbdand still believes in angels. 

Mr. Arens. ' Can you tell us about any experiences you. personally 
have had *as<a comrade in soliciting and procuring funds from "angels" 
for the party? 

Mr. MoxjiibER. When you refer to "angels" 1 you mean "financial an- 
gels," I assume. 

Mr. Penha.^ That is correct j sir. They use* it to their advantage in 
using the terminology. 

Mr; Arens. Did you have any such experience and, if so, could 
y o.u recount them on this record ? 

Mr. Penha. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Please do. 

Mr. Penha. We had "angels" in various forms and degrees. We 
had one, for example, in the from of Maud D ? haze. 
' Mr. Arens. Would you hesitate right there, please, sir. 

I have in my hand the will of Maud D'haze which will be identified 
on this record a.little later on. 

Tell us first of all who was Maud D'haze. 

Mr, Penha. Maud D ? haze was a devoted and hard-core Communist. 

Mr. Arens. Did she discuss with you, when you were a comrade, the 
making of her will ? 

Mr. Penha. Yes, sir ; she did. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us briefly about that incident. 

Mr. Penha. To start with, at several times she would have raised 
the question of leaving her moneys and estate to the party; that she 
had previous wills that were made out .too openly ; and that at this time, 
she felt the party would not be able to receive it At .the time that she 
prepared herself to .make this will, she was sick in the hospital. I saw 
her, I met with her ; and she had advised that I become part of the will, 
that is, to become .one of the beneficiaries of the will. I refused -at that 
time. I explained to her why. She accepted. However, she held me 
responsible to see that this money would get to the party. 
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Mr. Arens. Tell me— you have before you a photostatic copy of the 
will— among the beneficiaries of the will are there persons who,, to 
your certain knowledge, were members of the Communist Party ? 
Mr. Penha. Well, sir; the will was bequeathed to party members 
h ^r J ? ^4 bemg 0tis Hoo(J > Aime Timpson, Mary Figueirido and 
»flls , QU1S P^ K^sha ffi-who, was to retain the use of the home as loner as 
/ ^ heiived: to 

3l£r. Arebts. When did the testator pass away? ' 

Mr. Penbca. 1953, shortly after Mothers Day. 
*~ 52^ Arens. And was the property distributed to these comrades ? 
*, . _ M r :^ ^ NHA - The property was entirely distributed to the comrades 
with the exception of a son of Maud by ,a previous marriage. 

Mr. Arens. What was the approximate total value- of the estate;? 

Mr. Penha. Cash in the bank, $14,000 ; -real estate, I believe;, was in 
the neighborhood of $5,000 or $6,000. 

Mr. Aeens. And was the real estate subsequently transferred by the 
recipient of the real estate via the will to some other persons do you 
know? 

Mr. Penha. Would you kindly phrase that again, sir. 

Mr. AjRens. Did the beneficiary under the will who took the real 
estate subsequently deed the real estate away ? 

Mr. Penha., Yes, sir. . 
" ""-S Mt.Aren-s. And to whom did he convey it? 

Mr; Penha. To the "Communist Party in my own experience. 

Mr. Arens. I don't want to dwell oil this particular item further 
at this time, but I should like to ask you if you have any other typical 
instances of the devices by which the Communist Party has enlarged 
rts - colt ers. ~" 

Mr. Penha, There^are several, sir. 

Mr. Arens, You spoke a moment ago about the- property going to 
the - Communist Party. "Upon the sale of the real estate* the proceeds of 
the property went to the Communist Party, is that correct? 

Mr. Penha. That is correct, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Was there any instance where you personally solicited 
funds from people of wealth who contributed money which found 
its way into the Communist Party coffers ? 

Mr. Penbca. Yes, sir. 

Mr.. Arens. Tell us about one or two of these instances, please. 

Mr. Penha. In one instance Anne Burlak Timpson came .to my 
home and instructed me to go to the home of a person, whom she stated 
to be .a Communist in the Cape. She also informed me that this com- 
rade, a wealthy comrade, was giving a thousand-dollarra-year sustainer 
to the New York Party. . It was felt by Anne Burlak that it was only 
fair and ]ust that this comrade should continue to give this sustainer, 
but also should give something to Massachusetts. 

Mr. Kearney. Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Moulder. Mr. Kearney is recognized. He wishes to ask a 
question. 

Mr. Keakotby. Just to*go back, if you don't mind, on the questions 
pertaining to this will. I understood you to say the real property in 
this will was transferred to the Communist Party, 

Mr. Penha. When I stated to-the Communist Party, I meant to its 
members, sir. It finally got into the party itself.. 
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Mr. Keaknet.. Now, I understood you further to say,, there was 
$14000 cash. 
Mr. Penha. That incorrect, sir. 

Mr. Kearney. Do you have any evidence of your own knowledge 
as to what became of the $14,000 'cash,, as, to ; whether it reached the 
Communist Party' or not ? 

Mr. Pen&a. I do. sir: 

Mr. Eearjtex. £>id it reach the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Pestha. Absolutely it did, sir. I would say that it will take 
me- possibly half an hour to 'describe the details about it, hut I took 
an active- part in it. 

- Mr. Doyle. May I ask one question in that connection? 

Then I presume what must have happened substantially was that 
these four individuals, four beneficiaries, who received equal shares 
of the $14,000 cash, less the cost of administration, although they 
received it as individuals, they turned it over to the Communist 
Party'? v . 

Mr. Penha. They absolutely turned it over to .the Communist 
Party^ sir, because- 1 was responsible in the New Bedford area for 
two of- the* recipients, being Mary Figueirido and I^kJSiffitooJL 

foushSff. >n^-jj 

^MfTlToYLE. They were not named as trustees in any way for the 
benefit of the Communist Party in the will, were they ? 
Mr. Penha. The Communist Party was not mentioned as- such. 
Mr. Dotee. Thank you. 

Mr. Ajrens. The executrix, Mary Figueirido was a Communist 
and is a Communist, is she not ? 
Mr. Penha. Thatds absolutely correct, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Now may I invite your' attention to another phase of 
Communist Party finances and ask you to what extent the Commun- 
ists have made money for the party by selling items. 

Mr. Penha. There' have been various methods. One.of them I shall 
present at this time. 

Mr. Arens. You are now displaying to the committee, a pen and 
pencil set? 

Mr. Penha. This is an Eversharp pen and pencil set. As you 'see, 
it has. a label retailing for $8.75. The district, -according to Sidney 
. Lipshires, the then district organizer; informed me that we had 
in the district 1,000 sets that we had obtained. We were to sell'them 
not for $8.75 but for $5. In turn, each section, would receive* out 
of the $5 for each set sold, $1.50. Ironically, that would not stay 
in the section, but rather it would be credited to- the quota for the 
section which was" to "be turned over to the district. 

Mr. Ajjens. Were those so sold in accordance with that plan? 

Mr. Penha. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. May I ask you the* extent to which the coffers of thei- 
conspiracy have been swollen via funds -contributed to what are gen- 
erally known as Communist Party fronts or other organizations con- 
trolled hy the conspiracy ? 

Mr. Penha. Would you repeat that question, please? 

Mr. Arens. Have the coffers of the. conspiracy itself been swollen 
by money contributed into the coffers of the party via front groups* 
by way of front groups?

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Mr. Penha. Yes, sir, 

Mr. Aiiens. Give us just a word on that, please, sir, without con- 
suming more than a minimum of time. . We covered so much with you 
m many, many hours of private cpnsultatipn that we have difficulty 
presenting the highlights m a brief public appearance, 
^ Mr. Penha, I would like to illustrate first the- case of Eulalia 
Figueiredo. She was arrested. The party set forth a plan in order 
to obtain the maximum benefit lout of it. This would be in terms of 
propaganda,, publicity, and finances. Much of the money received 
for Eulalia's defense was turned in to -the Communist Party and not 
for her defense. I personally received, from time to time, many sums 
which I had to turn ul 

Mr. Ahens. Now, may I inquire* have organizations which have 
been Communist controlled and are Communist controlled, such as 
UE, actually paid expenses of the Communist Party, though perhaps 
not making direct financial contributions to the party? 

ifr. Pjsnha, In the UE I would like to illustrate two points among 
others. Time does not permit more. One is, Dougla^'Perry as a 
Comm unist member in the New Bedford tE&jmari IXE field* organ- 
izer was instructed to. have a so-called bookshop in the UE local, 
which would have strong Left works but not openly party material, 
such as books of Foster, but nevertheless books on the case of the 
Rosenbergs, Carl Marzaiii's book, magazines such a<$ the March -of 
i^abor, and others. Some of these, the local had agreed to, others 
they did not. Doug was the one that manipulated that phase of it. 

Another way that Doug would handle- funds would be that when 
we had meetings that took us out of town, whether it was my car or 
the one given by Sidney lipshires, the payment of gafc and oil would 
be taken by Doug as he could put it in expenses in the UE local as 
his own expenses. 

Mr. Moulder. May I intervene at this point? I wish to clear the 
record. On the face of the record, as far as your position is con- 
cerned, you say you received defense funds which you had to turn 
in ; You mean :that you had. to turn it in where ? 

Mr; Penha. I had to turn it in to my immediate superior, in this' 
case being a district official 

Mr. Moulder. For Communist Party purposes and not for the de- 
iense of the person for whom it was collected? 

Mr. Penha. They had nothing to do, with the defense, as we were 
credited with our quota in the end of the year. Each section has a- 
quota that they have to meet in order to bear the expenses of the 
district, and that was credited towards that quota. 

Mr, Moulder. I understood what you meant, but on the record, 
reading on the face of it, it might be' misunderstood, 
fi , * / sF^r 1 un ^ er stand. Another phase relative to the UE is 
n j ttS* Mf ssa chusetts Commission on Communism which had 
called Ui^ 011 finances, and some rank-and-file members before execu^ 
tive and public hearings. We were informed at a District Metals 
Commission meeting which was held somewhere iA the suburbs of 
-Boston I don t recall exactly anymore now where, W I believe it 
was Severe— that one of the UE organizers, Oi^e^&eweJL had a 
period before tlie executive body. He had made a poor showing. In- 
sofar as the party was concerned, he would have been a threat had he

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appeared before a .public hearing. It was then decided and acted 
upon on the orders oi Sidney Lips&ires, the district director, by -in- 
structing Douglas Perry an& Alesffiei th, a T?-B wpnizer an^qm- 
munist member, to put the Aeo^iiyTa^iHfe inWuE district in 
"mrtSri^oriiavmg Charle3#fewell sent'a%ay, transferred, which Jie 
subsequently did. He~^nT^Salifornia. In this respect the party 
had the. advantage of not havingTTrmTppear before a public hearing ; 
,and simultaneously on the question of funds, too, they held a party 
for him to which numerous people were invited, a sendoff party, irom 
which again-the party made sqme.money. t 

The points I would like to stress here are two very important ele- 
ments: 1. That here is a. clear-cut indication, proof, call it what you 
may, of the Communist Party dominating a union ; % That it is a fact 
that union paying members don't know what is gomg on with their 
dues. They are aiding and abetting the Communist conspiracy. It 
was their dues money that, sent Charley Newell out of here. 

Mr. Amws. Now may I invite your attention to the general subject 
of the Nafcional'Textile Commission and . ask you to proceed, agarnun 
summary form, to give us the crucial facts with respect to that entity.. 

Mr* Psn>ia. Yes,, sir. , 

Mr, Arens. Mr. Chairman, may I suggest a few 'minutes' Recess ? 

Mr. M!ouldek. The committee will stand in recess for a period of 
five minutes. 

(A brief recess was taken.) 

Mr. Moulder, The committee will be in- order. 

The Chair is pleased- to announce that our colleague, Robert Mcin- 
tosh of Michigan, a member of the committee, is present. 

Mr. Arens. Heady, Mr. Chairman? 

Mr. Moulder. Ready to pxoceed, Mr. Areiis. 

Mr. Areets. Now may I invite y our attention to the general subj ect

Now I shoiild like to leave the National Textile Com- 
mission as a subject and invite your attention specifically to the sub- 
ject of Communist Party underground operations. May I ask, first 
of all, who are now, to your certain- knowledge, the leaders of the 
Communist Party underground in this area ? 

Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest, in view of the fact that we 
have approximately 6 other witnesses who were subpenaed to appear 
today and this witness has such a tremendous amount of information, 
that we, if it meets with the approval of the committee, suspend with 
this witness at this time in order to get along with our very heavy 
schedule. In the next several days while we are here we can resume 
with this witness. He can be available at the committee's pleasure, 
and then we will be able to get into other subjects with him.

iana; Representative Bernard W. Kearney, of New Ypvk: Represent- 
ative Robert J. Mcintosh, of Michigan; and myself, Morgan M. 
Moulder, as chairman of this subcommittee. At this time Mr, Doyle, 
of California, Mr. Kearney, of New York, and Mr. Mcintosh, of* 
Michigan, are present, and I, as chairman of the subcommittee, am 
present, thereby constituting a quorum of the committee. 

We wish to commend you, Mr. Penha, for the service which you 
have rendered to your country and your cooperation with this com- 
mitteej for the great work that you have performed in preserving 
our Aperican way of life and in our fight to protect our security and 
American way of life from the Godless slavery of communism.

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly keep your voiceiip, ;sir? 

Mr. Loeskx. I am sorry. My name- is Eal ph^Lofsk y. I live in 
Providence, Rhode^tsland, and I operate a small jewelry factory, in 
Rhode Island; 



1 Voucher for witness fee signed Ralph "C." Lofsky. 
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Mr. Ahens. You are appearing today, Mr. Lofsky, in response to 
a subpena which was served upon you by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities ? 

Mr. Loesky. That is correct, sir. 

Mr. Arens. You do not have counsel? 

Mr; Loesky. No, sir, I, do not. 

Mr. Arens. You understand you. have the privilege of counsel 
under the rules of this committee? 

Mr. Loesky. I understand that,, sir. 
' Mr. Arens. Mr., Lofsky^ how long have you been., a resident of 
Providence, Rhode Island ? 

Mr. Loesky. All my life$ sir. Well, there "were a few short inter- 
ruptions. 

Mr.AnENS. I beg your pardon? 

Mr. Loesky. There were two periods in which I wasn^t a resident. 
But essentially all my life. 

Mr. Arens.. Mr.. Lofsky, we have subpenaed you here before this 
committee because it is our understanding that you have information 
which you could contribute to the fund of knowledge of this com- 
mittee so that it can legislate, or recommend legislation, with refer- 
ence to the Communist operation in. the United States. Particularly 
we understand you have information respecting finances and financial 
operations of the Communist Party. Do you have information, -sir, 
respecting financing of the Communist Party in the New England 
.area? / - 

Mr. Loesky. I must respectfully decline that question, on the basis 
of my privilege of self-incrimination. 

Mr^ARENs. Do you honestly apprehend, sir, that if you told this 
committee truthfully such information as you possess respecting 
financing of the Communist Party in the New England area, you 
would be supplymg information which might be used against you in a 
criminal proceeding ? 

Mr. Loesky. Sir, may I say this: I am not aii attorney. I don't 
mean to be humorous, but the reason primarily that I don't have an 
attorney is that I didn't have, and didn't care to borrow, the money to 
bring an attorney from around here. 

Mr. Areks. Just answer this question : Do you honestly fear crimi- 
nal prosecution if you told us truthfully ? 

Mr. Loesky. I don't know. I have'been advised that unless I plead 
self-incrimination, sir, that there is a possibility of that; and not being 
an attorney, I think that that is my right under the Constitution, and 
I wish to recognize it,, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know a person by the name of Armando Penha, 
the gentleman who just preceded you on the witness stand? 

Mr. Loesky; I decline to answer that on the same grounds, sir. 

Mr. Arens, This gentleman this morning took an oath and', while he 
was testifying before this committee, he said that while he was an 
undercover operator in the Communist Party in this area he knew you 
as a Communist; he knew you as a, section committee member of the 
Communist operation in Providence, R. I.,. in charge of dues and 
finances and the like. We want to give you an opportunity noV> 
while you are under oath, to deny such an,assertion respecting yourself. 
Do you care to avail yourself of .that privilege ? 
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Mr. Loeskx. .Again, sir, very respectfully I would decline to answer 
tliat'.question*on;the same grounds* 

Mr. Ajkens. Was* Mr. Penha in error' when he identified, you as a 
member-of the Comin.unistP.a/rty ? , \ . 

Mr.'LoFSKY. Sir, .again I decline to answer; and,, if I may, ! would- 
say this;: s Again I am. not an attorney. I think,, though, if I ,had the 
opportunity in a courtroom under equal court and American justice 
procedures, ,that I would he on certain, grounds to answer many of 
these questions. I am .only doing this in protection to myself, sir; 
which I understand^ is the only recourse that I have at this- time. 

Mr.* Arens. Are you how a jmember of the Communist Partyr^-now, 
this minute? , 

Mr.. Loeskx. Is it permissible to ask the committee a question, a 
legai question, I mean ? 

.Mr. Ajrens. Kindly answer that question. Are you now a member 
of the Communist Party; ? 

Mr. Loeskx. Well, sir, if I can't ask the question^ I will ha,ve to 
decline to answer that question, too$. on the same grounds. 

Mr: MptTLDER. I, don't understand the witness. 

Mr. Loeskx. I wanted to ask the question. I don't know whether- it- 
is according to - 

Mr. Moulder. After you have responded to counsel's question. 

Mr. Loeskx. I wanted to ask the chairman a question. I don't know 
whether that is permitted or not, sir. 

.Mr. Moulder. j)o you understand the question that has been asked? 

Mr. Loeskx. Yes, I do. But I did want to ask .a question., How- 
ever j I think-^-^ 

Mr. Moulder. You are directed to respond to the question. 

Mr. Loeskx. I decline, sir, onthe basis thatit might be self -incrimi- 
nating.- 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that this con- 
clude the staff interrogation of this witness., 

Mr. Kearnex. Mr. Chairman, may I ask a questionhere? 

Do I understand you decline to answer questions put to you by 
counsel as to whether you are a member of the Communist Party at. 
this time? Isthatcorrect? 

Mr. Loeskx. Tha,t is correct, sir. I did. 

Mr. Kearnex. All right then my question to jrou is: if you are 
not a member of the Communist Party at this time, wouid you so 
state to this committee ? 

Mr. Lofskx. Sir, I am at a disadvantage at this point. 

Mr. Eearnex., Iknow you- are hot a lawyer; 

Mr. Loeskx. If I had legal advice, I might be able to answer that 
question. 

Mr ; . Eje arnex. I heard that 2 or 3 times. That is a simple question.. 
Mr. Loeskx. If I had legal advice, I might be able to answer that 
question. Not 'having legal advice, I think lor my own protection-^ — r-- 
Mr. Kearnex., Is there anything so 

Mr; Loeskx; That is the. question I wanted to ask the committee. 
I don't know whether the committee would be or not 

Mr. Ejearnex; Why don?t you ask the chairman now ? 

Mr. Loeskx. The question I wanted to ask the committee is a legal 
question -that I have no knowledge of, Mr. Chairman, and that is the

question of waiving of immunity. Now I don't know in answering 
some questions whether or not I might be waiving my immunity, in 
other words, waiving the right to further plead on the basis of self - 
incrimination. And it is only because of my ignorance of the law 
at this point that I feel that it is a much safer procedure for me to — — 
^ M.Yi Motjlder. As I understand, you have riot answered any ques- 
tions yet. 

Mr. Lofsky. I mean on some questions, for instance, which the 
counsel or the chairman may ask of me, I might be able to answer 
those questions if I knew that I would not be waiving my immunity 
and my Federal* immunity in doing so. If I don't know that, sir, 
then I am pleading self -incrimination. 

^ Mr. Mottlder. Do you mean there are spme questions you would 
like to answer? 
Mr.LoFSKT. No. I say there might'be. 

Mr. Moulder. Then, the rule which you are referring to, would 
not, I think — I cannot see- why it would — offer any solution to< your 
problem if you refuse to answer any question. 

Mr. Lofsky. I am not sure, Mr. Chairman. * That is why I respectr 
fully decline to answer. 

Mr. Doyle. Mr. Chairman 

Mr. Kearney. I just want to finish this. 

Mr. Doyle. Go ahead. 

Mr. Kearney. The question that I asked you^— if you were hot a 
member of the Communist Party at the present time, would you so 
state in view of your previous answers ? 

Mr. Lofsky., I think in reply to that question, if I was sure of the 
grounds of immunity, I would have an answer for it, sir. 

Mr. Kearney. I did not get that. 

Mr. Lofsky. I am not at all sure. I think it is very simple. I 
am appearing before this committee by myself. I don't want the 
committee to think that I am being-disrespectful because I intend no 
disrespect. However, I am not sure of my constitutional grounds. 
I do vkriow-r-at least I think I know— that in pleading self-incrimina- 
tion I liave a right to do that, and I am not sure in answering to some 
questions which might be put to me, including possibly yours, Mr. 
Kearney, is ifr^-tihat if I answered this question, that I might not be 
waiving my further right to plead on the fifth amendment? I don't 
know the answer to that, Mr. Chairman. I very frankly say so. 

Mr. Kearney. I might state to the witness at this time— and I 
think the chairman will concur in my views— that any time you are 
in -doubt as to what your constitutional rights are, appeal to the 
Chair, and he certainly will tell you what they are. It is not our 
purpose to persecute a witness coming before this committee. All we 
are trying to seek is the truth, with your cooperation, if you feel like 
giving it to us. If you feel like taking refuge behind the first, fifth, 
or some of the- other amendments that you might have in mirid, the 
amendments to the Constitution— if you feel your answers might place 
you in the position of self-incrimination, you certainly have the right 
to refuse to answer the questions. 

Mr. Lofsky. "It is on the basis of that right that I have taken that 
position. 

Mr. Doyle. Witness, you have been in the courtroom here all day, 
have you not? 
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Mr. Lofsky. Yes, sir. - 

Mi\xDoyle. I thought I saw you back there." 

Mr. Lofsky. Yes, sir. I was under siibpena to appear at 10 o'clock 
this morning. 

Mr. Doyle. Of course, you heard all the witness stated, did you 
not? 

Mr. Lofskt. Yes, I did. 

Mr. Doyle. Was there anything he said about you that was not 
true? We always give a witness as prompt an -opportunity as we can 
to deny any statement. You heard every statement he made. Now, 
what statement did he make about youthat was not true ? 

Jir. Lofsky.. Well, Mr. Chairman, again I would prefer not to 
answer that on the basis that it may be incriminating. 

Mr. Doyle. Y,es. I heard you just a minute ago. You may not 
haye intended to say it. But I heard you say, "I have been advised 
that I might waive^my constitutional rights." 

Mr. Lofsky., Not legally j sir. Not by — — 

»Mr. Doyle; But you consulted with legal counsel before you came 
here alittle bit at least, did you not ? 
Mr. Lofsky. Yes, I have. 

Mr. Doyle. Sure you have. You came here fully advised about 
your legal rights, did you not f 
Mr. Lofsky. Well- 

Mr. Doyle. You went to- your lawyer and conferred with him 
about appearing here, did you not, and what your constitutional 
rights would be? * 

Mr. Lofsky. Yes, sir, - 

Mr. Doyle. So when you come here and say yon do not know 
what your constitutional rights are, that is false, is it not, because 
you have had legal advice ? 

Mr. Lofsky. No, sir. I know my Constitutional— I think I know 
that my constitutional rights- permit me to plead the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Doyle. Yes, they do. 

Mr. Lofsky. And at times the first amendment. 

Mr. Doyle. Yes. 

Mr. Lofsky. And beyond that I am not a lawyer and. don't know 
the technicality of it. 

. Mr. Doyle. We could not object to that. The thing I noticed is 
your-making believe here you have not had legal advice. 

Mr. Lofsky. No, sir. 

Mr. Doyle. And now you say you have. 

Mr. Lofsky. I did consult my attorney. I said I didn't bring him 
down here. Obviously I didn't. And I didn't bring him- down for a 
personal reason. 

Mr. Doyle. I could" tell from your answers that you Jiad legaladvice 
and that you knew fully what your constitutional rights were. And 
when you asked our distinguished chairman the question you did, you 
did it to make a front appearance. 

Mr. Lofsky. No, sir. 

Mr. Doyle. As though you did not know what your rights were. 
Mr. Lofsky. No, sir,. I haven't 

Mr. Doyle. All the time you did. Imow ihef ore you came in this 
room; 
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Mr. Loesky. I am sorry, sir, that is not the case. 

Mr. Doyle. We are wise, as to what you folks do. 

Mr. Arens. Since you received your subpena to appear before -this - 
committee, have you conferred with reference to your appearance 
before this committee, with any person known by you to be a member 
of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Loesky. I would decline to.answer thatquestion. 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest* Mr. Chairman, that will con. 
elude the staff interrogation of this witness. 

Mr. MoIntosh. Mr. Witness, you suggest, at least I take it from 
your testimony, that you might be willing to cooperate with this 
committee if you were a little more certain of some of the implica- 
tions of your answers as to a waiver of your constitutional rights. 
. Mr. Lofsky. No. I didn't mean to leave that impression, sir. All 
I said was that some questions which could' be put to me, and I think 
were about to be put to me— that perhaps some questions might have 
been assuming something that wasn't so. Yet I could have answered 
if I knew exactly what my legal rights were. Since I don't, I prefer 
not to. 

m Mr. MoIktosh. Mr. Witness, we will be here a few days. Would 
it help this: situation if we continued you under subptoa, perhaps re- 
ferred you to the bar association, legal aid committee or something, 
to review this question, and then bring you back to the stand? * 

Mr. Loesky. No, sir, I don't.think so, sir. 

Mr. McIntosh. That would not help ? 

Mr. Loesky. I don't think so. 

Mr. Kearney. In other words,. Mr. Witness,,. then regardless of all 
your talk about you are not present with any attorney* whether you 
received assistance from the legal aid portion of the bar association 
or any other attorney, your answers would still be thfr sama would 
they not? 

Mr. Lofsky. Sir, I feel that since I already have been sworn in as 
a witness arid am appearing here, that there would be nothing to 
be served .so far as I am- concerned in 

Mr. Kearney. Nothing to be served upon further questioning you 
upon, the part of the committee. That is all. ' 

Mr. Moulder. May I inquire of you— you made some statement 
about immunitv^-if this committee takes proper steps to assure 1 you 
of immunity from prosecution as a xesult of any answers which 
you may give to questions concerning Communist Party activities, 
would you then cooperate with the committee and answer those 
questions ? 

Mr. Lofsky. Sir, I can't answer that question. 
Mr. Moulder. All right. 

Mr, Lofsky. I ,am not a legal person. I don't know the answer. 
Mr. Moulder. The witnessis excused. 

Mr. Ajrens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest our next wit- 
ness, who was and is under subpena /to appear before this committee, 
is Mary Figueirido.

Mr. Appel. My name is Samuel Appel. I live in Fall River, . 
Mass,,- and I work in a dye house. 

I submitted a statement this morning to the counsel, which I would 
like now to read to y ou;please, sir. 

Mr. Arens. You are appearing today, Mr. Appel, in response to a, 
subpena which was served upon you by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities ? 

Mr.. Appel. That is correct, sir. 

Mr. Arens; Youare represented by counsel? % 

Mr. Appel. I am, sir. * 

Mr. Arens.^ Counsel, kmdly identify yourself on this record. 

Mr. Berlin-. Qerald A^^rlin, with offices in Boston. Ysy J$Jz^ 

Mr; Arens. Now753ffTAppeT, with reference to tKe statement which 
you submitted, the rules of this committee provide any statement to 
be submitted dj a witness shall be submitted -24 hours iii advance 
before consideration by the committee. I now have the statement in 
my hand, which I shall submit to the committee for its consideration, 
deliberation, and to determine whether or not it shall incorporate the 
statement in this record by reference. 

While the committeeis doing that, Mr. Appel,.Mndly tell us where- 
and when you were. born. 

** Mr. Appel. I was born August 21, 1907, in Poland. 

Mr. Arens. And when did yoii come to the United States? 

Mr. Appel-. 1909. ^ . 

Mr. Arens. Are you now a citizen of the United States. 

Mr. Appel. Yes, sir; I am., 

Mr. Arens. Are you a naturalized citizen? 

Mr. Appel.. Derivative naturalization. 

Mr., Arens. Grive us please^ sir, a word about your education. 

Mr. Appel. High school education ;and a bachelor pi arte degree. 

Mr. Arens. From what university? 

24777— 58— pt. 1 
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Mr. Appel. 0hio State University; 
Mr. Arens. And was that in 1940? 
Mr. Ai?pel. Nb^sir j.in i930. 

Mr. Arens. 1930. Then tell us, if you please, sir, the principal 
employments you have had since you concluded your formal educa- 
tion. 

K Mr. Appel., I h&ve been a textile worker, shoe worker, and organizer 
for shoe workers' union for many years, and now working in a dye 
house; 

Mr. Arens. In what capacity were you an organizer; for what 
group were you an organizer for the 1 shoe workers industry? 

Mr; Appel. I was an organizer for the United Shoe Workers of 
America, CIO: 

Mr. AiiENS. Where were you employed as a representative: of that 
entity, that organization? 

Mr. Appel. In the Boston area, primarily. 

Mr. Arens. Over what period of time, please, sir ? 

Mr. Appel. Oh, about 10, 15 years, I guess^ 10' or 12 years, some- 
thing like that-r-maybe more. " " , ' 

Mr. Arens. How long have you lived in the Fall River area? 

Mr. Appel. About 8 years, sir. 

Mr. Arens. And during that period of time have you always been 
engaged in your present occupation ? 
Mr. Appel. Yes, sir. " 

Mr. Arens. For what firms or- organizations- do you work? 
Mr. Appel. I work for Spindle City Dye Works, sir. 
Mr. Arens. Specifically, what do you da there, sir? 
Mr. Appel. I work on production. 
Mr. Arens. What do you produce? 

Mr. Appel. We do dyeing of yarns and things of that sort, and I 
help in the scheduling of work. I do preparation of the work, and 
so forth. 

Mr. Arens. Are you now a member of the Communist Party ? 
Mr. Appel. No, sir ; I am not. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever been a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Appel. Just one moment, sir. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) e 

Mr. Appel. I was a member of the Communist Party, but I want 
. to make it quite clear now that I am not now; and I will be glad to 
answer any questions this committee may ask me about my past 
membership, concerning myself ; but I will not answer any questions 
concerning any of my associates or any people I knew at that time. 

Mr. Arens. Over what period of time were you a member of the 
Communist Party? 

(The witness conferred with his cotmsel.) 

Mr. Appel. The precise time is not too clear in my mind. How- 
ever, I think it was around the 1930 J s ; and I left the early part of 
the 1950's, about 1951, 1952 — something like that. I am not too clear 
of the dates. 

Mr. Arens. During the course of your membership in the Com- 
munist Party did yoMmow a person 'by the name of Armando Penha? 
Mi* Appel. Just one moment. 
.(The witness conferred with his counsel; )- 
Mr; Appel. What is the pertinency of that question, sir ? 
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Mr. Arens. The purpose of the question, >among other things, is to 
confirm the testimony of a witness who testified under oath before 
this- committee this morning, that while he was a member of the 
Communist Party, he knew you as a Communist We expect also, to 
explore with you factual information, during the course of your testi- 
mony, which will be helpful to this committee in consideration of a 
number of legislative recommendations that are pending before this 
committee to undertake to strenthen this Nation* against theCommii~ 
nist conspiracy. 

Now, answer the question. 

Mr. Appel. I vaguely remember Mr* Penha-^very faintly and 
vaguely. 

Mr, Abkkts. Did you break from the-Communist Party in 1951? 
Mr. Appel. I didn't actually break ; I just dropped out;. 
Mr. Are^s. Are you completely, irrevocably, ,6ut of the Communist 
operations now? 
Mr.ApPEL. I am, sir. 

Mr.. Arens. Kindly tell us what post you held in the Communist * 
Party during the period of some 20 years in which you were a member 
of the Communist Party. 

Mr. Appel. What relevancy does this have in this hearing now,. sir !' 

Mr. Arens. Considerable relevancy now, sir, in respect that this 
committee has under consideration a great number of proposals to 
strengthen this Nation against the penetration and operation of the 
Communist conspiracy in the United States, If you j as an individual, 
have been in the Communist conspiracy for 20 years, as you have 
just testified, you undoubtedly have an accumulation of information 
factual material, which; if you will supply it to your Government, will 
be helpful to this committee in its appraisal of this legislation, for 
the /purpose of recommending to the United States Congress changes- 
in each of numerous enactments on the statute books, to enable your 
Government better to cope with this conspiracy., 

Now,.will you lrindly answer the question? 

Mr. Moulder. May I say, and add to your statement, Mr. Arens: 
Recommendations with particular reference to the omnibus security 
bill introduced by the chairman of this committee^ Mr. Walter^ H. U. 
9937, and also in connection with amendments under consideration by 
the committee in connection with the Internal Security Act, the For- 
eign Agents Registration Act, the Communist Control Act of 1954. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Appel. Before I answer that statement, sir, will my statement 
here that I presented to you be a j)art of the record ?_ 

Mr. Arens. It has been submitted by myself, sir, to the committee 
for its consideration and determination as to whether or not it wants 
to-order that statement to be a part of the record. 

Mr. Apped. I would like to put that statement in the record before 
I proceed with the f urther^questioning. 

Mr, Arens. Would you lrindly answer the question which is- out- 
standing, namely, to tell this committee the positions or posts which 
you have held' in the course of your 20 years 5 membership mthe« Com- 
munist Party?. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
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Mr.. Appel.. I didn ? t hold any positions of any outstanding nature 
of any kind. . I was ^primarily Concerned during .tliose- years; withjbe-. 
ing ah organizer for a union: My job .consisted primarily ,of .organ- 
izing shoe workers, and my role in the Communist Party was. yery, 
very limited-^actually to, just about membership^and so- 1- held no 
outstanding posts.or any positions that I can recall. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us, first, of ; all then, please, sir, the first entity 
of the Communist Party with which you were identified in the- course 
of your career in the party. 

Mr. Appel. I don't quite follow. - 

Mr. Adrens. To what cell, section, ; branch, unit, fraction; of the Com- 
munist Party were you -first attached? 

Mr. Appisl.. I wasi a member of .Shoe Workers Group, the Shoe 
Workers Fraction. 1 

Mr. Arens. Where? 

Mr. Appel. in the Boston area. 

Mr. Arens." And when did you first become connected with that ? 
Mr., ApjpEL. In the early 1930's; the exact date I am not quite^sure 
about; 

Mr. Arens. How many members were there in that fraction ? . 

Mr. Appel.. At that time it varied, -but at one time it may have been 
as highras 15 or 20 people. 

Mr. Arens. How long did you maintain an identification or affilia- 
tion with that fraction ? 

Mr. Appel. About 1936-37, something like-that. 

Mr. Arens. Then 1 take it for about 7 years you were identified with 
that particular v fraction ; is that ^correct ? 

Mr; Appel. Possibly — I am not quite sure of the years, at the time,, 
or anything. of that sort, It has-been a long time. 

Mr. Arens. During this period of time from 1930 to 1937, or there- 
abouts, were you connected with,, attached to, or affiliated with, any 
•other entity of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Appisl. Not that I can recall, sir. 

Mr. Arens, Tell us, please, sir, the functions ^ou performed on 
behalf of the Communist Party as- .a member of this shoe fraction. 

Mr. Appel. I performed no particular function. I was a member 
of the group and paid* dues. We met, discussed questions about the 
•industry, how to further the industry, the organization of the industry, 
and things to that effect. That is about — it has been suclva long timfe, 
but that is about the effect of it. 

Mr. Arens. In addition to discussing what to do with the industry, 
what was- done by the- fraction or members of the fraction within 
k the industry to further the Communist cause ? 

Mr. Appel. It was no particular discussion about furthering the 
Communist cause, per se. What we were primarily concerned about 
was to organize the shoe workers and to see if we can improve some of 
the wages and conditions that existed at that time. 

Mr.'ARENS. What efforts were >made to organize £he shoe workers? 

Mr. Appel. Circulars were distributed by the union and by "the 
Communist^ fo-.urge the members of the open shops to' join the unions 
and assistance was given at times; at the beginning,, before- the union 
was ^even formed, the meeting hall* was supplied us, sat the time, to 
help us organize a union. . 
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Mr. Arens. Were the United Shoe Wqrkersat this-time controlled 
by the Communist Party ?' 
Mr.ArPEL. No* sir; they were not 

Mr, Arens. ©id it occupy or control any key posts in the United 
Shoe Workers? 

Mr, Apppu The Communist Party, as such ? 'did ribt occupy* I was 
chairman of thelocal union myself "for -a couple of years.- 

Mr.AiusNS. Were you then a Communist? 

Appel; I w£s a member of the Communist Party at that time; 

Mr. Moulder. J want to interrupt to 'clarify. There was then -a 
legitimate labbr union organization functioning in connection with 
theshoe factories? 

Mr. Appel. Well, at that particular — at one time there wasn't. 
Afterwards, there was a labor union. Ait the beginning there was no 
union there at all- In other words, in the 1930's-^the early 1930's — 
at first there was ho organization. Then an organization came into 
being, a union came into being; 

Mr, Areits. W'em you a comrade, a Commnnist, at the same- .time 
you- were hea'd'of tllis'lccal ? 

Mr, Appel. YfeSj sir ; I was a member of th&Communist Party. 

Mr. Ajiens^ Were you taking instructions from the Communist 
Party concerning your activiti&s^withiii the local ? 

Mr; Appel. I don't recall receiving any specific ^instructions, sir. 

Mr. Ansisrs. Who, to your certain Knowledge, were Communists or 
comrades who were members 'of t^his shoe fraction of the Communist 
'Party durihgthe period of your connection with it ? 

Mr.ArPEL, Just one moinent,;sir; 

(The witness'conferredwith his counsel.} 
^ Mr, AppjELi What would be the pertinency; of ' this question, par- 
ticularly^ the subject matter under investigation toda^ ¥ t 

Mr, AjEENSi The purpose of the inquiry would he this, sir^nainely, 
that if youiell us th'e ; names of people who were menibers of this frac- 
tion of the Communist Party in the shoe industry, if we do not have 
information from them^or about them, they willhe subpenaed before 
this-cominittee, perhaps- first in executive ses'sibn,, at which |ime we 
. will' undertake to elicit irom + them information which will add to 
the^ fund of knowledge 6i this- eomimttee s upbn which it can hase 
legislative recommendations mderWkin_g-fe» protect the Nation, uncter 
whoseflag you have protection, against th^ operation of the Commu- 
nist conspiracy. 

Now, would you 'kindly answer the question: Who, to.you^certaiii 
knowledge, are persons known by you at any time to have been com- 
rades within this shoe fraction of the Communist Party- ? 

Mr. Appel, On this question, sir, I must respectfully decline to 
answer on the ground that it is % violation of the -first amendment to 
the Constitution,, which upholds my right of freedom of speech, free- 
dom of assembly,,and freedom.of free association, and was upheld by 
the United States -Supreme Court under the Watkins decision, sir, I 
cannot answer' that question under those circumstances. 

Sir.- Abens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that this 4 record 
now reflect an order and direction to this witness to answer the 
question* 

Mr. Moulder. The : witness is. ordered and 'directed to Answer the 
question, 
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K . Mr. Appel. I still respectfully decline to answer, on the grounds 
just stated, 

.Mr. Arenb* So the record may be perfectly clear, Mr, Chairman: 
Witness, in xesponse-to the question. and the admonition and direction 
of the chairman, you are not invoking those provisions of the Mth 
:amendment which give yon a privilege hot to incriminate yourself ? 
(The witness conferred with his counseh). 

Mr., Aj?pel. Ho; I refuse to answer ,on the grounds of the first 
amendment tp the Constitution, and also on the matter that this 
inquiry is not pertinent to the situation at the. present time. 
. :Mr/AitENs, Now, so we may have still a parallel question to the 
Jast principal question : Are there any persons who, as late ,a& 1951, 
when you broke f rom the Communist Party,, were known by you to 
have been members of the shoe fraction of the Communist Party in 
.this-vicinityi 

. Mr. Appel. I -don* quite understand that at alL 
Mi\Akens. I will state it m another form* 

-So .that there may be a question parallel to the last outstanding 
principal question :. Are there persons known to you tafte Communists 
as late as 1951, who were, to ' r your knowledge* members of this ^hbe 
fraction, of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Appel. I again must refuse to answer on the .grounds that I 
haveMndicatedj sirj and as.a matter of conscience,.! will not name any 
■ people- that X may have laiown, 

Mr, Arises. May I explain to you the pertinency of this last ques- 
tion, which is parallel to the principal question; and then I shall 
respectfully reguest the chairman to direct you to-ahswer. 

There is pending before the Committee pn Un-American: Activities 
a number of legislative proposals and suggestions, in addition to 
actual bills. Among, those are provisions winch would preclude cer- 
tification by the National Labor Relations, Board as a. "bargaining 
agency x>f any organization or unit which is controlled by the Com- 
niuinsi Party; If you can tell us the .names of persons who, to your 
certain knowledgebase been in the past .members of the shoe fraction 
i fc H Communist Party in this- area, L we will undertake to subpeiia 
' 6 ^:eonimittee, in order to> elicit from them4he.,extentto 
which the< Communist Party has penetrated this particular industry, 
with the.end in View of developing factual material- which wilLenable 
the ^committee to recommend legislation on this vital: issue-: 
+ 1 respectf ully suggest, Mr. Chairman, with that explanation of per- 
£mency to the witness, that he be ordered and directed to answer the 
question, ' ' 

Mr. SlotmDER. The witness is so ordered and directed to- answer the 
^question; 

Mr. Appel, ,1 know no-one since 1951, sir. 
Mr. : ARENS; Do you know anyone since 1950?' 
Mr. Apped* Idon't remember anybody^ sir. 

Mr.. Ahens; What is the last period in which you did know some- 
one? 

Mr ; Appel. I can't quite recall ; and if J did: recall, I again would 
h&ve to refer .to my ^previous-answer, sir. 

Mr. AnsNS. Do you recall anyone in the course of the last 5 years? 
* , iKEr. A^ppel. I 'do^not. I donft remember anybody since them 
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Mr. Arens. Doyourecallanyoneinthel940's?' 
Mr. Appisl. I must decline to answer that, sir, on thesame grounds 
I statedhef ore; 

Mr. Arens.,. Are you now completely, irrevocably,, put of the Com-" 
mtmist Party? # 
Mr. Appel, I am,sir; definitely. ^ 
Mr. Arens. Are you under Communist Party discipline? 
Mr. Appel.. I am not under Communist .Party discipline. 
Mr. Arens., Are you\against the Communist Party principles ? 
Mi*. Appel. I am opposed to their principles. 

Mr. Arens. Are you opposed io the function of the Communist 
Party? * ' . 

Mr.. Appel. I am opposed to the function of thev Communist Party.. 

Mr: Arens., ©o you regard the Communist Party , as a threat to this 
Nation?? *' 

Mr. Appel. I don't regard them as anything, sir. ^ _ . 

Mr; Ajkens. Do you^regard them as a threat to this Nation ? 

Mr. Appel. I.haveri't regardedthem as athreat; I don't think they 
are, personally. 

Mr. Arens. Why did you disassociate yourself, then, irom .the Com- 
munist Party;? 

Mr: Appel. I didn't think the program was proper.. I disagreed 
^ith the program and I didn't think it Tva_s a right tiling to the United 
States, and I dropped out. 

Mr. Arens*. How long did it take, you to arrive at that particular 
judgment, you having been in ;the Communist Party twenty-some 
years? 

Mr. Appel. It took me a-number of years to think aboutthese things, 
sir. But I definitely reached that conclusion in the .early 1950's.. 

Mr. Arens. What is'it, specifically, that you.have against the Com^ 
munist Party, or that you protest within yourself .against the Com- 
munist operations ? m 

Mr. Appel.. I don't believe that when I dropped out, my thinking 
was — I left the labor movement assuch^and I didn.'t think-that I could 
any further associate with the Communists and the labor movement, 
as such. I just simply dropped out, feeling that .that was enough for 
me. That was-my general reaction, sir. 

Mr. Arens; Is there something about the Communist operation* in. 
this; country, specifically, that caused you- to develop- an abhorrence 
of it? * 

Mr. Appel. I wasn?t too much aware* of the 'operation itself, sir. 
■ I mean, I didn't participate too much in their operation, and wasn't 
too much aware of what they consider an operation; but I personally 
felt tliat I hadto get out. I couldn't go^along with some of the*pplfcies 
aridL programs at that time, which I still don't recall what they were. 
I just dropped everything completely. 

Mr. ,Arens. Do you-want now, as a citizen of this country^tp do what 
you can to counter,, block, stop the operations of the Communist con- 
spiracy in the TJnitedStates ? 

Mr. Appel. Just prie moment,- siri • 

\(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Appel. Siri i£ 00 knew of any specific crimes that were being 
committed by anyone person or any group of persons-^- 
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Mr. Arens. .1 didrift ask you'thaftquestiori. • 

Mr; Ajppel. I would inform the proper agencies. Otherwise, I don't 
think that I can answer any further questions .relative to the people. 

Mr. Ajrens. Have you submitted any information respecting the 
operation of the Communist Party to theFederalBureau of Investigar 
tibn? 

Mr..A*PEL. I have not, sir. 

^ Mr. Arens. Have you contacted any intelligence agency or secu- 
rity agency of the State or Federal Government respecting any infor- 
mation which you may possess .regarding the Communist Party -? 
(The witness conferred withhis counsel.); . 

Mr. Appel. I gave all the information that I had available about 
myself to the State Commission against Communism. 

Mr. Arens. Have you told the State Commission against Commu- 
nism about Communist, operations within this area -that you knew 
about? 

Mr. Appel. Whatever they asked, I answered all- their questions, 
sir. Idon'trecallthequestions. 

Mr. Arens. You told the names of the persons who, to, your cerr 
tain knowledge, were in the operation ? 

Mr. Appel. I did not mention any names, sir. 

Mr. Arens. What was the next affiliation which you had with an 
entity of the Communist conspiracy in this country ? You told us^ 
from 1930 to 1937 you were in the shoe fraction. * , 
t Mr. Appel. I had no other affiliation except general membership, " 
sir. 

Mr. Arens. Where did you maintain your membership ? 

Mr. Appel. In the Boston area. I mean, I didn't belong to any 
group or any particular unit or .any particular branch of th& Com- 
munist Party. 

Mr. Arens; To. whom did you pay your dues;? 

Mr. Appel. To the secretary of the- Communist Party at the time, 
sir. - 

Mr. Arens. Who was that person ? 

m Mr. Appel. Again I must respectfully -decline to answer that quesr 
tion, sir; since it involves, association, it involves -people; and I cannot 
answer that under the first amendment and -under the Watkins Su- 
preme Court decision. 

Mr; Arens. How long had you known that person to whom yoii.paid 
your dues? 

Mr.AppEL; I don't recall that. 

Mr. Ahens; What is the latest you knew that person to be a member 
of the Communist Party, the latestin chronology of your life ? 
Mr. Appel. I don't remember. 

Mr. Arens. Did you know that person to be a member of the Com- 
munist Party as late as 1950 ? 

Mjx. Appel. I don't see the relevancy of that, sir. 

Mr. Arens; The relevancy of it is this : If you tell us the name, of 
that person to whom you paid your dues, since one of the item^ of 
interest to this committee is Communist Party finances, we would 
subpena that person before us with the hope that we might be able 
to elicit from that person certain information respecting the financing 
of this conspiratorial, operation against this Government. 
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• Kindly tell us, if you please, sir, the name of the person to vhom 
■you paid your dues when you were a member of the Communist Party 
as late as 1951. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.). 

Mr. Ajppel. Again,* sir, I will have to respectfully decline to answer 
that question on the ground that I don't believe that it is pertinent. 
I don't think it conforms with the first amendment to the Constitution, 
which, gives me a right of free association-. I will not become an< in- 
former for this committee or fqr anyone else, sir; and I* therefore, 
respectfully decline, to answer that question., 

Mr. Arests. I respectfully suggest, Mr. Chairman, /that tlie witness 
be-ordered and directed to answer the question. 

Mr ; Moulder. The witness is ordered and directed to answer the 
question. 

T may say to you it is -not in the spirit of threat, but for the purpose 
of iully advising you of the. possible dangers you might *)e placing 
yourself in, in refusing to answer. You may be guilty of contempt 
of Congress. 

Mr. Appel, I still maintain my position, sir. . 

Mr. ArenS; Have you ever paid any money to Armando Penha ?. 

Mr. Appel. Not that I recall, sir. * I don't remember giving him any 
money. His statement this morning, as far as I was concerned, is 
absolutely incorrect, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Did you ever secretly maintain a mimeograph machine 
in your home ? . 

Mr., Appel. No, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Did you ever maintain a mimeograph machine in your 
home? 

Mr. Appel. I have a typewriter. I may have had a mimeograph. 
I don't remember. • 

Mi\ Arens. Was that mimeograph used for Communist Party 
functions? 

Mr. Appel. No, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Did you- turn over to Penha a mimeograph machine? 

Mr. Appel. I don't recall, , sir. 

Mr. Arens. Were you in the underground ? 

Mr. Appel. Noj sir. 

Mr. Arens. What groups, if any, did you penetrate, while you were 
a member of the Communist Party, on behalf of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Appel., I. didn't penetrate any groups, sir, as far as I know, 
on behalf of anybody, sir. 

Mr. ARiENS. Were you as a comrade, a member, or active in the 
Progressive Party operations in this area? 

Mr. Appel. I was a. member of the Progressive Party on -my own 
behalf, sir. I believed in its principles and' I joined the Progressive 
Party on my own behalf . 

Mi\ AttENS; Was that simultaneously with your membership in the 
CommxinistParty'? 

Mr. Appel. I was a member of the Communist Party -at the time I 
was a member of the-Progressive Partjr, sir;- 

Mr. Arens., Did you. ever work with the international Workers 
Order? 
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Mr. Appel. I didn't work, sir; I was a member of the Interna- 
tional Workers Order. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the International Workers. Orr 
der .simultaneously with your membership in the Communist Party? 

Mr. Appel. I was a member of the International Workers Order, 
paid my dues there for benefits^, and >that is all, sir. I ,did not take 
any active part in it, sir. 

Mr. Akens; Were you ever a -member of the so-called Jewish Sec- 
' tionof the Communist Party in Fall River?' 

Mr. Appel. No, sir; I was not, sir; 

Mr. Arens. Is there or was there such a section ?, 

Mr. Appel. NotthatI.knowof,sir. 

Mr; Arens. Were you ever a member of the Civil Eights Congress ? 
Mr. Appel. I may have been, but I don't recall, sir. 
. Mr. Akens. I respectfully suggest, Mr. Chairmaii, that will conclude 
the staff interrogation of this witness. 
Mr.JMfouLDER. Mr. Doyle? 
Mr. Doyle. Mr. Appel? 
,Mr. Appel.- Yes, sir. 

Mr. Doyle. You were present in the court room- all day, wete you' 
not? 

Mr.AjppEL. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Doyle. I am sure I saw you on the second row on the left^ — 
Mr. Appel, That is right, sir. 

Mr. Doyle. — all day; And I think just a minute ago when our 
director here asked you if you heard Mr; Penha's statement this mom- 

Mr. Appel. Yes ? sir. 

Mi*. Doyle. I will &sk you if you did hear it. 

Mr. Appel. I recallh.earinghis statement, sir. 

Mr. Doyle; I think I heard you say- just a minute ago, referring to 
his statement, and I wrote it down: "His statement this morning was 
absolutely correct, as far as I am concerned." 

Mr. Appel. No — "incorrect." 
; Mr. Doyle. Oh, incorrect. What part of his statement was incor- 
rect? 

Mr. Appel. He made— well, his general statement about me that— 
if I recall, he said something to the-effect that I was a "link" to pro- 
fessional people, and I was a channel for money and things to that 
effect, and that is not true, sir. I deny that statement. 

Mr. Doyle. Is -there anything he said about .you that was true? 

Mr. Appel. That is all he said about me, sir. Oh, he also said I 
was a . member of some section committee in Fall River. I was not 
.a member of any section committee in Fall Eiver, sir. 

Mr. Doyle. Everything he said about you was false-; is that -cor- ' 
rect? . . 

Mr. Appel. As far as I can recall, the statement he made, as far as 
I remember, was incorrect, sir, to my best knowledge. 

Mr. Doyle. By using the term "incorrect" do you -mean that It was 
false"? • . 

Mr. Appel. I said "incorrect,?' sir. 

Mr. Doyle. Well, do you say it was false and untrue? 

Mr. Appel. Just one moment^ sir: 
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.(The witness conferred with ids counsel;) 

Mr. Appel., Let me put it this way, sir: I don't know whether Mr. 
Penha deliberately made a misstatement or not, sir ; but the facts as 
he enunciated them were not true v as far as I was concerned, sir; 

Mr. Doyle. All right. You heard all his statement. What dseiri 
the statement he made about the Communist Party in this area^ as f ar 
as you know, was not true ? 

Mr. Appel. He- made a lot of statements, sir, and it would be— I 
didn't take any notes oh Ms statements, so I can't directly answer your 
question^ sir. 

Mr. Doyle. I noticed you were very attentive <to< what was going 
oh ; and when the- press- stepped over to try to take- your, picture, you 
hid your- face. , You were quite aware of what was going on. 

Mr. AppEi/; Correct, sir. 

Mr. Doyle. And that is all right. So you heard the full statement 
that' Penha made, didn't you? 

Mr. Appel. I heard a statement, sir ;.yes,,sir. ■ 

Mr. Doyee., Is there any part of that statement about the Com- 
munist Party operations in this area- which., to your knowledge, was 
not true? 

Mr. Appel. Mr. Doyle,, sir, he made 

Mr. Doyi£e. During the 20 years that you were a member of the. 
Communist Party? " « 
Mr. Appel. Just one moment, sir. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel!) * • 

Mr. Ajppel. Mr. Doyle, sir,, Mr. Penha made a lot. of statements, 
primarily over a period of time after I dropped out -of membership 
of the Communist Party ,.sir. I am not familiar with the- functioning 
or the activities of the Communist Party after I dropped out. But 
if the chairman will give me a copy of the transcript, pbssibly I can 

fo-over the material arid point out where he was— at the part of time 
was there — whether he was correct or incorrect. . 
Mr. Doyle. You stated a few minutes ago, in answer to Mr. Arens' 
question — audi wrote it down : "I was primarily concerned with being 
an organizer f dr a union,; during those years; I was .concerned prit 
marily with member ship." Do you remember stating that? 
Mr; Ajppel. Membership -in the union ; that was my^^- 
Mr. Doyle. In the union. 
M;r. Appel. That is in— r— 

Mr. Doyle. You were a UE organizer, weren't you ? 
Mr., Ajppel. No; I was not; I was a member of the United Shoe 
Workers of America. 
Mr. Doyle. "Were you ever a UE organizer ? 
Mi?. Appel. No ; I was not, sir. 

Mr. Doyle. Did the membership of the United Shoe Workers union 
know that you were a member of the Communist.Party while you were 
chairman of the local unibn ? 

Mr.. Appel. Many of them did know, sir. . . 

Mr. Doyle. Did you ever announce it ptiblicly ? ■ ' 

Mr. Appel. I made no public statements about it, : sir. When- the 
person asked me the question, I didn't deny it at the time, sir. , 

Mr. Doyle. How many members of the union— and I will not ask 
you their names; but .1 will tell you in frankness, >that as far as t km 
concerned, I will not ask you the names but I will ask general ques- 
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tions^How many members of this union: of which you were chair- 
man or president were members of theCommunist Party at thesame 
time you were? 

Mr. Appel> It is ha*d to assess that, sir ^.because the membership of 
the union fluctuated, and the membership in the Communist Party 
at the time -fluctuated also, sir, 

Mr. Doyle. Approximately what percent? 

Mr. Appel. Wnat percentage?' 

Mr. Dqyle., Yes. 

Mr. Appel. Oh, very few, a very small percentage, sir. My local 
union — at one time, the local union had .a membership of 2;000,, and 
possibly there may have been 15 or 20 members, pf the Communist 
Party in that local union at that tilhe. | 

Mr. Doyle. When your local union had a few thousand members 
in it, were you a. member of, the Communist Party while you" were 
president? 

Mr. Appel. Yes^ sir ; I was. 

Mr. Doyle^ At the same time, when you had 1,000 members or 
more. Now,, I presume that the Communist Party members in the 
union held caucuses; didn't they? You held secret caucuses for 
planned work ? 

# Mr. Appel. We ( held' meetings, yes,, sir; a long time ago. A long 
time ago,.sir. 

Mr. Doyle. Yes, of course. But you, held caucuses and no one :else 
# was present except the Communists who were members- of the union-: 
isn't that true,? 

Mr. Appel. Yes, sometimes we did. It is true. 

Mr. Doyle. 4 It is true all over the country. In other words, your 
Communist Party members of this union— in which there were a 
thousand 4 or more members, and only 15 of them were Communists— 
were holding secret meetings to decide ways and means to take con- 
trol and keep control of the union policy; isn't that true? 

Mr. Appel. I don^to be honest with you, sir, I am trying to be 
very honest, because it has been a long time ago — r- 

Mr. Doyle. Yes. But you have a pretty good memory. 

Mr. Appel. No. * ' 

Mr. Doyle., You, are a very able .gentleman. You. have a perfectly 
good memory in my book. 

Mr., Appel. Sir, can you remember back 25 and 30 years ago, and 
20 years ago under certain circumstances? 

Mr. Doyle. Yes, I can,.onmost,important events; 

Mr. Appel.. It is very difficult for me, sir, to remember all incidents 
and particularities. 

Mr. -Doyle. But you have testified when Mr. Arens was asking 
about-having meetings. ■ 

Mr. Appel, Yes,' we did have meetings. 

Mr. Doyle. And I have had experience enough over this country in 
these things to know that the Communist Party members also hold 
secret meetings to determine how they can control organized labor; 
and yours is another case, apparently, of exactly , the same thing. 

Mr. Appel. Let me put it this way^ — 
' . Mr- ppYLia? You held secret caucuses, as Communists, didn't you, to 
determine who would be elected as officers of the, union.? * ' 
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Mr. Appel. On occasion we did ; yes, sir; 
Mr. Doyle. You remember that? 
Mr. Appel. That is right, sir. 

Mr Dotle.v In fact, at no time after you became chairman o± the* 
uhioii and a member of the Communist Party,, did ypu give up, as 
chairman of the union, trying to control -the union forthe-Communist 
Party policies^ did y'oii? . < . 

Mr. Appel. I did not try to control the union* sir. #- 

Mr, DbytE.. Why did you, hold secret meetings, then, to determine 
who the officerS'Wbuld'bei . , 

Mr. Appel. It wasn?t the question only of -officers at thetime. ' We 
held meetings to see how we could better brganize the- union. 'The 
union wasnot fully organized. • We were trying to> see what we could 
do to better organize the union at 'the time, sir: r 

Mr. Doyle. Why didn't you call in nonunion members or non^Com- 
munist members of the union -'at these secret caucuses ?' _ [ 

Mr. Appel, We did, sir. We. had meetings of nonunion <an& union 
and n'on-Goinmunist members. , m . 

Mr. Doyle. But you had secret caucuses of the Communist members.. 

Mr. Appel. WediS, sir,.attimes;.yes; sir.. 

Mr. Doyle. Now, I want to ask you .again, to make sure that; the. 
record speaks' dearly: You heard 7 the/preliminary statement by our 
distinguished subcommittee chairman read this morning, -didn't you?, 

Mr. Appel. Yes, sir ; I did. 

Mr. Doyle. So that, at that time, you heard -a perfectly' clear stater 
ment.of what pertinent information we were going to ask for;, isn't 

that true? ^ 
Mr; Appel* I couldn^quitennderstandthe;statement, sir; He xead 

it, and I tried to follow it, but itis very vague inmy mind. 
Mr. Doyle. Thank you. 

Jfe Arens. If the chairman please, I.should'likeJtp direct one* ques- 
tion to Armando Penha, sitting to -my right, with reference to; this 
mimeograpfrmachine, sb the^recprd may beclear :on*that.

Mr. Kearney. Did you write this statement that was given to

Mr. Kearney.^ I will tell you frankly the reason why I asked. In 
looking it over, it has so many of the usuai phrases characteristic of 
previous statements that I have seen in hundreds of hearings that to 
me it is a typical statement of :the Communist Party.

Did you ever have any disagreements with party 
policy, as it went pretty well around and around <the barn during the 
20-ye'ar period, with regard to our foreign- relations ? 

Mr. Appel. I didn't participate, sir, in any policymaking, and I 
didn t participate too much in policy discussions. I iust went- alon£, 
and that was all, sir. 

Mr. MoIntqsh, Did you ever have any difficulty in adjusting your 
Own thinking to some of the abrupt changes of policy of the American 
Communist Party, in concurrence with the Russians ? 

Mr Appel. Well, there were— for instance, the time of the*Soviet- 
jNazi Pact, I couldn't quite follow that and understand that, and. said . 
so ; but that was about it, sir. 

Mr., MoIntosh: Didn't that move you to disassociate yourself? 

Mr. Appel. Leave ? No; I Just stayed on, sir. 

Mr. MoIntosh. I- have another question. ■ You testified initially 
that the witness sitting here who has been on the stand most of the day 
was mcprrectr— I believe that was the precise ;phrase you used-- in 
regards to several tilings he said about you personally, concerning the 
section at Fall Eiver r and your function, which yon said was not your 
function, and the mimeograph machine-matter.

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lection. On .the other things, I am very definitely challenging his 
statement, sir. • 

Mr. McIntosh. You did have a basement in the house ? 

Mr. Appel. What is that, sir? 

Mr. McIntosh. Did you have a basement in the house*? 

Mn Appel; I - certainly have- a basement in the house. 

Mr. McIntosh. Then without the necessity of studying this record^ 
you paid close attention to this witness' statement. I refer again- to 
the principal witness today. Are there any other inaccuracies, falsi- 
ties, incorrect statements with regard to his entire testimony <that you 
would like to point out to this committee at this time, based on your 
knowledge of party functioning in this general area ? 

Mr. Appel. Mr. Penha testified from, primarily from the period 
1950-51 up. I dropped" out of all activity about 1950. I am not 
familiar with any of the things that went on after that, sir. 

Mr. McIntosh. His testimony covered a little greater scope than 
that period of time. I ask for a direct ans\yer,if you would:, 

Is there any inaccuracy, falsehood, or incorrectness that you care to 
point out at this time with. regard to the testimony of this man who 
testified most of the day ? * . 

Mr. Appel. I don't know, sir— I don't know, f don't recall. As I 
said'* his testimony was primarily after 1951. 

Mr. McIntosh. Is your answer yes or no ? 

Mr. Appeii. My answer is "No" because I don't know. 

Mr. Moulder. May I inquire : You do know the witness, Mr. Pehha, 
don't you?' 

Mr. Ajppel. As;I said,.! Tecognize.him very vaguely today, sir. 
Mr. Moulder. Do you ever recall his being in your home? 
Mr. Appel. I have a vague recollection of him being in my home, 
,sir. 

Mr. Moulder. What was the occasion of his visit to your home?

MrT Arens. Mr. Hood, we do not propose in this interrogation,;to 
interrogate you with reference .to -a number of items which have been 
the subject of public testimony bef ore-a number of f qrums. We have 
only 1 one or two questions we want to pose to you. 

First, I should ask : You are appearing today in response to a sub- 
peha which was seryed upon you? 

Mr. Hood. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens: And you are not represented by counsel ?

Mrs, Tiaipsok I am opposed to force and violencein any form, sir; 
and I would not belong to an organization that, to my knowledge, 
advocated force and violence, : 

Mr. Arens, Are you'a member of the Communist Party today? 

Mrs. Tiiufson, That you have no right to ask me under our present 
Constitution, and you have been so informed by the Supreme Court 
of the United States: 

Mr. Axms.. I respectfully suggest that the witness- be ordered and 
airected.to answer that question. 

Mr. Moulder.; Does the Communist Party believe in the overthrow 
of our present form of Government by force and violence % 

Mrs, Ttmpsok. I have never heard, anywhere in my presence, Any- 
one advocate the overthrow of the United States Government by force 
and violence, T would oppose any kind of such suggestion, 

Mr, Moulder; Do you know whether :or not the Communist Party 
advocates the change of .our Government by force and violence? 
r Mrs. Timpson, I have never heard of any one in my ; presence at any 
time advocate force and violence or force and violent overthrow of 
the United: States Government, 

Mi\ Areists.. Just so we can bring the record to date: Are you 
now a member of the CommunistParty ? 

Mrs. Timpson, That question I will have to decline to answer on 
the basis -of the first amendment of the Constitution,* because you are 
myading my rights, my political rights of beliefs and associations* sir. 

Mr. Arens. Do you have another reason % 

Mrs. Ttmpson. That insufficient That is what the -Constitution 
says, 

Mr. Aliens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the witness 
be ordered -and directed to answer the question whether or not she is 
a member of the Communist Party* 

Mrs. Timipson. Don't threaten me v sir. 

Mr. Motoder. The witness is directed to answer the 'question; 
Mr, Homans. I will advise you, Mrs. Timpson, that under the Con- 
stitution and the fifth amendment to the Constitution, it is 1 not neces- 
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sary that you have committed a.crime. in- order for you to legitimately 
fcv'ail yourself of the privilege- of tW fifth .amendment. It need only 
be that tlie question may tend to incriminate jouy and the courts, have 
held that you.rieed not be^guilty of a crime in order- to safeguard and 
avail yourself of the provisions* of the fifth-amendment. 

Mr. Moulder; Iorder and direct the witness to answer the question. 

Mrs. Timpson. On the. basis, of that, I will decline to answer on 
the basis of the: fifth .amendment, which* says I do not have to be a 
witness against myself; - .•■»*■ 

Mr. Moulder. Very well. Proceed with- the next question, Mr. 
Arens.> 

Mr; Arens. Now, I should like to ask you about the finances of 
the Communist Party. • i ™ i 

I hold in my hand a photostatic copy of a will made by Maud 
D'haze, written by .her*, dated May 15, 1§53, in which you, among, 
others, are named as a beneficiary. 

I)id you receive property pursuant to the will, of Maud D'haze ? # 

Mrs. Timpson. Will you explain what that -has to* do with this 
hearing, and with the thing you are investigating % 

Mr. Arens. Yes, I will be glad to, in .anticipation, that you will 
ansWer the question. ' 

This Committee on Un-American Activities is trying to< develop 
factual material which it may use in .appraising legislation to safe- 
guard this, country against the operations of the Communist con- 
spiracy. 

One of the areas of inquiry relates to -Communist Party finances. 
We haveinf ormation', which is on this record today by a live Witness 
under oath, to the ejffect that you, -among others, received certain 
property from Maud D'haze who had been. a Communist prior to. her 
demise; that you, as a Communist, transmitted some of that property,, 
at l6ast r to tte Communist Party. 

Now, please answer the question. 

(The witness conferred with her counsel.) 

Mrs. Timpsok. Mr. Chairman, I can't for the lif e of me-rr— 

Mr. Moulder. Just one moment, will you, please? Mr. Mcintosh 
is recognized; 

" Mr. McIntosh. I just wanted to get straight with, you, Counsel, 
that while we have no- objection to. your .advising your client publicly 
or privately, as you wish, that the previous advice given* to your 
client into the -microphone was. your choice ajid not ours; I mean 
we are.not infringing on the privacy pi your advice. 

Mr. Homans. I understand that, Congressman. , 

Mr. MoIntosh. We. like to get some of these things clear. 

Mr. Hokans. Thank you very much, Mr, Congressman. 

]&r. MouiiDER. Now, you may give your answer to, the question. 

Mrs'. Timpson. I lost the question, I am afraid. 

Mr. Arens. the question is : Did you receive property pursuant to 
thfe will of Maud D'haze? " 

Mrs. TiMPsoiNr. I can't see where receiving property of any Kiiid 
under a will has anything; at all to do with 'the issue which you- are 
•investigatingiere v Congressman. 

Mr. Arens. Now, Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the 
•witness be ordered anddirected.to answer the question. 
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Mr* Mouloer. The witness is directed to answer the question. 

Mrs. Timpsoit. Then I shall have to decline to answer that*question 
on the b'asis-of the first amendment of the Constitution and the fifth 
amendment-. 

Mr. Arens. Yes,. I will be glad to* in anticipation that you will 
say "I shall have to. decline." You. donft have to*decline. 

Mrs. Timpson; I mean. I will decline; I'haye that privilege, sir. 

Mr. Kearney. That is right; you* have. Yx>ii\can> just say "I de-r 
cline." You.don't have to say "I have to decline." 

Mrsi Timpsoit. Thank you. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, although there are a number of items 
we could pursue with this witness, they are items which have been the 
subject of inquiry by our committee,, both publicly and in executive 
session, and in view of the press of time and desire to avoid' duplication 
of effort, I respectfully suggest this will conclude* the .staff interro* 
gation of this witness. 

Mr. Motoder. Mr. Doyle, do you have^any questions ? 

Mr. Doxi/b. You. stated that you have never heard anyone, state in 
your presence that the Communist Party stood for force' and violence; 
I presume from- your statements, and what I heard of you,, that you 
are pretty well read oh the objectives and principles of the Commu- 
nist Party. Is that true? 

Mrs. Timpson. I read many things,sir. 

Mr. Doyijd. There is certainly no reason why a person should 
not be well read and be as well informed and enlightened as possible. 

Mrs. Timpsost; That is right. A person should read ;everythino\ 
President Eisenhower said we should read' everything, including bodfe 
issued by the Communists. * * 

Mr. Doyle. This Nation, thank .God-^-its origin is based.upon honest 
differences- of opinion. True.? 

Mrs. Timpson. Granted. 

Mr. Doxub. I understand that and fight for that. 

Mrs. TrMPsosr. Granted; 

Mr. Boyle. And you- have a perfect right to read literature if you 
want to : ~ ■ 

Now I am asking you again if it is not a fact that you* have read 
Communist Party literature? 

9 Mrs. TmPSON. I haye read, both Communist and non-Communist 
* literature. 

Mr. Doxiasj; AH right. Now, on the subject of force and violence, 
I refer to a recent book by J. Edgar Hoover, just off the press, and I 
refer to page 345. He quotes Mr. Leniii^ whom I assume you have 
read: ~ . . 

The replacement of the bourgeois by the proletarian state is impossible 
without ^violent revolution. 

And then Mr. J. Edgar. Hoover, head of our FBI, on page 7, said: 
"William Z. Foster"— whom no doubt you have heard about and read 
about: 

William ;z. Foster, longtime head.,of the Communist movement in our country, 
has boasted that the Communist revolution, after the actual seizure of power 
would "develop even more swiftly" than the Russian. . 

All industry would be nationalized and farms taken away from their owners. 
A small-business man is- just as guilty as a large businessman; both must be 
liquidated. Rents, profits, and insurance would be aboUshed. Countless occu- 
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pations,, termed by the Communists, as ''useless and. parasitic," would be ended. 
Here is a.<part of their list: wholesalers, jobbers, real-estate men and stockr 
brokers, advertising specialists, traveling salesmen, lawyers, "whole rafts of 
government bureaucrats, police,- clericals, and sundry capitalist quacks, fakers; 
arid-gf afters." The Communists have a special disdain for lawyers. Perhaps 
it is because there will be no need for lawyers when there are no rights to 
defend. Afcany rate, Foster =has. said,: "The pest-of lawyers will be abolished." 
, Action would be, drastic, immediate, and. without appeal. An armed "Red 
Guard'' would enforce the orders of party henchmen. Hotels, country clubs,, and 
swimming pools would' be used for the benefit of "workers," meaning, in snost 
cases, party bosses. The workingman in the mines,, factories, and mills would 
be told to.work- certain hours" for certain wages. 

Mr.I)oYLE. NdwIsMp andread.6nething ) more : ^ — 

Mrs. Timpson. What is that you are reading, sir ? 

Mr. Doyle. I am reading .the hook of j. Edgar Hoover. I invite 
youto read it. It is just off the press. 

Mrs. Timpson. Would you mind giving me a copy ? 
/ Mr. Doyle.' It costs $5. 

Mrs. Timpson"-. You don't think I want to invest that much,? 

Mr. Doyle. If I thought it would convert you out of communism 
I would get you one. 

Mrs. Timpson. You might try. 

Mr. Doyle. Let me read just one more paragraph, and this deals 
with-the subject of force and violence. As I noticed, you quiteproudly 
stated you never heard it mentioned in your presence. 

Mrs. TiMPSoar, That is right; 

Mr. DbYLEi Here is what Mr. Hoover says on page 21: 

What about force and. violence? Must they be used? Marx emphasized that 
capitalist society, most naturally, would not voluntarily turn over its factories, 
banks, and money to the workers. Moreover, it would .probably organize a 
"counter-revolution" — which means, defending itself. Hence,, under the leader- 
ship of the Communist Party, the workers must, if necessary, be prepared to use 
- force, that is, violent revolution. If the capitalists submit peacefully, good ; 
if they resist, slaughter them. 

Mr;. Doyle. Yes, you pan laugh. I notice you are, but anything 
that J. Edgar Hoover says, I think, is taken by the great mass of 
the American public as pretty near fact, instead of what the Com- 
munist Party or any of its members say in this country, thank God. 

Mrg. Timpson.. What is your .question, sir? 

Mr. Doyle. I have no-question. 

Mrs. Timpson - . Oh, it was* just a free lecture. 

Mr. Doyle. I just wanted to read you this, much as I know — 

Mrs. Timpsojst. Thank you. 

Mr. Doyle. — it is something you are familiar with, ; as far as the 
statements of Marx and Lenm are concerned,, although you do not 
admit it. 

That is all., 

Mr. Moulder. Mr. Kearney, do you have any questions? 
Mr. Kearney. I have no questions. 
Mr. Moulder. Mr. Mcintosh? 
Mr McIntosh. No questions. 

Mr. Moulder; Have you any additional questions, Mr; Arens? 

Mr. A^ens. No thank you, sir. 

Mr , .Moulder. The witness is excused. 
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Mr.. Arens. The next witness^ if you please, Mr; Chairman^and 
may I advise, this will be the last -witness called today-^-is Mr ; Joseph 
Sherman. 

Kindly cpme; forward and remain standing while the chairman 
administers the oath. 

. Mr. Sherman. No pictures— you. said "No pictures," and I want 
instructions. 

That is very nice.. Here we are trying to, figure out order^-l don?t 
care; 

Mr. Kearney. According to the rules of this committee, the press 
has .the right to take .pictures of a witness before he testifies but 
not while he is testifying;

Mr; Arensi Are you now, or have you- ever been, a member of the 
Communist Party ? 

Mr; SHERsrAN.^ I must ^decline^ sir^ to answer that on the ground

Do you honestly apprehend if you told this committee 
whether or not you applied for a United States passport, you would 
be- supplying information which might, be used against, you in a 
criminal proceeding? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.)* 
- Mr. Sherman. Would you mind, sir, to repeat the question.? 

Mr. Arens. Do you honestly apprehend,, sir, if you told this com- 
mittee truthfully whether or not you ever applied f or a United States 
passport, you would be supplying information which might be used 
against you in a criminal proceeding ?, 

(The witness conferred withliis counsel.) 

Mr. Sherman. Whatever I answer here is nothing but the truth. 
The reason^— - . 

. Mr. Kearney. Mr. Chairman, may I make an observation here? 
It seems,to me that in the testimony of this witness, this is a case that 
should be immediately processed to the Immigration authorities look- 
ing -toward deportation, and I certainly would recommend and would 
urge as a vote of this committee, to return it -to the fullcommittee, that 
such proceedings be taken. 

Mr, Arens. Now, sir,,there is an outstanding question on this record, 
namely: Do you honestly apprehend that if you told this committee 
truthfully while you are under oath whether or not you have ever 
applied for a Uidted States passport, you would be, supplying infor- 
mation which might be used against you in a criminal jproceedmg? 

(The/witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Sherman. In spite of my innocence, -gentlemen, I still decline 
to answer, that it might incriminate me. 

, Mr. Arens. Haveyou.been innocentofany~applicatibn for a: United 
States passport? 

Mr. S3303RMAN. I have stated that, despite my innocence, that the 
truth- — - 

Mr. Arens. What innocence? 'Are you innocent of membership in 
the Communist Party ? * 1 

Mr. Sherman. I am innocent of telling the truth here, , nothing but 
the truth; and the only reason I decline to answer such certain quesr 
tions is fear that they may incriminate me. This is my only reason. 
I employ the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. As an alien, have you ever applied for what, is tech- 
nically known as a re-entry permit? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that question, sir, on the same 
reason and same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever been back to the, country of your birth?* 

Mr. Sherm;an. I decline to answer that on the same reason, ?the same 
grounds. 
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Mr. Ajrens: To what organizations do you belong ? 

Mr, 'Sherman. I decline, to answer on the first amendment, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Now, I am going to ask you this question: What or- 
ganizations do you now belong to which are not Communist organi- 
zations? 

Mr. Sherman. I decline to answer that, sir, on the same ground's 
and the same reasons. 

Mr. Arens.> Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the witness 
be ordered and directed to answer the question. 

Mr. Moulder,. Thei witness is so ordered and directed. 

(The f witness conferred with his counsel.). 

Mr. Motoder. I will* restate that the witness is ordered and directed 
to answer the question as directed.by counsel. 

" Mr. Sherman. I am applying the first amendment that gives me 
the right to associations and speech, and that is the reason why I de- 
cline to answer.. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, in view .of that explanation, I respect- 
fully suggest that the record again reflect an order and direction from 
this committee for the witness to answer the question — and- 1 will 
explain the pertinency of it to the witness— so that there will be no 
question that this record is abundantly clear as to the nature of the 
information we are endeavoring to elicit from the witness. 

We have .abundance of information to the effect that Gommimists 
have been in a process over this, Nation of penetrating non-Communist 
organizations ; that the Communist conspiracy is. developing in this 
country what is known in Communist jargon as a "united front tactic." 
We have information to the effect that this* witness is and has. been a 
.member of the Cpmmunist conspiracy. 

We want to ask this witness not about Communist operations* in 
which he is engaged at the moment, but about non-Communist or- 
ganizations in which he may be a participant, for the reason that this 
committee, has under consideration a number of suggested provisions 
of law which would help protect this country against this subversive 
conspiracy. 

With that explanation, Mr. Witness^ I respectfully request you to 
answer the question. 

Mr. Motjlder. And you are directed by the committee to answer 
the question. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
* Mr. Sherman. With the advice, of my counsel,- 1 am employing 
the first amendment. . ' ' 

Mr. Moulder., I didn't understand. 

Mr. Sherman. With the advice of my counsel on this question, I 
am employingthe first amendment. ' 

Mr.. Arens. And let the record be absolutely clear. You are not 
invoking—— 



Mr. Arens. ^those provisions of the fifth amendment which give 
you a privilege against self-incrimination ? 
Mr. Sherman. Let me repeat my answer, then. 
(The witnessconferred with his counsel.); 

Mr. Sherman. I am relying on the first amendment, withthe .advice 
of my counsel, .and due. process* of the< fifth amendment. 
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Mr. Arens; But you are riot relying— Counsel, you may advise 
hinn-you are not relying upon those .portions pf the fifth amendment 
which endow you with a privilege- against self -incrimination ; is that 
correct? 

Mr. Sherman. I am employing all of the fifth amendment that pro-? 
tects mefrom being a witness against myself. 
Mr. Arens. Then you are changing your reasons, are you not? 
Mr. Sherman. That is the»reason. 

Mi\ Arens. Let's get to the principal question: Do you honestly 
apprehend, sir, if you told this committee truthfully the non-Cbm- 
munist Party organizations of which you are a member,, you would 
be supplying information which might be used against you. iii a 
criminal proceeding,? | 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Sherman. With the advice of my counsel, I decline to answer 
for the same reasons. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. 'Chairman, I respectfully .suggest that the witness 
be ordered and directed to answer that outstanding principal ques- 
tioii, for the reason we .are testing the witness' good faith in the invo-^ 
cation of the fifth amendment. The fifth amendment has not been 
put in. the Constitution, the Courts have said repeatedly, for purposes 
of mockery. If the witness is invoking the fifth, amendment in good 
faith, he can and should answer that questionl 

Mr; Moulder. I believe the- record reveals what counsel said, to, be 
the truth. Therefore you are directed by the committee to answer 
the question. 

(The, witness conferred with his counsel.). 

Mr. Sherman. My counsel advises me to rely on the first amend- 
ment and all of theiifth amendment;. 

Mr. Arens. I want the record to be abundantly clear, Mr. Chair- 
man. . 1 

Do you understand, Mr. Witness, that I am asking you whether or 
not if you told this committee truthfully the non-Communist organi- 
zations which you are a member of, you would be supplying informa- 
tion which might .be. used, against you in a. criminal proceeding ? Do 
you understand the question ? 

Mt.Sh33rman. (Nods). 

Mr. Arens. Tour nod "Yes" is not on the record. Kindly give us . 
a negative or an affirmative response. 
SGvSherman. Yes: 

Mr. Arens. You understand the question? 

Then I respectfully implore you to answer the questi on. 

(The witness confers with his counsel. ) 
JMx. Sherman. My counsel advises me to apply the first amendment, 
that it deals with the association of people and organizations, and the 
fifth amendment, that it deals with due proces of law and not to be a 
witness against myself . 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I Respectfully suggest that wilL conclude 
the staff interrogation of this witness. 

Mr. Moulder. Mr. Doyle, have you any questions ? 

Mr. Doyle. Witness, how many years did you say you had been ' 
within the continental TJnited States ?* 

Mr. Sherman. I came to this country in 1920; 
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Mr.,DoYLE. From Poland? 

Mr. Sherman. Poland, sir, right. , - 

Mr. Doyle. And I think you; said, you had riot applied for citizen- 
ship papers after you came here in 1920. m 

Mr. Sherman. I haye asked, for an explanation, winch I was got 
given the- right to explain, and you would readily- see- the .reason why I 
have not applied; In my explanation 3 if I was permitted to^ ypu would 
see why I have not applied. 

" Mr. Doyle. Well, tell us why youliave.not applied. 
Mr. Sherman. All right. 
Mr. Doyle. Since,1920. Thatis 38 years. 
Mr. Sherman. Well— — 
Mr. Doyle. How old a mail are you ? 
Mr. Sherman. I am 52 at the moment. 
Mr. Doyle. 52? 

Mr. Sherman. Correct, sir. # ... 

Mr. Doyle. Tell, us why you have not applied for citizenship in the 
country in which you are claiming constitutional .privileges. 

Mr. Sherman, firstly, I want to state that I would appreciate 
greatly if I was to be given the, opportunity .of becoming a citizen of 
the United States. 

Mr. Doyle. Speak a little louder, please. 

Mr. Sherman. Yes, sir; 

Mr. Arens. Could you truthfully take an oath .sis now required in 
the application for citizenship that you are,not now, nqr have you,ever 
been, a member of an organization dedicated to the overthrow of the 
Government by force and violence? . • 

Mr. Sherman. I don'.t know which question to answer first. What 
I started to speak about-^-^ 

Mr. Arens. I beg your pardon? 

Mr. Sherman. Or this question now. 

Mr. Doyle. You answer the director's question, first r sir. 

Mr. Sherman. Whatever I say here is absolutely the truth, and the 
only reason I am employing my right and taking advantage of the 
Constitution rights is simply notto be incriminated in the future. 

Mr. Doyle. All right. Now answer my question. You answered 
him the same wajr you did before. Why haven't you applied for 
citizenship papers in 38 years ? 

Mr; Sherman. I came to^this country in 1914>as-a boy and that was 
tWfurtherest thing in my mind, not knowing anything about citizen* 
ship, when you first come to this country. 

Mr. Doyle. You are an adult now. Why haven't you applied for 
citizenship- papers ? 

Mr. Sherman. Due to the fact that all- of the children in my family 
were under the* impression they were citizens of my father's' citizen's 
papers, derivative citizens; 

Mr.. Doyle. Did you ever go to the Immigration Service of 
our country to find out whether or not you could apply for citizenship 
papers? 

Mr. Sherman. Sir, my personal' life was so involved with^-^ 
Mr. Doyle!, Fever mind your personal life. Answer my -question. 
M*; Sherman. That was the reason for me .hot doing. I was< in- 
volved with a dying wife for many years. 
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Mr. Doyle. Your wife has been dead many years. Yqu -have; had 
25 years since that time. 
Mr. Sherman. My wife is not dead 25-years. 
Mr. Doyle. How many years has she been dead I 
Mr. Sherman My wife died in 1951. 
Mr; Doyle. 7 years; 

Mr. Sherman. And, she was sick for many, many years; 
Mr. Doyle. Have you applied since your wife died, for citizenship- 
papers? 
Mr. Sherman. Pardon, sir? 

Mr. Doyle. Have you applied for- citizenship papers in the United 
States since your wife died 7 years ago? , 

Mr. Sherman. $fo. Since then I have been running to doctors, and 
I am a sick man today, sir., 

Mr. Doyle. Yes? 
. Mr, Sherman. Arthritis, -ulcerated stomach. 

Mr. Doyle. Do you work, every day ? 

Mr. Sherman. Yes, sir. 

Mn Doyle.^ You are not too^sickto work ? 

Mr. Sherman. I must. 

Mr; Doyle. Why haven't you wa;lked over to the Immigration office 
and applied for citizenship ? 

, Mr. Sherman. Due to the fact when I get through with the day's 
work, sir, I am tired- 
Mr. Doyle. Why don't you lay x>ff a half day and do your duty to 
your country? . 

Mr. Sherman. I am not in a position financially to do so, and I, am* 
in the future trying to, even- under a financial sacrifice. 

Mr. Doyle. You have good clothes, a clean shirt on, your hair is 
combed, you have good spectacles. You have a good, clean tie on. 
Why donft you lay off long enough to go to the Immigration Serv- 
ice here in Boston and apply; for citizenship papers ? 

Mr. Sherman; For your information, sir, this suit that I am wear- 
ing now. and which is nice and clean is- a suit bought for the last 9 
years, and this is the first suit in 9 years. And you know how long' 
it takes to save up for a suit. 

Mr. Doyle. Mr. Chairman, I submit then that this is the most dis- 
gusting incomprehensible testimony I have ever heard on this com- 
mittee from a man who is claiming the protection, of our country ; and 
I want to« join, Mr. Kearney when this meeting is over and vote to 
recommend that this man be recommended to the: Immigration and 
Naturalization Service to be deported. 

You can't make monkeys of the people of the United States, of 
America, like you have been doing,,apparently. 

Mr. Moulder. May I first advise and warn those who are attending 
the hearing that you are permitted here in this public and open hear-^ 
ing and that demonstrations, for .or against the witness, will not be 
tolerated and those, of course, who violate that rule will necessarily 
have to leave the hearing room. 

Do you have any questions, Mr. Kearney ? 

Mr; Kearney. I have no questions, .Mr. Chairman, .oriiy to reiterate 
what I said a few minutes ago— that I watched the witness and lis- 
tened *to his attempted answers, and personally, I don't think thereis 
a word of truth in them.
